INTRODUCTION. "] 



Theatrical Representations in, Private Houses, an. amusemeaCso^ comn^n jp the 
CouQtiies of the ContiQeoty or, iu Priyate TheatreS| where Professional A^tpn would not be 
allowed to assist, were once very general in IftBLANO. Domestic gaieties of this kind used 
to grow out of one another, and there have been times within the last .^filf-gentury, in which 
they were remarkable, not only for |heir number, but for the importance of the P.erson^ con- 
cerned in them. A Catalogue of all these Festive Meetings, as handed down to usr' by tke 
Papers of the day, would exceed the proposed limits of our introductory Remarks.; but some 
of them deserve to be particularly no^ced ; and from them we may collect this curious and 
amusing fact, that many of the names, most distinguished in the Parliamentary and Political 
transactions of the Country, during the best and brightest periods of her past History, will be 
found in the list of Performers in Private Plays. To indulge in any moral reflations upon 
this, is not our intention. The world, perhaps, may be wiser, and better than it used to 
be — We are sure that it is not happier.

In our brief notice of those little Theatrical Communities, we shall begin with that which 
assembled in the County of Arrnf^^,. in the yfjar J^'^dy ;&^ Lurgan,; the seat of die celebrated 
William Brownlow, one of thq . Repr^ntatives of that Coii^ty — ''A mail," says Mr. 
G RATTAN, *' with a station of inind in him, that would have become the proudest Senate in 
Europe." To this Meeting, the Stage is indebted for the popular Entertainment of Midas, 
It was written upon that occasion by one of tlie Company, the late Mr. Kane O'Hara, 
and originally consisted of but one Act, commencing with the fall of JpoUo from the

clouds. The Characters m the Piece were undertaken by the Members of the Family and 
their Relatives ; with the exception of the part of Pan^ which was reserved by the Author for him- 
self. Many additions were made to it, before its introduction to the Public ; and, among others, 
the opening scene of '' Jove in his Chair/* as it is now represented. A Preface to an early 
copy thus accounts for its being known beyond the Family- Party for whose amusement it was 
written.-—'' The first idea of it was conceived, and the plan in some manner executed, for the 
private entertainment of some persons of distinction in Ireland, at a time when Italian Burlettas 
were blended with the exhibitions of the Theatre, and almost triumphed over the best produc- 
tions of our language. The public spirit of those, for whom it was originally mtended, 
prevailed upon the Author to enlarge bis design, and Midas accordingly ventured on the 
Stage." 

In 1760, Mr. Thomas Connolly, another distinguished Member of the Irish Parliament, 
had one of these Theatrical Jubilees at Castletown, his residence in the County of Kildare. The 
'' First Part of Henry IF.** was one of their most attractive Performances, to which an Epilogue 
was spoken by Mr. Hussey Burgh, afterwards Chief Baron of the Exchequer. ** Mild,* 
moderate, and patriotic, Mr. Burgh was proud without arrogance, and dignified without e£fort; 
equally attentive to public concerns, and careless of his own, he had neither avarice to acquire 
wealth, nor parsimony to retain it ; liberal even to profusion, friendly to a fault, and disinterested 
to JBL weakness ; he was honest without affluence, and ambitious without corruption ; his eloquence 
was of the highest order, figurative, splencBd and convinchig. At the Bar, m the Parliament, 
and among the People, he was equally admired, and universally respected." 

The Earl of Kildare, afterwards Duke of Leinster, the Friend and Neighbour of 
Mr. Connolly, opened his princely Mansion at Carton, to a series of similar Entertain- 
ments^ in the year 1761. * ''The softness of philanthropy, the placidity of temper, the 
openness of sincerity, the sympathy of firiendship, and the ease of mtegrity, stamped cor- 
responding impressions on the artless countenance of this respected Nobleman, and left 
but little to conjecture as to the composition of his character. His elevated rank, and exten- 
sive connexions, gave him a paramount lead in Irish politics, which hb naked talents would 
not, perhaps, have otherwise justified, but from the days of his maturity, to the moment 
of his dissolution, he was the undeviatidg fiiend of the Irish Nation. As a Soldier, and 
a Patriot, he performed his duties ; and in his plain and honorable disposition, was found 
collected a happy specimen of those qualities which best compose the gentleman." Among 
the other Performances at Carton, was the Beggar's Opera, then the most popular of all 
the productions of the Stage. The casts of it will be sufficient to show the Rank 
of the individuals who partook of these amusements. Among the Ladies we find the Coun-

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TESS OF KiLDARE, the Lady of the Mansion, and Laov Louisa Connolly. Among 
ihe Genilemeu, Viscount Powerscoubt, Lord Chablemont, and Dean Marlav, 
afterwarda Bisiiop of Waterford ; but a • Bill of tlie night's amusement is below. — 
A Prologue t was spoken by the latter Gentleman, the production of his own classic pen. 
The rank of Earl was soon afterwards conferred upon Lord Ciiarlemont, in speaking of 
whom it is impossible to avoid adverting to the beautiful eulogy pronounced upon liin 
memory, by Mr. Gkattan, his friend and admirer. — J " He was formed to unite the aris- 
tocracy and the people, with the manners of a Court, and the principles of a Patriot.^ 
Unassailable to the approaches of power, of profit, or of titles, he annexed to tlie love of 
freedom, a veneration for order, and cast on the crowd that followed him, the gracious shsdi- 
of hb own accomplishments, so that the very rabble grew civilized, as it approached hn 
person. For years did he preside over a great army, without pay or reward ; and he helped 
to accomplish a great Revolution, without a drop of blood. Let slaves utter their slander, 
and bark at glory which is conferred by the People ; his name will stand i and when their 
clay shall be gathered to the dirt to which they belong, his monument, whether in marble, 
or in the hearts of his Countrymen, shall be consultetl as a subject of sorrow, and a source 
of virtue." 

Some few years afterwards, that is, about the end of the year 1774, a taste for Dramatic 
amusements was very prevalent in tlie Coimty of Kilkenny. Plays were got up at Knocktopher, 
Fannley, and Kilfane, the Seats of the late Sis Hercijles Lanorishe, Mr. Henry Flood,

The two foimer of these 

Gentlemen were then in th'e Irish House of Commons ; the latter had not jet taken a Seat 

there. Mr. Henry G rattan, connected by marriage with the family of Mr. BesHBy was 

a Member of this Theatrical Society, which passed from one elegant and hospitable Mansion 

to another, for the purpose of enjoying their classic recreations ; a little strolling community, 

of no mean talents, or ordinary pretensions.— -Among other Plays, they performed Macbeth ; 

and it is rather curious to reflect, that of the two contending Heroes in the Play, Macduff 

became the lot of Mr. G rattan, while that of Macbeth devolved on his, then latent, rival, Mr. 

Flood. '' My rival,* as they call him," — says Mr. Grattan, long after their contentions on the 

Stage and in the Senate were equally at rest, " and I should be unworthy the character of his 

rival, if in his grave I did not do him justice ; he had his faults, but he had great powers,— 

great public effect. He persuaded the old,— -he inspired the young— the Castle vanished before 

him. On a small subject he was miserable. Put into his hand a distaff, and like Hercules 

he made sad work of it ; but give him the thunderbolt, and he had the arm of a Jupiter." 

Such were the terms in which Mr. Grattan spoke of his opponent. He has himself since sunk 

into the grave, but the name he has left is immortal.— t ^* Great men hallow a whole people, and 

lift up all who live in their time. What Irishman does not feel proud that he has lived in the days 

of Grattan i No Government ever dismayed him — the world could not bribe him — he thought 

only of Ireland — lived for no other object— dedicated to her his beautiful fancy, his elegant wit, 

his manly courage, and all the splendour of his astonishing eloquence. He was so born, and 

so gifted, that poetry, forensic skill, elegant literature, and all the highest attainments of human 

genius, were within his reach ; but he thought the noblest occupation of man was to make 

other men free and happy ; and in that straight line he went on for fifty years, without one side- 

look, without one yielding thought, without one motive in his heart, which he might not have 

laid open to the view of God and man." 

In the year 1776, the Right Hon. David La Touche mdulged the juvenile members 
of his Family with a Theatrical Fete at Marlay, his residence in the County of Dublin. The 
lines that Milton wrote, were not considered by that excellent Gentleman to be unfit for 
the study and recital of his children, and the Masque of Comus t was chosen for their 
amusement.

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Shane's-Castle, in the County of Antrim, the Seat of the Right Hon. John O'Neill, 
who was afterwards raised to the Peerage, became the scene of Theatrical festivities, in the 
year 1785. — " " Descended from the most celebrated Chiefs of ancient Ireland, this Gentleman 
bore, in his portly and graceful mein, indications of a proud and illustrious pedigree : — 
the generous openness of his countenance — the grandeur of his person — and the affability of 
his address, uiar!>.i:d the dignity of his cliaracter, and, blending with the benevolence of his 
disposition, fonued him one of the first Commoners of the Irish nation. In public and in 
private life Mr. O'Nei ll was cr|ually calculated to command respect, and conciliate affection ; — 
high-minded — open — and well educated — he clothed the sentiments of a Patriot iu the language 
of a Gentleman ; — his abilities were moderate, but his understanding was sound ; — though he 
did not shrink from the approbation of the Court, lie prefurred the applauses of his Coimtry, 
and formed one of the most perfect models of an aristocratic patriot." This Gentleman, assisted 
by bis friends, got up several Plays at Shane's- Castle. The performances of the Arst night were, 
" C If midline" and " The Up/iolsterer." The casis of the characters, taken from one of the 
Bills t of their little Tlieatrc, are given below, as well as the copy of an t Epilogue written and 
spoken by the lovely Mistress of the Mansion, in the character of a Sylph. We see in this 
Bill, the name of the ill-fated Lord Edward Fitzgerald. 

The RiCHT Hon. Luke Gardinek, afterwards Lobd Mountjoy, opened a Private 
Theatre in the year 1778, at the Lodge he then occupied in the Phoenix Park. The Perfor-

Id the Spring of the year 1786, the Countess of Ely commenced a series of Tlieauical 
performances al her Mansion in Ely-place. The upper part of the House was allotted to these 
uniisements, from which, as well no doubt as from other and belter claims to that title, theii 
litllc Play-honse was not inaptly called " the Jltic nieatre." The Tragedy of t " The Distressed 
Mother," with the Farce of " j4U the WorISi a Stage," were among the first performances. The 
Tragedy of " Lear" followed in a few nights afterwards, when an Epilogue was spoken by the 
present Sir Robert Langbishb.

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Soon after llie commencement of iheae Plays, the Shane's-Castle Association" got up a 
very beautiful little Theatre in Dublin, in a place called ShawVcourt, situated in tliat part of 
Dame-street, which is now the site of the Commercial Buildiogs. Wliile the necessary preparations 
were going forward, the Irish Parliament was sitting; but the first Play ^ was deferred till the 
day on which it was prorogued, because many of the Performers were Members of the House of 
Commons — Mr. Isaac Cohry, Mr. Charles Powell Leslie, Lord HEunv Fitzgerald, 
Mr. Chomwell Price, Mr. Charles O'Neill, and others. At this performance, the Duke 
OF RtJTLAND, il then Lord Liedtenant of Ireland, anil his Lady, were present. 

The Jtlic Theatre, in Ely-place, was again opened in 1787, when the Tragedies of 
" Lear," and " Douglas" were performed there. The Duke of Rutland died on tht- 
S4th of October, in thb year, and was succeeded in the Government, by the Marquess of 
Buckingham. 

At the close of the year 1787, the Earl and Countess of Gbandison indulged their 
friends with a few Plays at Dromana, their Seat in the County of Waterford. The first of them 
took place on Friday, * the 14th of December, and was honored by the presence of his Royal 
Highness Prince William Henry, now Duke of CLAKENcE.t The Prince was then 
engaged in the duties of his profession, which had brought him to the Soutliem Coast of Ireland.

f " The presence of His Royal Highness PaiNCE Willi ak 
HENay, in the little Theaire ot" Dromana, inspired botii 
the Audience and the PerTurmers with feelingsof gratifica- 
tion not to he described. Early on the day of the perfor- 
mance he arrived from Gurroghmore, the Seat of the Eabl 
OF TvBOHE, and spent the whole of the day with LheEAsi. 
or GaANuisoN, anxiously waiting for the commencement 
of the Play. The Royal Visitor was saluted on entering 
the Theatre by the customary trihutea of respect, the House 
standing, and the Band playine " God save the King." At 
the close of the Tragedy, ine other national strain of 
" Rule Britannia" was sung in full chorus by every one 
present. A splendid Ball and Supper concluded the enter- 
tainments ol the nighL Lady Annk Hattos, the 
GousTESS or GaANAiBON and Miss Smith, had each, in 
succession, the honor of dancing with the I'bisce — to the 
latter of whom he paid many compliments on her perfor- 
mance of Bdvidera." ^Dublin JoHmai.)

III 1789, lite ,4tlic TlKuilre was again opened. The performances began with tlie Comedy of 
•' Every Man in his Humour," and the Farce of " Letke ," the Tragedy of " King John" followed 
in a few niglits afterwards, and on boih of these occasions the Mahquess of Buckikgham 
with all his Couit was present. On the latter night, a Prologue was spoken by the late Lord 
MotiNTJOY, and an Epilogue by the present Sir Robert Langrishe- 

In 1793 the little Theatre in Fishamble-slrect was taken by a Company of Noblemen and 
Gentlemen, who acted Plays there, in that and the following year, which attracted all the Rank and 
Fashion of the Country; and, in 1795, French Plays were performed at Roe buck- Castle, the 
Seat of Lord Trim LRSTON, in the neighbourhood of Dublin; among others, the " Mttromanie," 
u Comedy by Piron, m which his Lordship, Mr. Baenwell, and the Compte M'Cartv, 
supported the principal characters. 

This u llie last of these Theatres to which we mean to advert, and we have now only to say 
t few introductory wordt Upon that which is the subject of the following pages. 



The Private Theatre of Kilkenny wa» opened, for the first time, on the 2d of Feb- 
ruary, 1802. There was a second Season in the month of October in the same year. October 
became afterwards the appointed time of meeting. The Plays, with the amusements attendant on 
them, did not at first occupy more than a week, but they soon came to employ two, and for the 
latter years were never concluded in less than three ; the last Performance took place on the 28lh 
of October, 1819, when the Theatre of Kilkenny was finally closed. 



The circumstances that led (o the formation of this Establishment, which, with some ioter- 
mistions, extended its useful and amusing labours through so many years, and attracted in its 
lime so large a share of attention, are thus stated in oue of the public Prints of that Tonu : — 
" The hospitable Mansion of KiLFANB was, not long since, enlivetied by a few Theatrical 
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Kepresentabons, got up bj the highij-gifted *Familj there, with the aid of some of the principal 
Gentlemen of our County. Their little labours, undertaken for the mere purpose of their own 
private amusement, have led to a public result of a very interesting nature, for the same Gen- 
tlemen have been prevailed upon to exert those talents for the Drama, which they lately evinced 
at Kil&ne, to promote the cause of Charity in Kilkenny/' 

To describe the advantages that accrued from thb Establishment to the Charitable Institutions 
of Kilkenny were unnecessary, for they are recorded in the public acknowledgments f of those who 
have presided over them ; but this was not its only good — it collected together a great portion 
of the educated and the affluent, and induced them to spend their time and their money at 
home ; which, probably, but for its attractions, would have been spent abroad. Nor is this 
all-^t often brought mto the same social circle, many who at other seasons of the year were 
separated by those diflferences of politics or religion, that too frequently, and too fatally, divide us ; 
and o£fered many favourable opportunities for the mutual exercise of courtesies and kindnesses, 
that might not have otherwise occurred, and which generous dispositions were not able to resist ; 
so that the local relief which it was the means of collecting for the poor, was hardly less 
useful than its influence, so far as it extended^ upon the habits and the feelings of the rich. 

And who was the Founder of all this ?— alas ! he is in the * grave. — But he lived to see the 
termination of tliose classical amusements, to which he gave additional importance and respec- 
tability, by the weight and the purity of his own character. He gathered round him an associa- 
tion of Gentlemen, united by sympathy of taste, by regard for each other, but above all, by one 
common feeling of respect and a£fection for him. Even in this little sphere, it was a source 
of delight, and to ruder natures a subject of instruction, to see the gentleness and good feeling 
with which he softened and reconciled the rival pretensions that sometimes encountered him in 
distributing the business of the Drama — No Monarch ever " bore his faculties so meekly," and 
none, perhaps for that reason, ever reigned so completely in the hearts of his subjects. — But it 
is almost criminal to speak of the late Mr. Richabd Power, as the Founder only of these 
little pleasures, without reference to his other and higher qaalities — qualities that will long 
endear his name to the good who survive him, and which have drawn from one of the best and 
warmest hearts, united with perhaps the finest talents that Ireland ever yet produced, the 
following tribute to his Memory. 

** When it is recollected that Richabd Poweb did not belong to any profession, never engaged 
in politics, filled no office, occupied none of those stations, the duties of which bring men under 
the observation of the public, it may seem extraordinary to those who did not know him, that his 
protracted sickness should have excited an interest so intense, and that his death should have pro- 
duced a sensation of general regret.

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" Those feelings have expressed the loss sustained by society in private life, by the death of one 
of its worthiest members, and greatest omaineiUs. It would be great injustice to his higher claim! 
uiran the attachment of his many friends, to enlarge upou the accomplishments of a mind embef 
lislied by the cultivation of the line arts, directed by a correct taste, and imparting to his conversa- 
tion that grace without effort, and interest without display, for which he was distinguished. 
Talents and acquirements are of small account in the estimation of those who mourn 
departed worth, with a sorrow justified by the moral excellence of him whom they deplore. 
His principles were pure, his sense of honor high, his affections generous and kind. — In the 
domestic connexions, he was a fond relation ; in his closer intimacies, the steadiest and most 
devoted friend^ in his general intercourse, frank, cordial, and conciliating. — It was truly said 
of him, thai ' he never made an enemy, or lost a friend ;' and in a Country distracted by civil 
and religious discord, a man could not be found, of any sect or party, who felt unkindly 
towards him. — Yet this popularity was not earned by the compliances of a timid or assenting 
character ; he had a benevolence of disposition which made it pleasure to him to make others 
happy, and he shrunk from giving pain almost with the same instinct that men shrink from suffer- 
ing it. — This made him prompt to approve, and slow to censure ; indulgent to error, and encou* 
raging to merit ; yet there was something about him that repelled and rebuked whatever was sordid 
or mean ; and when firmness was required, his integrity was uncompromising, and his courage 
not to be shaken. 

" Upon those qualities bis afflicted friends wilt long meditate, and fondly dwell ; but, in the words 
of hii favorite author, 

■ " To add greater honors to hii age, 

'* Than naa could give hioi ; — be &ei feariog God." 

A mortal and wasting disease had, in the midst of health, prosperity and enjoyments, fastened 
on his life, and for more than three years was sustained with a patience which mere Philosophy 
could not inspire. In that dreadful trial, his mind was fortified by faith in revealed Rchgion, 
as his heart was imbued with all the charities which it inciJcatcs ; and those who witnessed his 
sufferings, can never, while they live, forget the serene temper, and the sublime, yet humble 
and pious, resignation with which he endured them. 

" It is a trite and inaccurate expression to say, that by a memorial, such as this, justice is ren- 
dered to the memory of one who has gone to a better world. — The spirit, separated from earth, 
requires no such justice at our hands, and soars above the low considerations of praise or censure : 
Widi us, however, who survive, humau passions remain, and a melancholy gratification of the best 
of our feelings is derived from the performance of such a duly, and by indulging in the praises of 
a departed friend, however vain and unavailing to the dead. 

" Nor yet unprofitable are such tributes. If even a fictitious standard of excellence has been 
considered useful for die contemplation and imitation of mankind, how much more salutary must 
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it be to hold up to emulaticHi the actual virtues of a real character, as an example of what is not 
only excellent, but attamable i If any young man, upon whom the world is now opening, instead 
of aspiring to the distinctions and renown which its higher pursuits may bestow, should feel the 
soberer and sounder ambition of devotmg himself to the duties and enjoyments of private life. 
If he wish to improve his understandmg and refine his taste by liberal and elegant cultivation, 
and to expand his heart by the practice of all that b amiable in the social vutues, from youth to 
age to be surrounded by ' troops of friends,' and, at his death, to deserve the regrets of the esti- 
mable and honourable-^in short, to be all that is comprehended in the character of a good man, 
and a perfect Gentleman, let him study the model which Richard Power has left behind him/'

When we connect witn the excellence of 
the Entertainments we have witnessed, the laudable pur- 
poses tliat gave them birth, and behold the Gentlemen 
of our County, those true Friends of the Poor, abandon- 
ing all their own domestic comforts, incurring considerable 
expense, and imposing on themselves no small portion of 
labor, in order to accomplish their objects, we own, that 
we can hardly repress our indignation at those enthusiastic 
Devotees, who, warm in the professions of their faith, but 
cold in the practices of Charity, have ventured to condemn 
our innocent and useful Recreations.

Amonc our other Visitors, we delight 
to contemplate the immortcJ G rattan. We see also the 
clas^cal and worthy Lord Bishop of Meath ; the Earls 
of Belmore, Desart, and Caraicr; the Viscounts 
MouNTJOY and Matthew ; the Lords Lisicore and 
Donally, and their respective Families ; the Countess of 
Ormonde, the Viscountess Mountjoy, and a long list of 
Commoners, and beautiful Women, many of them residents 
of our own hap^y County; nor must we forset the Officers 
of the 74th Regiment, of the five recruiting Detachments, of 
a Corps of Artilleir, and of four Troops of Dragoons, with 
the Staffs of the Lieutenant-General and the Major-Gen- 
cral. We have, in short, in gav succession, all the various ap- 
pearances and amusements of Chariots, Horses, Telegraphs, 
Dog-Carts, Concerts, Balls, Plavs and Assemblies. The 
exertions, the manners, and the worth of those indi- 
viduals, to whom all this is owing, ought never to be for- 
gotten, nor can we soon cease to remember the large sums 
expended here by such a number of wealthy families.

and interesting Hotspur, and the magnanimit}* and tender- 
ness of the Prince of Wales. Upon the whole, this Play 
was got up with a success which we feel ourselves unable to 
describe. On Thursday last Mr. Grattan was compli- 
mented with a Public Dinner, at the Sheaf-Inn, by the 
principal Inhabitants of our City, as an expression of thdr 
respect and regard for him. It was honoreu by the presence 
of Major-General the Hon. Robert Taylor, the Field 
Officers of the Garrison, the High Sheriff, the 
Mayor, and "all the Gentlemen of the Neighbourhood. 
Cooke and Attwood, the principal Musicians at the The- 
atre, took separate Benefits, the profits of which were 
equally divided between them, according to a previous 
arrangement. Cooke took the first ; Atwood*s concluded 
the Concerts. But the source of all these pleasures is at 
an end; our Plays are now over; and if to the classical 
and elegant recreations they have afforded us, we add the 
gratification of nmiibering the many valuable advantages 
they have brought among us, the respected Actors must be 
very sure, that they carry home with them the regret, ad- 
miration, respect and affection of the City of Kilkenny. 
One circumstance only took from our happiness : the Gen- 
tleman to whose taste and exertions we are indebted for the 
distinguished place which we now hold in the Empire of 
Fashion, was prevented by severe indisposition from taking 
any part in those Performances, which he had himself esta- 
blished ; our alarms, however, were removed by seeing that 
•he was able be a spectator of the la(>t Piav, and we ardently 
hope to see him leading, with recruited health, the festivities 
of the next ^CKKm.*' -^Dublin EvemngPost, Oc/.18M,1804.]

having Actors who can represent, and an Audience whou 
can relish, the long neglected beauties of Shakspeare and. 
of Otway. We should have noticed our Plays as they 
were acted, did not the arrival of some reputed CritioB^ 
from Town at once suggest to us that our humble efforts ia 
that way would only api)ear presumptuous. Thej' have not». 
as yet, however, voucnsjEifed to favor us with their remarks*. 
Finding nothing to blame, and much to eat, they have b€«oc 
silent, except when their courtly efforts were roused at the^ 
established Ode and Supper at the Castle.— [JTa^efiiifv 
Paper, Wednesday, October 30th, 1805.]

Another set of Fools succeeds, for sneerers 
And wits, a precious group, Electioneerers ; 
The worthy fesquire mIIs the old estate, 
Possess'd with proud ambition to be great ; 
And what's his view of greatness? to be senl 
An Independent man to Parliament ; 
And, truly Independent, forth he goes. 
Of fldl the comtorts his old home bestows : 
See him in London, to a Chop-house sneak. 
To famish on a solitary SteaL 
Yet on each meagre meal more substance wasting. 
Than here would furnish hospitable feasting. 
Or see him round St. James s purlieus straying. 
With wond'ring eyes that wealthy worid surveying 
And half his income for a garret paving. 
Or at St. Stephen's, on a top bench waidng 
In fretfiil doze, while Statesmen are debating ; 
Unknown, unnoticed, save by some pert Peer, 
Who thus accosts his neighlxNir with a sneer; 
« Who's thi^ my Lord? his Face I don't remember." 
How should you? 'tis a Scotch, or Irish, member; 
They come, and go, in Droves, but we don't know 'em. 
They should have Keepers, like wild beasts, to shew 'em. 
But wait a moment, 'till he gives his Vote, 
** And then you'll know his Nation by his Note.** 
Thus Folly flies, but with a heavy wing : 
We love at lighter Fools our shafts to fling;

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Pturty and Politics, alone, engage 

The taste, and all the talents of the age, 

And patriot Poets weave each chaplet now 

To grace some Statesman's, or some Hero's, brow. 

Then where's our Lyric Crown ? whose humbler care^ 

The thriftless laboiu^ of the Drama share ? 

Why, thete Rewards await us, your applause. 

The various good our pleasing pastime draws. 

And these consoling scenes, by Mercy sent. 

To mitigate the ills they can't prevent. 

The Poor, and Hungry, too, our tribute share, 

And every play^nll proves a bill of fare. 

Each Nation has its JEras, fixM, and stated. 
From whence all enterprise, and deeds, are dated. 
The Greeks had their Olympic Games, and we, 
The Plays of equal notoriety*. 
Our hopes, our horrors — business, or pleasure— 
Our actions, great or small, from these we measure; 

When do you go to town ?" his Lordship says, — 

I never go to town, before the plays** 
Nimrod, to know when Sport commences, pravs,— 
*' We don't begin our Hunting— <t// the plays* 
Each anxious stranger thro' our city strays. 
To seiie on pleasant Lodgings— /or the plays, 
Afiss, to her country friend, her pride betrays, 
** Lord, how unhappy ! sha*n*tyou see the plays f** 
The Prudent Fair her purpos'd Purchase stays. 
To find the newest fashions, at the plays ; 
Each beauty, in her ^lass, her charm surveys. 
Intent on precious mischief, at the plays ; 
Gov Nymphs postpone their Lovers claims to raise. 
In hopes of something better, at the plays. 
Grave Politicians calculate delays, 
^ The Question can't come on, before the plays,** 
^ Will the French venture yet to cross the seas ?" 
** I do not think they will, before theplavt,** 
When this shut dome the famish*d wretch surveys. 
He cries, ** Well ! times will better, at the plays.** 

'Us my allotted office, to conclude 
Our gay career in strams of Gratitude, 
But 'tis, alas ! my irksome duty too. 
Always to utter that sad word, atUeu. 
With mix'd sensations of Delight and Pain, 
This party-color'd province I sustain : 
With warm emotions, grateful thanks I pay, 
Charm'd, that we pleas'd ; but griev'd, so short our sway. 
Now, but one kind Farewell the Muse obtrudes, 
Then, like our Lives, our Epilo^e concludes. 
Both end in Sighs, that all our joys are o'er. 
Both end in Hopes, to meet again once more. 



On no former occasion have our Theatrical Entertain- 
ments commenced with a greater promise of success than 
the present. To the Tidents hitherto displayed on^ our 
Boards we have now to boast of some valuable acouisitions. 
In all the minor requbites of Scenery and Wardrobe our 
Theatre is greatly improved We have our Orchestra led 
by Mr. Thomas Cooki, whose musical abilities, either as 
a Composer or a Performer, have raised him to the situation 
of Leader in the Theatre of our Capital. In short, 
we know not in what particular our little Establishment b 
not complete. Let the saturnine sectary disclaim as he^ may 
i^nst those elegant and useful enjoyments, and igno- 
rantly predict their approaching terminatioQ : we congra- 



tulate our City on their present prosperity, and the promSic 
of their future continuance. Monday gave us FAaQUHAa's 
Comedy of The iNcoNSTAiirT, with the Pantomimb of 
Don Juan ; and Wsonesoa y the Comedy of Cymbeuns, 
with the After^piece of the Dbseetee. We cannot help 
noticing the debtU of a new Performer in the part of 
BelariuSf in the latter Play. His just concq>tion of the 
part, and fine-toned voice, particularly the eager enthusiasm 
with which he gave out " Have with with you. Boys," 
combine to raise in us a strong expectation of future fame 
in that ouarter. Arviragus sung a touching strain, ** With 
fairest Flowers while Summer lasts," in so sweet and feeling 
a manner, that we own ourselves to have been delighted 
with it.^[KilAenny Paper, Saturday, October lOth, 1807.] 

When now, in their seventh Season, the Performances of 
the Private Theatre of Kilkenny not only still retain 
the admiring Friends of former years, but still attract the 
Stranger's notice, we ci^nnot surely fear the imputation 
of being too sanguine, when we say, that the successful 
career which they have had, for so long a period, can only 
be attributed to the attractions they have possessed. Some 
for a while might flock to the Thoitre, to- cheer a Frienc^ 
more than applaud an Actor— Charity for a while might in- 
duce others to become spectators, and, as she ** ooveri a 
multitude of sins," might nave foreiven a multitude of faults; 
but seven returning periods of dull exhibition would have 
out lasted any mortal friendship, or any christian charity. 
The continuance of those Plays, therefore, b a proof of 
their merits. Gil Bias tells us, that the Players who belonged 
to the Prince's Theatre at Madrid, were called, par 
excellence, *' a company of Comedians ;" and some 
appellation should be given, in the same way, to the 
Gentlemen of the Kilkenny Theatre, to distin^;iush their 
rank, among the Dilletante Performers of our tune. The 
third night of performance was on Feijday last, when we 
had King John, with High Life below Staieb. There 
b a good deal of spectacle in thb Play ; and all that could 
be done by the splendor of Attire, or the number of Atten* 
dants, was done tor it with us ; but, what was much better, it 
was well cast and well acted. There were two scenes, the 
one in which the Kin^ urges Hubert to the murder of the 
Prince, and the other in which he reproaches him, for his 
supposed obedience to tlie royal Mandate, that were most 
successfully given. Prince Arthur had a very interesting rq>re^ 
sentative. So sweet a Prince was never personated by so 
sweet a Boy. Every gracious epithet bestowed on him 
by the Poet, was apphcable to this Child ; nor did hb 
^ceful and pathethic appeal for mercy lose any thing of 
its interest with the Audience, by the affecting influence it 
had upon the relenting Hubert, whose voice and manner, 
true to nature, greatly contributed to the pathos of the 
scene. Who enacted Fauleonbrid^e — who could act it so 
well, as he who represented it this night ?— a Gentleman 
who, among all tne various Characters that he fills, b 
never deficient in that self-possession which is so essentially 
necessary to theatrical success. Our Lady Constance u 
entitled to hi^ praise. It was a performance that surpassed 
our expectation. The Play, on the whole, although 
considered a heavy one, went off with veiy great tiffecu— 
[Kilkenny Paper, Wednesday, October 1 4th, 1807.] 

The Beaux Steatagem was performed on Monoat. 
Archer b a Gentleman in disguise. To justify Arr#. SuttenU 
passion for him, and to keep hb station with the Audience^ 
who are in the secret of hb rank, crery flight that be tdiei 
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•hould therefore *^ soar beyond the pitch of a livery." 
To retain the ease of a Gentleman was no difficult task to 
him who represented the Character on our Stage. Foigard 
•mused us much, and was much applauded ; without de- 
•coiding to vulgar and Farcical Exbioition, it was a repre- 
sentation that brought forward ever} point of the Character 
with characteristic humour. Our Scrub was excellent, and 
fiiiky SuUen could not have been in better hands. Every 
pruriency of expression which the Author gives to the 
Female Characters of thu Comedy was wisely curtailed, if 
Ladies can account as wise, any curtailment of their speech. 
Among other advantages peculiar to such an Establisnment 
as ours, the ear or the eye of delicacy is certain of never 
being wounded by any inaecorum. 

Don Juan succeeded to the Comedy. The Hero of thu 
interesting Afler-piece never appears but to make love, orto 
fight. Gulantry and valor are his only qualities. The per- 
formance of the Spanish Reveller was g^eful and manly. 
The Supper Scene was particularly interesting ; but when 
he is assailed by Demons at the conclusion of his riotous 
career, and thrown upon the ^und, the length of his re- 
clining |)er8on called to our mind the Poet's description of 
the iallen Satan— He, like him, 

^ Extended on the burning lake, 
** Lay floating many a rood." 

[Kittenny Paper, Saturday, I7th October, 1807.] 

The Beggar's Opera, on Friday, introduced to our 
Audience a Gentleman lon^ distinguished for his musical 
talents and comic powers, m the character of Macheath ; 
the Songs were all given with very good efl'ect, particularly 
** The Judges are met," and ** The Medley," and his man- 
ner of acting it, ewedally in the parting admonition to 
th6 Gang, exhibited a just sense of the effect to be pro- 
duced by the Mock-Heroic. Filch was excellent, and 
Feackum a performance of the richest humor. 

* 

The Rivals, always a favorite with the Kilkenny 
Audience, was performed on Saturday. It was cast, witn 
the exception of Acret and Fa^, in the same way it stood 
last year. The Characters ot this Play are so happUy 
adapted to the powers of the Company, that every rq)etition 
of It only adds to its effects. 

The School roa Scandal was performed on Monday. 
The performance of jSir Peter Teazle was just, pointed, and 
critical, and Crabtree was raised by the Performer to a 
rery prominent situation in this witty and delightful 
Comedy. In The Agreeable Surprise, Lingo kept the 
Audience in continued laughter w—[A'i^Yiiny Paper, Wed' 
netdatf, October 2Ut, 1807.] 

RoMEo and Juliet was performed on Wednesday for 
the first time on our Stage, and was sustained through- 
out in a manner verv creditable to the Company. It 
is well, where the talents necessary for representing the 
hapless Lover, are assisted by a prepossessing a^ipearance, 
to justify to the Audience the sudden passion of his 
Mistress. Mercutio bantered him with ease and dexterity ; 
and all the best PVts of the Play, particularly the 
Garden and the Tomb-Scenes, were particularly effec- 
tive.— [Jft/^rfiny Paper, Saturday October 24th, 1 807.] 

The Tragedy of Lear, with the After-piece of Valen- 
tine and Orson, concluded the Performances of the 
SetionoDSATotDATlast IiMr it a character that requires 



a combinadon of many powers in the Actor. Its transitioiii 
are sudden. Grief succeeds to rage, and the strength of 
madness to the imbecility of ^ears, so that a younc man 
is in danger of being too forable, in the representation of 
hb feebleness, and an old man too weak, for the assumption 
of his violence; it is not, therefore, oflen undertaken on 
the public Stace. On ours it was represented with entire 
success ; and all tlie well-known passages of ** Aye, everr 
inch a King,"—" Cordelia is a Queen,^'— •' Old Lear shall 
be a King again," were given with all the force and the 
feeling they require. We had an excellent representative 
of Edgar, His scenes with the poor old King were so 
perfect, that the general effect ot the Tragedy was con- 
siderably indebted to that character. 

At the close of the Play Mr. Langrishb delivered 
an occasional Epilogue ; we hear it was his own composi- 
tion, and we believe so, for it was obviously written in the 
spirit of national humour, and inspired in the delivery 
a good deal of national feeling. Besides the Countesses 
or Ormonde and Carrick, uie Families of Woodstock, 
KiLFANE, Knocktopher, Farmlxy, and the other resident 
Families of Rank and Fashion in our own County, we 
noticed amone the Stran^rs in our Audience, who have 
honored us this season with thdr presence, the Marquis 
of Ely, the Earl of Harrington, the Earl and Coun- 
tess of Meath, the Earl and Countess of Charlemont, 
the Earl of Mayo, the Countess of Glandore, the 
Lord Lismore, the Hon. Montague Matthew, St. 
George Caulfield, Esq. and his Lady, the Ladies 
Johnson and Burgoyne, and their Families, with a gene- 
ral Assemblage of Fashionable People, whose names would 
exce^ the limits of the space we could affbrd them.— 
[Kilkenny Paper, Wednesday, 2Bth October, 1807.]

admirably pefibmed« The houie- w«» not crowded, 
but still was not inferior, in point of numbers present, 
to any first night's repinwntatioiit. which proves, that the 
Kilkenny Plays have lost none of their attractions. 

A Prologue, written with great spirit by Mr. T. Moomc, 
was spoken by hiauelf, in his own bcwitdiing maDoer. 

Miss Walstejn, in the character of Eudocioi had an 
opportunity of displaying much tenderness of expreasion ; 
and the Phoctas or Mr. BscHEa, forcible, and spirited, 
deserves a more detailed criticism, than we have tilne to 
enter on. Mr. Coaav in Eumenet v^as very succesrfid, and 
so were the other gentlemen in the different parts allotted 
to them. 

In the AAerpiece, Mrs. Cook's Victoria and Mrs. HtTcn- 
cock's Isabella, were much applauded ; but Mr. Mooas's 
Spado, and the Fedrilla of Mr. Coaar were incompanble. 

[Leinstcr Journal, Saturday, October Itk, 1809.] — On 
Wednesday night was performed Shakespeare's Tragedy 
of Julius CiKSAa. and the Fftrce of Vtnnva.Tou. 

The whole strength of the Company ,was called up on this 
occasion, and there seemed tabe amralryt>f talent, an ho- 
norable contest for pre-eminence among them, particulariy 
among the leaders or-oor Corps, which prodneed the hi^ 
piest effect in the representation. Mr. Rothe u the inferior 
of no Actor, and the rival of the first ; but tboucb be be a 
PoMPEY in our- little theatrical worid, his amkntion is not 
BO great but he can bear an equal. His voice is -capdile of 
expressing the sweetest under-tones of pity, or of giving out 
the loftiest terrors of offended pride ; his BauTus w»s fiiU 
of both. In his Address to the conspirators not to murder 
Antony ader the death of Csesar, beginning with the lines, 
** Our course will seem too bk>ody," &c, he gave us an ex- 
ample of the pathetic ; but in the third scene of the fourth 
act, the scene between Brutus smd Cassius, he displayed all 
the energies of agi«at-Actor. 

^« P.ow£it was not less successful in Marit AMttmy. 
It would be difficult for the Critic to determine which 
of the two deserved the meed of superior applause, after 
beholdinjr Mr. PowEa mourning over the body of the 
fallen Ca:sar» The artful and pathetic speech winch 
Shakespeake has put into the mouth of >4ii<oiiy, upon thb 
occasion, was given in a manner, and with an efiecty ?ka t 
drew down the loudest applause. 

The Afterpiece was admirably supported ; but the deUgjbt 
and darling of the Kilkenny audience appears to be Ana^ 
creon Moore. The vivacitv, and naivete of his manner, 
the ease, and archness o^ his humour, and the natural 
sweetness of his voice, have (juite enamoured us. He speaks 
and moves, in a way that indicates genius in every turn, aad 
we shall anxiously snatch at every opportunity of seeing 
on the Stage. We shall be envied by those who have not 
had that pleasure.

On Saturday Night was performed the Play of the Moum-

understood. It is one which every tyro on the Stage attempts, 
but which is seldom or never conceived even by the 
most skilful veterans. Colman went out of nature's way in 
search of his Octavian. In real life he could not find 
him, but he is one of the most beautiful fictionsof fancy, — 
the most bewitching Ftoranthe in the world, might wish 
for such a Lover; but poor human nature could not 
afford him, and she must be satisfied with his merely 
platonic existence in the Poet's imagination. We under- 
stand that Mr. Rothe never saw Octavian acted by any I 
Performer, and we rejoice at it, because he could then be 
no imitator, and his manner of representing it was lefl to 
his own refined taste, and original conception. But he 
did depart from the usual routine of Players in this 
Character ; and though we saw Elliston, Young, and 
Johnrtton, in Octavian, yet we are of opinion, that even 
those respectable Performers made him a downright mad- 
man — a trothy raver of phrenetic sentiment, instead of the 
distracted, worn-out, melancholy-despairing lover ; whose 
madness was only the agency of the heart, and who always 
mingled a recollection of the past, with the highest flights 
of his extravagance. Mr. Rothe did not substitute the 
absence and vacancy of the lunatic, for the lethargr of 
despair; his starts of anguish, particularly after view- 
ing the picture of Floranthe, shewed that he awoke more 
from the reverie of feeling, than from the abstraction of 
intellectual weakness. Before we saw Mr. Rothe in this 
Character, we thouj^ht Othello and Lear his master-pieces ; 
but if he knows his own excellence, he will value him- 
self more on his representation of Octavian, than on that 
of any other Character in the whole range of the Drama. 

In this Play we had an opportunity of seeing Mr. 
Langrisue in Lopez Tocho, and in witnessing the comic 
exertions of so great a favorite of the laughing rouse; 
Lis classical correctness never suffers his delineation of 
humorous character to degenerate into vulgar grimace, 
nor permits him (if the expression will fa« permitted 
us) to Farcify his part. We have too often seen Mvnden 
offer up his judgment as a sacrifice to the Upper Gallery, 
and prefer a gaping distortion of feature, to the simple and 
unrestrained expression of his own countenance. But as 
some of our readers may not have had an opportunity of 
seeing Mr. Langrishe, let them imagine a ngure or the 
middle size, with an easy deportment, and every grace 
of motion ; a face with small, intelligent and (what the 
Irish call) scheming eyes, and a cast of features irresistibly 
laughable, a various stage of chin, mocking at affected 
dignity ; a sharp voice, well suited to the expression 
of bitter sarcasm; and a small French gesticulation, 
admirably calculated to mark the point of colloquial humour. 
If fancy can paint, and animate this picture, we think its 
original h Mr. Langrishe. 



persuasive, insinuating lover ; and, therefore, his Belcovr 
was an excellent performance; he looked it well, too, which 
is half the battle. 

Mr. Rothe gave that interest to Stockwell, with which 
he has the power of investing any character he under- 
takes, lie often lends a sjiirit, not his own, to the repre- 
sentation of a minor part, and where the Poet seems to 
have flagged, the vivida vis animi of the Actor supplies the 
deficiency. 

Mr. Crampton appeared in Major O* Flaherty^ and kept 
the upper gallery in a roar the whole night. Cumrerland 
has endeavoured to rescue the character of the Irishman 
from the vulgarity with which all the English play-wrights 
had loaded it, and, generally speaking, he has been successful. 
The Major, though blundering sometimes through the impe- 
tuosity of his ideas, is an accomplished soldier, who learned 
his politeness among<it the military gentiemen of the Con- 
tinent, obtained a ribbon at tiic Conrt of France, and had 
the honor of kissing the Empress Queen's fau: hand. 

Mr. Corry gave to the character of Captain Dudley, a 
sombre, melancholy, yet clear colouring ; he appeared in 
all the serious, yet manly sorrow, of distress, and the 
scene with Fulrner shewed how strong are the workings of 
an honorable mind, though under tha pressure of misfor« 
tune, when assaulted by insult. We think, in general, 
that Mr. Corry is the most even Actor on our boards-— 
We are grave and we roar when he pleases, for he is 
the master of our passions and emotions, whose con- 
ception of character, is only to be surpassed by the execu- 
tion of it. 

Mr. Gore went very respectably through the part of 
Charles Dudley i he was modest as Charles should be. 
Though rather tall for our Stage, and with a manner some* 
what stiff:', he is not devoid of grace, and ever looks, and 
moves, and speaks like a gentleman. 

Mrs. Hitchcock, " Victorious o'er the frost of years," 
still continues to delight us ; and Miss Walrtein seems to 
be gathering new laurels before our judicious, and refined 
audience. 

Although it is not our intention to go into any critical 
detail of the merits of any of the female performers, yet 
we cannot help observinjj^, that Miss Locke has gained a 
confidence on the Stage, since she came to Kilkenny, 
which has much improved her ; we never saw her in Crow- 
street to half the advantage, in which she has appeared 
amongst us.

that the scattered descendants of Abruham are not so 
tenacious of their national dbtinctioni as to remain ikolated 
from the rest of mankind in lanjniage, as well as in dresa 
and religion. They have ceased to speak their ancient 
tont^e, and having adopted the language and pronuncia- 
tion of whatever country they live in, we see no reason 
why Shylock should not >p^ the English tenguage, on 
the' English 'tajie, but let this remain tabjudice. It ia, 
however, the danng of talent only that could embolden 
Mr. Bechek to differ so essentially from the great masten 
of the dramatic art. Even the errors of originality are 
sometimes splendid ; whilst servile imitation never dares 
to stir from its allotted path, but is contented to toil 
on, in s;ife oWuritv. Abstracted from this pmnt, Mr. 
Becher's Shyloct demands our unqualified praise. The 
keen and deadly hatred of the Jew, was depicted on 
his counicnanre; and all the impassioned transitions in 
the scene with 7'ubai, were strongly and successfully given. 
It was, on the whole, a highly finished representatioa of a 
Character, which the most experienced Actor cannot at- 
tempt without trembling. Mr. Rothl went tlirougfa tbe 
part of Antonio with bis usual pathos ; and Bauanw wa* 
sustained with equal feeling by Mr. Richard Poweb. 
Mr. Daltoh, in Larenxo, introduced a Song from the 
Melodies of Mr. Moobe, which he sung in hii own sweet 
and unaffected manner, and was rapturously encored.

r passage of the author, which we were rejoiced to find he 
had the good taste to preserve. His acting in the Play- 
tcene was also entitled to high tinaae ; but he seemed to 
reserve his best efforts for the Closet scene with his Mo- 
ther. The performance displayed in it a cultivated taste, 
combined with that accurate judgment^ which distinguishes 
Mr. Power in the study of his characters. Mr. Bechf.r 
maintained, in Iloraiio, his well known reputation; and 
the Poionius of Mr. CoiiaY, and the Laertes of Mr. Gore 
were lioth very creditable performances. The Ghost did 
not give ^cat scope to Mr. Rothe's abilities; he was, 
however, impressive and pathetic, though not sufficiently 
audible. 

The Af^er-piece went off with great eclat. Mr. Moore's 
Risk was as happy as any other of his performances. His 
presence always animates the Stage. The melody of his 
voice, the easy, yet modest self-pos8«*ssion of his manner, 
and his peculiar enjouementy make him one of the most 
interesting actors on the Stai*e. His Songs were, as usual, 
all encored^ — The House was uncommonly crowded. 

[Leinster Journal, KUkenny, Wednesday, October 2StA, 
1 809.] -On Friday night, the 20th, was performed the Tragedy 
•f the Revenge. We beg leave to call the attention of our 
readers to Mr. Rothe's Zanga, and Mr. Power's Alonto. 
On this occasion we had the pleasure to behold our two 
best Tragedians pitted against each other ; and we were 
much gratified with the excellence elicited by their fair 
contention for dramatic fame. Mr. Power rose superior 
to himself, he seemed to have caught a new fire every time 
that he appeared on the stage with Mr. Rothe — he well 
expressed tne tenderness, agony and rage, which Leonora's 
presence, his own love, and her supposed defection, were 
calculatcil to excite ; but in the love-«cene, where Alonto 
enters, with intent 'to murder Leonora, and finds her 
sleeping, nothing could be more softly tiender than his 
expression of the words, 

" Oh, what a sight is here,'* &c. 

His passionate start at the idea that she is dreaming of 
Carlos, when she smiled on his advancing to take the 
parting kiss, shewed his knowledge of the human heart,, 
and evinced how well, and how justly, he could pourtray 
its emotious. 

Mr. Rothe had to support one of the most difficult, -but, 
at the same tiiile, one of the most splendid characters on 
the Stage. Zanga was indeed well calculated to display 
the combined powers of conception and delivery, wnich 
we have always witnessed in the tragic exertions of this 
gentleman. After his Octaman, we like him best in Zmnga^ 
where he was obliged to be apparently what he was not 
really, the seeming friend, w^iiUt the sworn enemy, of 
Ahnzo, and where, therefore, the talents of the great 
Actor were more necessary to feign what he could not feel, 
than in Octavian, whose sentiments flow with the generous 
current of the souL In Mr. Rothe's eye alone had we 
to look for the determined vengeance that fired the breast 
of Zanga, for his tongue was obliged to speak the lan- 
guage of friendship to Alomo, even while he meditated his 
ruin. In tlie fourth act particularly, we were struck with 
tliu extraordinary contrast, when Zanga works up hb 
friend to the murder of Leonora ; and when he had ae^ 
oomplished hb parpose, by gaiaiog Monso to thb terrible 



deed, the speech, congratulatory of the intent, b^nniiu^ 
with the words, ** That's truly great," &c. and eliding wito- 
the climax 

"Do that, 
*' And tread upon the Greek, and ftoman Glory," 

was delivered with a feiened enthusiasm, which drew the 
loudest applause from the house ; but when he disabused' 
Alonzo of the errors into which he himself hadseduced' 
him, when he appeared in all the fire of his own wroncs, 
and in what, according to the Mooa's morality, was the 
virtue of REVENGE, then did he reach the climax of hb 
success, and attain our most unqualified admiration. 

On Saturday Nieht we took a reluctant farewell- 
of the Theatre, and, for thb Season, we have ceased 
" to run at the Ring of pleasure." 

Our Season closed with Julius Cjesar, and the Farce 
of Raising the Wind. Between the Play and Farce Mr.- 
Langrishe, who was greeted on his entrance by the loudest 
cheers from every part of the House, delivered an Epilogue, 
composed for the occasion by himself, full of point, and 
humour. 

In a fonner paper we gave our remarks on the repre*' 
scntation of Jri.ius C^.8ar, which was performed in the 
early part of the Season, and we think it unnecessary ta* 
repeat them here. The novelty of Saturday Nicht, was Mr. 
CuRHY in Jeremy Didler, through which Cnaracter he" 
went with an archness, and vivacity, that raised him still*' 
higher in our estimation, as an useful, and general periormer.-

*< We have not hitherto been in the liabit of noticing 
private theatricals ; they do not generally deserve to come 
under the serious consideration of a public Print; but 
those instituted and [>erformed at the Theatre of Kilkenny 
present at once a pleasing and btriking exception to most of 
tiiis species of entertainment" 

•* The Theatre of Kilkenny, — whether we consider iu 
judicious arrangement in general, or the excellence and 
weight of the individual performers, or whether, extend- 
ing our views beyond the scenes, we contemplate the pur- 
poses to which the surplus of the receipts b invariably 
applied, — while it gratifies the taste of tlie admirers of the 
Drama, tcnd> also in a proportionate degree to satisfy the 
wishes of the philanthropist, and enables those who desire 
to contribute to the wants of their fellow creatures, to ren- 
der their amusements subservient to that salutary purpose.*' 

« The Athenians were censtured, that in their passions 
for theatrical entertainments, they converted the funds 
iatended for ihepiMic service, into a channel to administer 
to their private |:ratification. The gentlemen of tiie 



County of Kilkenny, to their honor be it proclaimed, have 
contrived to reduce the agent oi their private gratification, 
to be the servant of general utility; and while the 
Dramatic Amateur is regaled with a display of theatrical 
ability, his sensations are enhanced by the grateful reflec- 
tion of the uses to which the proceeds are to be applied. 
While we are delighted with the Mimic scenes of woe so 
powerfully represented by Messrs. Uothe, Power, &c. it is 
no trivial increase of gratification, that such powers are 
exerted to finally relieve real scenes of distress; and 
during the many combinations of the sprightly laughing 
Thalia, we receive an augmentation of our mirthful sen- 
sations, in the antici[>ation of those heart-rejoicing acts, 
which may restore the wretch to comparative affluence and 
comfort." 

*< But exclusive of the local advantages to be derived 
from the influence of this institution, a more general and 
national benefit accrues to this kingdom, from the patriotic 
results of this useful establishment. In the present situa- 
tion of Ireland, whatever can tend, even in the most 
remote degree, to arrest the attention of the resident 
Proprietors, and endear their stay upon their native soil, 
cannot fail to produce the ha|)piest eflects, and such as 
desen'e to be cherished by all lovers of their country. 
In England, where residence and commerce continually 
impel a vast influx of wealth, and where the poor are 
supported by public contributions, tlie operation of m 
mere local establishment is so overwiielmed by comparison, 
as not to merit much attention — but in Ireland the case 
is essentially different."

" The Drama, we conceive, of all other recreations, 
alone the most rational, the most elegant and refined, and 
it wanted but this felicitous application of its proceeds, to 
render it unexceptionable in all its departments. We 
presume that a young man of fashion may be as usefully 
and honorably employed in reciting the fine passages oif 
Shakespeare and Otway, as in driving a dog-cart, or 
attending a/e/^ champetre. If the mind is to govern the body, 
we must readily agree in the indulgence of mental above 
corporeal pursuits. Scipio was not less fonnidable to the 
enemies of his country, for having communed with the 
Dramatic writers of Home ; and Cicero was not less in- 
strumental in rescuing the state from Cataline's conspiracy, 
by having delivered an eulogium on the merits of Hoscius.'* 

<* Without therefore pretending to decide upon the mi-

Discourag'd party ferment, faction's strife. 
And gave ola loyalty regenerate life. 

If such the Drama's power, and our success, 
Wfai/ch you with wUUna candour wil} conCess ; 
'Tis time to pause, wmW yet the good we've d oaa 
Can lend pure brightness to our seitipg sun. 
E'en should these sports for ten years more succeed. 
Still they must cease, and still, our hearts must bleed; 
And as each year progressive pleasure brings. 
And wafts us higher on joy's silver wings. 
Since the concludiag paog at last must ooms, 
The more these scenes delight, the more we'll mourn their 

doom. 
Then, let us pause ! ere that sad point we gain. 
When recollected bliss is lost in parting pain. 

Oh as the dull revolving year renews 
This seafhon, sacred tp the pl^ul rouse. 
With transports of deep intei^est you shall ^uiU, 
Such, as even wm* omt pantiug boiOJi» fill; 
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With ■lingliiig Joy and Grief, this anxious hour 
To fond reineiiihrance, ever, shall recur*— 
Joy, when these pleasures you shall ponder o'er. 
Grief, that such pleasures viajf arise no more. 

With well ineant efforts, we have shot our bolt, 
And wing'd in course the Witling and the Dolt ; 
Each foe to ta^ite that frivolous fashion forms, 
Our pointed arrow reaches, and reforms. 
We've * hit on high Barouche, ennobled GroomSy— 
Warn*d vagrant politicians to their homes, — 
SharoM female elegance from feeding swine, — 
Forc'd men of mode without made-meats to dine, — 
Nay, we have dar'd to doubt the wit of hoaxing. 
And question'd the urbanity of boxing. 
Yet folly itiU retains a reigning evil, 
Now— with adroitness *tis f to play the devil; 
And on two sticks^ — not as in times of old, 
When gay Asmo<leus men and manners told ; 
To piay the devUj of old possess'd some merit, 
At least of ardour, enterprize, and spirit ; — 
But this our modern devil no power befriends, 
And all his wit is at hisjingert* ends. 

'Tift time then that our classic sarcasm stops, 
8ince we've run down all fools but humming tops. 
For Player, and hit Instrument, are one, 
AKke in feeKn^, intellect, and tone.

With playful jest to raise your readv smile ; 
But plavtulness, the elder born of joy, 
Shanft tile sad heart, that labouring cares annoy ; 
Then, while the pangs of parting wring my breast, 
in vain I force the fabricated jest. 

One pang of parting we have felt before, 
A deeper pang we never can deplore ; 
'Twas, when we mourn*d, surrounding I.ystee's bier, 
Taking his leave of mortal plea^urcs here ; 
He waft a man> in everv trial prov*d. 
Whenever seen, admir'^d ; when known, belovM ; 
He was a man, so gifted, and so gpod.

The Gentlemen of the 
Theatre conceive, perhaps, that having given an increased 
activity to the various Charities of this City by the appli- 
cation of their Funds, whatever personal considerations 
may have mingled with their purer motives, and tended 
to excite their exertions, their objects are now obtained. 
Perliuptt tlH>y fear that a repetition even of their best 
efforts, niiiHt at length grow wearisome, and that therefore 
it is wise to retire before their labours have ceased to 
be as attractive, as we feci them to have been useful. 
Be their motives what they may, we will not presume to 
canvHSh them ; but we must deeply regret, that the stream 
of Pul>Hc Bounty nmst hereafter flow in more confined 
chaniieU, when this, its copious source, is dried up, and 
we can, with truth, assure the Crentlemen, that repetition has 
hitherto only added to their improvement in the Dramatic 
art, without causing satiety in the Audience. As a proof of 
our assertion we have only to state, that last^ear, tne nmtJk 
return of these intellectual recreations, their Theatre was 
graced by a much more numerous assemblage than ever 
before attended the Plays. However we must lament 
their decisioD with respect to the future, we cannot butper^ 
ceive that it is productive of prtsent advantage.

The Farce of Raimno tr< Wind wh well cho«en to 
exhibit Mr. Cobbv'* comic talent*. Hi* Didier wu an 
excclleni, and amusing performaore, throughout the wholo 
of which, hi* untired qanit, and drollery of humour, oSimM 
us much pleasure. 
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On Monday, the Bth irut, the Inconbtakt, and The 
Castle of Andalusia, attracted a most brilliant, and 
crowded Audience. 

The joyous age of Old Mirabel lost nothing of its due 
eficct in Mr. Ponsonby's representation of it ; and Mr. 
R. PowKB gave to Young Mirabel ' the light and airy sport' 
of the character, with all the ease of a man of fashion, and 
a gentleman. In the serious parts of the character he was 
most expressive, but in the last scene of the Play we felt 
an interest of that grave sort that almost belongs to Tra- 
gedy. Durelete is acknowledged to be one of Mr. 
Langrishe*s happiest efforts. The whimsicality of the 
character was represented with the most exquisite effect, 
and all its sarcasms were given with that point, and terse- 
ness that are peculiarly his own. 

In The Castle of Andalusia the Spado of Mr. Mooas, 
and the PedriUo of Mr. Coaav, maintained for them, 
and, perhaps, increased the reputation they have acquired 
in those cnaracters. Some of the scenes, that brought 
them together on the stage, were very amusing. 

[Leinster Journal, Kilkenny, Saturdatf, October ISth, 
1810.] — The Entertainments of the Theatre on Wednesday, 
the lOM intt. were the Gamester, with the Musical 
Extravaganza of Tom Thumb. 

In representing the hero cS Tragedy, the public actor 
must, perhaps, be supposed to possess peculiar advantages 
over tne private one, from his power of producing greater 
effects, by knowledge of Stage trick, and Theatrical tac 
tiqut. In these exalted characters, nature is not ex- 
pressed, but forced ; and the delighted audience conceive 
the> yield the tribute of applause to nature, which is, in fact, 
given to Pantomime, and the Posture-Master. But in 
Domestic Tragedy, which ** comes home to the bosoms, 
and business o( men,'* th^ advantages cease. The 
audience daily see the prototype before their eyes, and can, 
therefore, judge of the correctness of the imitation. Na- 
ture and feeling possess their proper station, and to exhibit 
theui faithfully, is the actor's tasK ; not that we mean to 
say it is easier to excel in these characters of common life ; 
on the contrary, here, as in Comedy, 

" We must confess, 
*' The task is harder, as th' indulgence 's less.*' 

In representing these characters, therefore, it may lie even 
admitted thai the private actor has advantages over the 
public one, in as much, as he has less to unlearn, and less 
to assume; hi<> daily and familiar demeanour may be almost 
said to be a rehearsal. These reflections naturally present 
themselves, on seeing Mr. Kothe in Beverly, Inerc is a 
pathetic tenderness in his voice, and a natural ease in his 
action, so \er\ favourable to the representation cS domestic 
life, that we cannot but consider this character as one of 
his roost interesting performances. The frenzy of his de- 
nMur, his struggles between feeling, and his unhappy passion 
(or that vice which had been his ruin, the solemnity of 
his praver, and, finally, the last sad close of all his sorrows, 
were given with a truth that was oppressively painful. Mr. 
R. Powek's Lewton, was spirited and interesting. His 
performance seemed the natural and unforced representa- 
tion of a high-minded gentleman, indignant that a character 
of worth should be the dupe of cowardly, and contemptible 
mrtifice. Mr. G. Ponsonst forced his nature, to g^ve 



Stvkeltf with due effect, and Mr. Coaav's Jams, plain 
and pathetic, was the better represented, from his not at^ 
temping to give it any thing of Tragedy importance. We 
have never seen Miss Walstein to greater advantage than 
in Mrs,, Beverly. 

The Burletta of Tom Thumb excited laughter and mer- 
riment, with its burlesuue of pomp, and the grotesqueriet 
of the dresses, and pertormance. It was a happy rdief to 
the feelings of the Audience, after the effects ot the Play. 

Ma. Bkcheb's Ball. — Amongst the attractive entertain- 
ments held out to delight the visiters of Kilkenny, we 
should not omit to notice the Ball that was given by Mr. 
Becheb on Thursday last. In order to accommodate his 
numerous guests, a communication was made between the 
Club-House and the house adjoining, by a large breach 
in the common wall. Two spacious Rooms, extending en 
state, were thereby opened for the merry crowd, who 
did not separate until a late hour, highly delighted with the 
kind, and hospitable attentions of their respected host. 

[Leinster Journal, Kilkenny, Wednesday, October 17M, 
1810.] -The entertainments, on Friday, the 12M insU were 
The West Indian, and FoaTUNx's FaoLics. Mr. R. 
PowE a, acted Belcour. He gave it with the ease of the man of 
fashion, animated by the warmth of the climate from which 
he came, but in no part was he more successful than 
that wherein his volatile career is corrected bv the sen- 
sibility of the heart. Mr. Crampton's Major CrFlaherti^, 
extended even hb reputation in Irish Characters. Hia 
fine figure, his humour, strong, without being broad, and 
his perfect ease and knowledge of the Stage, contributed 
to make it an excellent, and delightful representation, 
and, in our eyes at least, deserved additioual praise for 
representing the Major as a perfect gentleman. We pre- 
sume that this is nothing more than what the author 
intended, and yet there is one scene in which his love of 
effect in dramatic composition appears to have led him too 
far, we mean that in which 0*Flaherty brings Lady 
Rusport's letter to Captain Dudley, and insists upon the 
old gentleman obeying its mandates, tie himself being igno- 
rant of its contents. This, we hope, is not the condgct 
of an Irishman —we are certain it is not that of a Gentle- 
man. Mr. Coaav was extremely well in Old Dudley ; 
and Miss Walstein, in Charlotte Rusport, was lively, arch, 
and interesting. 

In the Farce of Fobtune^s Fxolics, Mr. Mooxe's 
Robin Rough-head was equal to his former representation 
of it. We need say no more ! 

The Dxamatist, on Saturday, the \^th mst. gave a 
splendid opportunity to Mr. Coaav of shewins the variety 
of his powers. This Play depends abnost entirely on Vapid, 
without any sordid obligation to wit, humour, or plot; 
it always succeeds^ however, when the eccentric character 
of Vapid can be hit. Mr. Coaav certainly had that suc- 
cess, and his performance ranks him very high indeed 
among our Thespian Corps. He delivered, with great 
spirit and effect, an excellent Epilogue, written for ihe 
occasion by Mr. Mooas. 

The Village Lawyex followed. Mr. Cxampton's Scout 
is well known, and admired ; and Lord Mokck, in Justice

but Mr. Bechci threw an carac^tneu into hii manner, 
which appeared to be the better course, becaute obviously 
(be more Likely to aucceed.

Mr. RoTHB delighted us even to a dreree of pain, in his 
BeveHy ! but he reserved his Olhelio for " the brighust, 
and the last" of his theatrical career, and, from the im< 
presMon he has left upon the Audience, we think he was 
wise in so doing, la his conception of some parti of 
Othello, Mr. Rothe struck us, as differing from otben 
whom we have seen in this great Character, and differii^ 
even from himself, as he had acted it before; his altera- 
tions were all, with hardly any exception, much for the 
better, and well, surpauing well, as he had performed the 
Character, he never succeeded as he now hai done. His 
narration before the Duke and Senate, comUned modesty 
with dignity of demeanour, and was delivered, not with 
the accustomed monotony of manner, but with a pleaui^ 
yet an appropriate variety- of feeling. But nicely to a^ 
preciate his performance, from the time suspicion enters bis 
mind, until the end, surpasses our powers of crttical dis> 
crimination, ond certuniy its merits could not be bet^t- 
ened by our applause.

Sia, 

Delegated by the Charitable Society, and the other 
Charitable Institutions of Kilkenny, we beg leave, 
in the name of those whom we represent, to address you, 
with mingled emotions of Gratitude and painful Regret; 
and to return you the warmest thanks which sincerity can 
offer, for the signal support they have now, for Ten Years, 
experienced from your liberal exertions, and those of the 
Gentlemen whom your indefatigable industry has associated 
with you in the work of mercy. 

Hitherto has every Return of those rational, and refined 
Entertainments been annually bailed, by the Wealthy, 
for their Pleasure, and the Poor, for the Blessings they 
bestowed.

To encourage a taste for the rational Pleasures of the 
Drama was, in itself, we trust, no unworthy undertaking ;

IS 12.] — The Kilkenny Theatre opened, aner an interval- 
year of suspension, on Monday night, with the Comedy of 
The Poor Gentleman, and the Farce of High Litk 
BELOW Stairs. 

Here let us observe, before we proceed further, that in 
that year (181 H the Theatrical Society sent a Do- 
nation, out of tneir own private Subscriptions, of One 
Hundred Pounds, to the Charitable Institutions of 
Kjlkenny. 

At the rising of the Curtain Mr. Richard Power came 
forward, and delivered, with grace and expression, an occa- 
sional Prologue, that we understand is from the classic 
pen of Sir Robert Langrishe. 

The House was unusually crowded, which we are able 
to ascertain, from the receipt of the Ticket-Money being 
nearly double what it was on any former Night of opening. 
A vast assemblage of rank, respectability and fortune, is 
BOW collected here, and every hour we witness fresh arri- 
vals, hastening to join the joyous throng. 

[Kilkenny Chronicle, Thurtday, October \5th, 1812.]— 
We hail, with sincere delight, the return of our Thea- 
trical Amusements, and our pleasure is the greater, 
because, it was supposed that they had ceased ^or ever. 
Their suspension for the last year was very satisfactorily 
accounted for in a neat Address delivered by Mr. Richard 
Power, and we may now entertain the gratifying hope, 
that the Kilkenny Theatricals will continue annually to be 
the ornament and boast of our City. In whatever point 
of view we consider this Institution, it demands our un- 
qualified praise ; it originated in a spirit of local benevo- 
lence, and literary taste, and it has so thriven from its 
auspicious birth, that fame has rendered its existence a 
matter almost of National pririe, while its utility has made 
k an object of National importance. In the present de- 
graded state of this poor Province of Ireland, what can 
be more patriotic^ than to establish a point of attraction, 
where the influence of wealth and rank may unite in 
the encoura^ment of humble industry, and the people 
can be occasionally reminded, even once a year, that all 
the Gentry of the Country have not taken flight along 
with her independence, and prosperity? We are often 
Tauntingly told by our refined and polished fellow-subjects, 
at the other side of the Channel, that the great cause of 
all our evils, is the barbarous state of our Peasantry. 
Now suppose that to be true — The barbarism of the Pea- 
sant can only be removed by bringing him into constant 
intercourse with his Landlord, and therefore something 
must be done to keep the Landlord at home. To the attrac- 
tions of the sister Country he will be apt to fly, unless plea- 
sure is found for him here, and what pleasure is so likely to 
retdn him, as that which is annually offered at Kilkenny? 
Gentlemen of the dni rank, fashion, and attainments, are 
here associated together by one conunon <ynipathy, in the 
cause of elegant literature, disdaining the ordinary allure- 
ibents with which folly satisfies the fools of fortune, and 
miraculously preferring books, thinking, and conversation, 
to dice, dogs, and jockeys. Men of this stamp are here 
zealously undergoing mental exertion, great personal ex- 
pehsc, and no small portion of personal fhtigue ; and while 
their tAstc, and their genius contribute to the refined gratifi- 
cation of as brilliant an assemblage of beauty and &hion 
as could be collected^ in the same space^ from any part of 



the British Eroinre, they arc largely contributing to the 
wants of their fellow-creatures, ana making Pleasure the 
handmaid of Charity. Such men may well exult in the 
appropriate motto they have chosen for tneir Stage, '* Whilst 
we smile, we sooth affliction," and every good Irishman 
must sincerely pray, that they may long continue their 
meritorious exertions. 

The Play selected for the opening of the present Season, 
on Monday, the 5th of Octooer, was, '* The Poor Gen- 
tleman," one of Colman's Farces in five Acts. To 
any single characteristic of legitimate Comedy, it has not 
the slightest pretension ; its humour, for wit it has none, 
or rather its drollery, is low and broad ; its delineations are 
mere caricature ; and its dialogue consists of inflated senti- 
mentality, or provincial vulgarism ; the incidents are forced, 
clumsy and unnatural ; and as for its plagiarisms, so admir- 
ably has Mr. Colman practised the Gipsey art of stealing 
children, that we defy their fathers, kindred, or friends, to 
know them. Poor Sterne would have wept had he lived to 
see some of the interesting personages of nis affecting Nar- 
ratives so cruelly metamorpnosed, each of them possessing 
a heart full of ** open, warm, and generous vessels,*' but 
converted by the deadly touch of this vile Parody, into 
" a clod of the valley." 

The Play, if Play it must be called, was, however, acted 
much better than such a Play deserved to be. Sir Robert 
Bramble, was a first appearance, played by a Mr. Cummin, 
whose voice and manner are well calculated for Old-Men's 
parts ; we suspect he has seen Munden in Sir Robert; it 
was, however, a most successful debut. Mr. Power played 
Frederick with great spirit, and made even some of CoL- 
MAN*s nauseous sentiments go down. Mr. Gore, in the 
Poor Gentleman, could not help looking the part well, and 
though evidently labouring under a cold, he evinced in it 
occasionally considerable feeling. We have not seen Lord 
MoNCK, or Mr. Waller, more successful than they were 
on this night, in their respective parts of Stephen Harrowbv 
and Humphry Dobbin ; and we doubt very much if 
Harris's, or Colman's boards, or even the comic strength 
of the Lyceum, could furnish a better OUapod than Mr. 

CORRY. 

The excellent Farce of High Life below Stairs suo» 
ceeded the Plav. Mr. Corry's Lord Duke was very rich, 
but it would have been better with a little more of the 
Footman in it. Mr. Crampton acted, danced, and looked 
Sir Harry to the life. 

On Wednesday, the 7th, Otway's noble Tragedy of 
Venice Preserved, was performed throughout in a manner 
worthy of that exouisite exhibition of the keenest stniggle 
between love and nonor. Our limits will not permit us to 
enter into any thing like an adequate critique of Mr. 
Becher's Jajfier, or Mr. Rotur's Pierre; no living Actor^ 
whom we have ever seen, has given a faultless delmeation 
of either of these most arduous characters. Kxmrli's 
Pierre has a pompous formality that occasionally eclipses 
the fiery boldness of the character, while his brother's 
Jaffier too often whines upon the ear, and makes^his ten- 
derness too tedious. Mr. Becher's general qualifications 
for the Sta^, are well known, and of the first order, but 
we think his voice better calculated for the tunes of bitter 
sarcasm, indignant rebuke, and high-toned veheroence» than 
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for the toder toucha of lubcluo^ torrow, or the thiillios 
intorationi of pathetic reoionstniiicc. In the Scene with 
RettaiU, (idinirBblT wt off by Mr. Poweb'i actinfc) tbe 
6tful woniinic* of hii ill-conoeated reientnieat, bunt out 
into Midden JU^ei, that iiiifht have appalled a bolilcr vil- 
laia; Bud, lubtequently, in that dkhi difficult ipeech, where 
liimiii);frotii hii weepina Belvidera,\te conjure* up the ima^e 
nfbiimurderediVrre.hewaaequailytucceBiful. Afr.RoTKE 
played /Vrreina manner diScrcntfroui any in which wchave 
*een it re|)re»eated. Hii conception of the part ww bold, 
and evidently uHginal, and we cannot convey to our re«den 
• clcnreriiieaof that conception, than by layiDg that Pierre 
never bctbre appeared to us half so amiable, or to like a 
hero. Thii may be very wrong, but it wai certainly very 
f>leKiin)(. The manly fervour of hli ftiendihip; hii open, 
iDReDuoui confidence in hii frienil ; the fearleu teal, that 
endanger! the very cause itself, to vindicate his questioned 
faith ; tbe honest scorn, and irreconcilable abhorrence of all 
peril jy, were blended into mcb bright, and cheerfiit colour- 
iDjE, that ihe lioht of the painting was rather relieved, than 
darkened, by the shading of the conijurator. There are 
none ol' Mr. Rothe's quBliEcalioni, to which he is more 
indebted than hii voice, which, odd as it may appear, 
though neithn itrong, norniutical,has in it luch anervoui 
tone of direct and cordial liuceritv, that it comes upon the 
ear, as if echoing tbe pul&ei of tbe heart- Though we do not 
think Pierre the part best calculated to iliew off Mr. 
RoTHt's peculiar powers, there are two paw^ei which 
tboee of our readers, who were present, will be glad to be

Miv Wauteih'i Brlvidera it well known, and we can

present on that evening, that this distinguished actress 
never played it better. We know not where the fault 
lies, but lie where it may, we must take the liberty of freely 
ceDturing the omisuon d tbe mad tceoe ; it was absolutely 
cfaealing the Audience out of many of their lean. 

A MuNcal After-Piece celled Out or Place, taken, wo 
believe, from the Lake or Lal'samhe, succeeded to tbe 
Play, and afforded to Mr. Coaav an opportunity of giving 
us some excellent comic acting in the part of T^otkw, 
especially in the khaving-weite.

His Comedy of All in the WkOMC, 
beiiig the Play, and his second beit Farce, Tub Citizih, 
bang the entertainment selected to fallow it. 

The I^aj ii an avowed attempt to exhibit a laiuhable 
pcture of the abiurditiesof jeofoaiy in all their whmiii^ 
varieties, whether before, or ai'ter nwrra^e. Muamv had 
read the Coca Isiagiaaire of Moliebe, and " on this hint 
he ipoke." Our countrjman, though Chubchill heart 
no very favourable testimony of his powers as an actor, un- 
dcntood the budnesi of the Stage right well.

We are quite uware of the sneer to wbicb 
all praise of actors, not pro/euumal, exposes ut, but w« 
confidently appeal to thoie who witnessed the performance, 
if they ever «aw this Play go off with mater ipirit. We 
are aware too, of a ineer of another description, one le- 
veiled more at our partiality, than our judgment but we 
are much mistaken if we do not connnce our readen, 
before we diall finally close our stricture* upon the po^ 
fomiances of this Mason, that few erron have escaped our 
notice, and that we have leeo rtone, to which we hsve 
not adverted in the spirit of a candid criticiam.

Mr.PowBH acted f nien!y,and was luccesiful in everr part 
of it.

He dressed and looked the old 
Gentleman well ; every Actor should keep in mind, thtt 
the dressing of the chancter is a most material help to tb« 
just assumption of it. Of Mr. CirifiiiN*a BlmMird we 
shall only say, that we should uncerely regret if he bad 
not been afforded a larger field in subsequent characten, 
for the display of bis superior talents. Lord Monck {rfofed 
Brui/i, and played it very well — he took it up, perhaps, on 
a short notice, Ibr we perceive that he omiiwd one of tbv 
most striking pasi<agei in his part, a passage that should not 
have cscnped Lord MoNct, and ought not to have beea 
omitted upon so classic a Stage. The passage we allude to, 
is a free, but not veiy spirited, translation of part of Par- 
metiu'r speech to his master, Pkadria, the Beverly, in the 
Eunuth of Terence. Lord Monck will not be dapleated 
to be reminded of the oiigioal : 

Hec verbs, una, meherde, Usa lacrumula, 
Quam, oculos terendo niisere, vis vi evpresMfit, 
Heitringnet, & te ultro accusubit.!—

Lord Monck, we Bre sure, is much too good-natured, 
not freely to forgive us. — He is always ready to aitjsc 
the business of the Stage, by taking upon himself any i:ha- 
racter, they wish him to fill, and always assiduous to make 
himself perfect in it, be it what it may. In truth, he 
encourages every one bd'ore, and behind the curtain, to re- 
gard him us a frieiut, by his kind, and concilioliiig man- 
ners A most mtcresting yuung girl, a MikS Lact, played 
MurmaUt, with great efkct. 

In the Farce of The Citken, Miss ONeill iJayed 
Maria, It was, throughout, a Sforited, lively and inter- 
esting [liece of acting. Mr. Cbaupton, as Youn^ Fhilpot, 
WHS eicellent in the descriptioo of the Poet's Garret, but 
in subsequent parts, he superinduced rather too much of hia 
own, upan the language of Mtfkruv. 

The strength of the Company, tbeir dresses, and power of 
tpeetaele, were summi>iied into action for the representa- 
tion of SHAiEirEaat't Jti^tu C'c(ar,on Saturday the lotb 
of October. Messrs. Rotue, and Begheb, play^ Brutut^ 
and Catatu, and played them in a maBDcr worthy of their 
respective taleoti. Mr. Bechkb, in his look, avood manner, 
diligently sustained the bitter melandioly of the r^nii^ 
Canaa, while Mr. Rotue exhibited a masteriy delinea- 
tion of the easy macnaaimity, sublime patriotism, lof^ 
ingenuDUinei's, and mUd stoicism of "the moat illustrious of 
all the Romans." Iu the tempting scene, Mr. Bbcueb wa* 
eniinently happy, particularly in that part where he first 
sees eviaence tiiat his remonstrance was working upon 
BrtUat.^—" Why man he doth bestride the narrow woridi" 
this whole poHBge wa* given with great effect. Hit bje- 
actioK when Catar was itn the stage, was most judicious j 
the ulent and leltled malignancy of his fixed eye, fixed on 
CrMr only, at the whole source of hi* wronc*, and thu 
only object of his reKntment, proved that he had studied 
the part with classic intelligence. His description of L'ictar 
to CoMca, was also given with great force- The i>reccding 
port of his Cattnit mode us expect great things io tha 
cdebmted quarrel scene ; but we were somewnW disap- 
pointed : we have no doubt that he could play the quorivl 
scene a* well ns any othn- in the PUj. Hr. RoTuu'a 
Brwtut -mu quite thick with great and striking beaut ie*. 
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S'tea with the liu'ty fervour of a mind, exaltetl beyond 
e low neceauty of any atich orilinary ubli^tion. In the 
quarrel Kcne he was eijuallv succeiiiful ; bit " away iliiiht 
man," wos^ren with a mild, and vet indignant rebuke that 
did honor to hii conception of the pert. There wai 
another of hii rcadinpi that fnirticularly pleated ub : " Go 
•hpw imur ilaprt how choleric you are. Keiibi.e give* 



muit have been more, or leu than roan, not to have re!>enied 
iti inioJting tone ; but Mr. Rothe preiierve!i the buperiority 
of Brului, The one give* ui the orerwhclniing burst of 
an angry combatant, the other the dignified censure of the 
phitoM)|ihcr ; the one rebukes the oflcntter, the other the 
offence. Kehblb indignantly telli Caitiui, that Srutui 'n 
not his Slave, and disiniwca him to the herd, he may bully 
with impunity i while Rothe calmly inidnuutes the incon- 
uitency between hi* general conduct, and liis present infir- 
mity, and lendl him, as Lycurgut would tiave bent a 
Spartan turpriaed into momentary intemperance, to witne» 
the depravity of dninkenneu in the exceue* of the intoii* 
CBied Helot), at if he would lay, " Go ihcw your slaves 
how JU you are to rule over them." Wc presume not lo 
decide between theie two readings ; perhaixj the passionate 
language tub>eouencly assigned to Brului by Skak£s- 
rEAKi, is with Kemble ; but certainly the general charac- 
ter of Brula* justifies Mr. Rothe. Mr. PowebI looked 
as became the polished, eleoant and courtly Anthony, and 
played it with that ease, and accuracy of judgment, which 
always characterize his acting; his speech over the body of 
CiEMar was given with spirit, truth, and feeling. 

We must not overtook the Coica of Mr. Walshe, 
and though we may have already wearied our readers, 
we must beg, their oaiience for one or two paiung 
observmtionB on iL The co«tunie of this gentleman was 
dasiically tasteful, appropriate, and altogether Romaa. 
He looked \try well, came on with great spirit, and 
rebuked the uiob in the speech of, " Wherefore rejoice," 
&c. with an admirable mixture of indignant fire, and 
pathetic remonstrance. In the delivery of this speech, be 
was twice interrupted by the plaudits of the Theatre. His 
account of t'/ctar't refusing the Crown, was far beyond the 
reach of Fawcet's powers in this pert at least; his irony, 
however, in some parts appeared to us to be rather too 
refined ; his millciy was nut sufficiently blunt, and the 
bluDtncM he did astumc, was rather too gentlemanly for 
Ctuca. There were, however, one or two puMages tliat 
might have redeenied a host of errors : when be was asked 
" vAo offered him the Crown ?" his short answer " why — 
Anthony," teemed witli the pn^nant intelligence of a Sclio- 
lar; hi* reply respecting Cicrra, " Aye he spoke Gre^," 
wiis ilclivercd with a surly sarcasm, that while it affected 
Muntness, betrayed the keen guile that engendered it. Mr. 
Walshc ought not lo have omitted the speech in tlie con- 
siiirutors* scene. There whs, to be sure, nothing in it to 
■hew off the actor, but it was nevertheless nccetsary to 

R've Bruliu time to confer in the back scene with Cauivi ; 
s was equally censurable in omitting to wear the wreath 
of victory in the last scene. This gentTeman has, honever, 
•ppearrrl to lucb advantage, un anolAer Slage, since our 
last critique was written, that we fear he will cure little fur

SiiAXESTEAaK's oid Play of Tre life amd death or 
RicHAsn, has undergone the alterations of Cibiei, and 
GARaiCE. Tliesc alterations were certainly necessary, to 
adapt it to theatrical rc|iretcoiation ; and even as it at 
present sunds, there is no Play whose leading character 
requires more excellence in the actor whu uiidertakes it, 
not merely because it is in itself so arduous, versatile, and 
complicated, but because the whole success of the Play 
rests on the performance of that one part, there being no 
other that affi>rds anv opening to genius. Henri/ the Sixth 
occasionally talks with the nervous vigour of SHAKtsrEAae, 
but he never deeply interests. We once saw the famous 
Cooke play this part ; the abuse of Rinkard he gave with 
an acrimony, and virulence that took, in siime d^ree, from 
the horror of the murder he provoked ; hut still the part 
was heavy, even in his hands. The Queen was played by 
Mrs. SiDiHiNB last season, at Covcnt Garden, fur Ch'ablxi 
Kehble's benefit; but even her inlmiteble powers could 
only give it a tenipornry elcvatiou above the level to whicb 
it has since fallen back. 

We proceed to observe upon the performance. Our 
strictures, for the reasons already stated, uiit be principallj 
confined to Mr. BECHEa's Richard. From the style and 
character of Mr. B^CHta's powers, we went prepared tor 
a bold and vigorous outline, comprehending alj the pro- 
minent features of the part. The sterner parts of hit 
Jaffier, and the vindictive constancy of his Ciadui, in- 
duced Ui to expect a «{uriied delineation of the cnAj 
cruelty of Gloiler; but either our conception of the 
character is false, or Mr. Bechek's usually sound, and 
shrewd judgment hat for once forsaken him. Bickard 
is not a gloomy tiTsnt: he is more of the giy and 
" bold-facnJ villain,'' than even Otvay'b hero. He Jeitt 
at sonic of bis murders, and his hypocrisy ha* a down- 
right villainy, that disdains all varnish. lie it, in tlie fullest 
sense, the villain that can " smile and smile, and be a 
villain still." Now, our mun objection to Mr. Bechei'i 
Richard was, that the light was loo much sacrificed lo th« 
shade. In the tent scene, and in the battle, " Jtirhard'HtM 
himself;" but in the earlier part of the performance, the 
savace raillery, the hardened mockery of all ties, divine 
and ouman, which prove his heart to be at deformed a* 
his person, and the greater monster of the two; these 
traits, constituting the more airv profligacy of the character, 
were not to be lound in Ht. IJccHEa'* representation of 
it. In thus freely animadverting on Mr. Bechek's exertions, 
we are bound to state two circiinistances, that may coati- 
dembly lower our reader's opinion of the justice of our 
general olgrctions; one is, that Mr. Bechek was ven 
generally apptaudcd throuchaut, and that too by an Aud>-

Tbe hett piece i^ acdng unquettioaably, tbii e _ 
and tbe richest we have ever witnened from Mr. Powaa, 
wa« bit Marlou) i thii ii one of the part* in which an 
actor of feeliiu, and ipirit, lain the greatert darker of being 
hurried out ofnuture into cortctfum; tbe tempting op^oth 
tooitie* for high colouring ai« in tauiy, and to •edoctive^ 
that we know not a more trying te«t in the Drama <^ what 
it generally called a chaste Actor, than the character of 
i&riotB ; on reflection we would perhopi eicept that of 
DocToB CANTwaLL in the HypoenU, and icarcelf it tba 
incomparable Dowiok himieU' more chaite in tut inimi- 
table delineetian of tbe Methoditt, than Mr. Powaa wa* 
thit evening in hia exouittte portrait of Mariow. The fint 
interview with Miu HarikatlU could not be called oetingi 
the dettwon came upon ua inenitiblv ; we fknded oui^ 
irivea in the aanie room with both, and behotding an actual 
)cene Of real life ; and to completely loit did Mr. Pnwam 
leeoi to be m the lente of hia own embartBtcmeot, that 
when tbe burst* of laughter from the Audience Mmck 
i^ion hit ear, he uaed to mechanically turn towafdi tbcn^ 
ud look with auch a countenance of ^oniied iUi|Hdli][, 
that F«ople ebtolutely turned aalde to ipare thdr nutdia 
too violent a tenaionl He can never exceed, and we 
doubt if he can ever equal, thi( Kigbt'a performance of 
tbattcene. 

Mr. Coaav'i HaricmttU wai in many part* eudlent \ 
but, at a whole it wat not lufficiently mallow. He did not 
chuckle enough at hb own itorie*, and wa* not a* eaneat 
in telltng'them a* he ought to have been. Hit beat tcene 
W8i hii pavionate oue with Xariow, and admirddy acted 



it undoubtedly wa*, but the haraint and mott charaoteriitic 
touch in bb penoaation of Bardcattlt, ^ 
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where he is drillbf his awkward servants ; with a counte- I 
naoce full of busy unportanoa, he b charging them not to | 
laugh when attending table, and even gets outte angry at 
hb recollection of tMir former offences on tnb score ; one 
of the senrants remonstrates, and ui^ges the imposnbility 
of hb not laughing if bb master tells a certain story. Mr. 
Coery's countenance, the moment the story b mentioned, 
changes, in the instant, its angry expression for a placid 
look of tickled self-conceit, and gradually relaxes into full, 
and cordial kiighter. This one touch proved the hand of 
a nuuter. By the by, he was excellently supported in thb 
scene by the Senrants ; Lord Monck gave us his best wig 
and broadest provincialism, and Mr. Waller contrived to 
open hb mouth in a way we never saw before ; his laugh 
was that of a clown in the presence of hb betters, struggling 
with the honest vehemence of nature. As for Mr. Hotch- 
INSON, the ci-devant graceful TressU, he managed to come 
on with all his Hmbs at risht angles : in short the three 
gentlemen looked as if they liad b^ drilled throu^ every 
evolution of awkwardness for the ki&t six months, and the 
whole of this scene excited connderable hiughter. 

Mr. Cvxmin's Tony Lumpkin deserves more room than 
we can now afford it ; his gallant remonstrance with Aiits 
KeviUe^ to desist from her tender persecution of him, was 
perfectly in the spirit of this ipt>ss boor. Mr. Cummin in 
i>laying this part, managed his voice with great dexterity ; 
ne pitched it high, and gave it that kind of vulgar broad 
squeak that a Clown, frequenting Ale-houses and Gin-shops, 
and much in the habit of hallooing in the open air, might 
be supposed to acquire. He read the letter well, but his 
defect in the conception of the part was not giving the 
archne$t of TVay, as well as hb boorbhness; there was not 
enough of low cvaiiiii^, or self-applauding gUcy in Mr. 
Cummin's representation. This Gentleman has since 
pkyed the liule part of Toiterton in Lovk Laogbs 
AT Locksmiths, better thau we ever saw it played be- 
fore. 

Miss Wautein's Afiu HardcastU was immeasurably 
distant from the merit of her Lady BestUts, she looked 
the gentlewoman, but was not bufSciently lively; and 
nettlier looked, nor acted the har^nund, 

Mrs. M*CuLf.ooH evinced considerable merit in 3/r«. 
Hardcaitle, Thb lady appears to us to have much greater 
talents than she generally gets credit for ; we suspect ^e 
would make a better Duenna, than either Mfk Sparks or 
Mrs. Davknport. We have not seen much of her, but 
we prefer her Lucretia Mac Tab to any on the London 
Bosurds. Mrs. C. Connor looked very handsome in Mus 
NevUle, We shall have a fuller opportunity of adverting to 
thb lady in observing upon her other characters. 

LovB A LA MoDK amused us very much. Sir Jrcky 
gave us manv a hearty laugh, and we saw in Sir Caliagkan 
a true son or St. Patrick. 

[The KWtenny ChrmMe, Tuesday, October 21th, 1812.] 
On the Seventh Night, Fridav the 16th October, Shakk*- 
rc ark's sublime Tragedy of Macbeth, was played to the 
fullest House we ever remember. There was an overflow 
from all paru a considerable time before the Curtain rose. If 
the Audience shall p ro gres si vely biorcase as they have hither- 



to done^ the one half of those who come to the Doon next 
season will be obliged to return, unless the Theatre be en- 
lai^ged in the recess. However the Gentlemen concerned 
may determine with respect to the part of the House befiN« 
tiie Curtain, it b but too evident that the Stage b incon- 
veniently small ; so much so, as materially to injure the 
delusion in all scenery of a grand, and imposing character: 
thb is the more to be regretted in a Theatre where every 
thing else b so admirably flot up. The Tragedy-Wardrobesy 
as we may judge from what «e have seen on the Stage, 
must be most superb. In Vbnicz Pa&tBEVKD, for instance^ 
there was not one of the mute conspirators whose dress 
might not have made a Hero upon the Crow-street boards, 
dazzle the eyes of his auditory, and be, perhaps, the most 
dazzling thing about him. The confined effea di the stiM 
was never noore striking than in the scene upon the heath ; 
those who have witneuled thb magnificent tpectade at the 
new Theatre of Covent-Garden, saw how the finest acting 
could be indebted to the grandest scenery ; where a vast 
sweep of stage presents to the enchanted eye a heath in- 
terminable, here and there varying the dbtant prospect with 
mountains, masses of rocks, *' looking tranquilly," as if 
intended for the monument of time itself; tlien hearinp^ 
through the desolation of thb scene, the distant mosM 
announcing the approach of Macbeth's army ; tlie muflc 
saining more and more upon the ravished ear, till, at 
length, the advance of the army is in view ; and after the 
nameless many pass, and that expectation has been wound 
up to its crisis, ksMaLE, in all bb towering dignity, b seen 
upon the distant hills moving in the grace oT victoi^' : he 
descends towards the Stage, and mardiing with inimitable 
majesty to the front, presents himself amid the sweeter 
music of a thousand ecnoing hands. 

Macbeth has now no adequate representative; even 
Kkmrle's exquisite judgment sinks beneath it : it b not a 
part to be sustained throughout by a few occasional burrta. 
It b a whole, o^ so complete and perfect a texture, that one 
error in the conception, is mortal to even a comp^ent deli- 
neation. Such was our opinion of the part, and of Mr. 
Power's line, that we went to the Theatre, morally certain 
that this gentleman's Macbeth would have been a failure ; 
how agreeably disappointed we were, our readers may jodge^ 
when we conscientiously assure them, that, in our opinion, 
he played it, in many parts, equal to Kemblk, and that 
hb conception of the whole was more just. The fint 
workings of the ** suggestion," Mr. Power's countenance 
betrayed to the commonest observer, and from that till the 
perpetration, he was, indeed, in ail the ** resdess ecstacy" 
of a tortured mind. During the knocking his limbs got 
stifl^ and motionless, his eyes fixed, and all his senses seemed 
suddenly bereft of their respective faculties. His ** vrake 
Duncan," was given with an abrupt frenzy, adndrably 
followed bv a tone of the bitterest remorse — ** Oh I would 
thou could'st." He was dran:ed off the stage amidst ra» 
pcated bursts of applauses. In the banouet-scene, he was 
applauded throughout ; but where we tnoiight him most 
happy was, in the exhibition of a tortured conscience, after 
he had attained the summit of hb ambition. In that 
scene where Lady Macbeth, in one of the finest passa ce t 
of Shakespeare, remonstrates with her husband uponnb 
dejection, Mr. Power evinced a most vigourous and mae- 
terly conception of his author-**' Oh full of scorpions, b 
my mind, dear wife," was, as he spoke it, a keei^ and 
forceful commentary upon ** Thou soalt do no murder*** 
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There is now, ^tbeMewt^no Ijody Macbeih on the Stage. 
We would rather watch the vanruw wonders of ws. 
SiDDOMS, while reading Macbetkfi letter, than witness 
iJm combined efforts of all the remaining excellence, the 
deserted Drama can now boast of. Mr. Rotui was the 
Mtieduf^ and when did he &il in manly tenderness ? His 
<^i]eition to Roae^ ** Stands Scotland where it did ?'' was 
giren with the fond patriotism of a man, long absent from 
the unhappj Country of his heart ** He has no wife,** 
was spokoi with an impetuous burst of uncontrolable 
anguisn that extorted unexpected tears. In electric touches, 
in taking sensibility by surprise, he has no equal on the 
Stage; and if Kemble had hu feeling, he must have been 
the first Tragedian England erer saw. Mr. Corby's Roue^ 
was excellent ; and Mr. Gobi's Bawjuo^ was given with 
great discrimination. It is of vast importance to the 
success of the whole, that such parts should be respectably 
filled. Mr. Hutchinson delivered the Speech of the 
wounded Officer, with a spirit and intelligence seldom 
found in the exhS>ition of such parts. The Witches were 
veiy well sustained by Lord Monck, Messrs. Cummin and 
M^Casky. Mr. M'Casky's petticoats were not suffici- 
ently long; but the two former were most appropriately 
dressed. The singinc went off with great eclat ; to which, 
Mr. Dalton's sweet^ plaintive tones, and Mr. M'Casky's 
and Mr. Cooxe's nne bau voices, veiy largely contri- 
buted. 

The Musical Farce of Love Laughs at Locksmiths 
followed the Play. Mr. Dalton's Captain Beldare was 
full of harmony ; he gave his Songs m a most effective 
style, and was rapturously encored. Mr. Cummin's Tot- 
terUm was a powerful auxiliary to the arch humor of 
Mr. Cobry's Ritk, In addidon to the other Theatrical 
powers of Mr. Cobby, his musical talents appear to be 
of no ordinary kind, fior he bore his part in some of the 
sweetest Qmniettes in the Piece vrith the strictest accu- 
racv, and as for hb comic Solo^ at the Grinding-Stone, 
^ tne unfortunate Miss Bailey," it was sung with a drollery 
of expression, that caused it to be loudly encored. Lord 
Monck's Solomon Lob was excellent, and Mr. £. Glascocx 
gave us an accurate representation of Old Vigil, We have 
seldom heard Mrs. Cooke sing better, than in the character 
of Lydia,

her, 18 12.] — Anothka Account. — On Fnday Evening, 
the 16th, Shakespeare's sublime Tragedy of Macbeth 
was played to a numerous and splendid auditory. Mr. 
Richard Power's Macbeth excited feelings of unmixed 
admiration. We will not content ourselves with observing 
that this gentleman sustained the arduous character (h 
the Scottish Tyrant with sensibility and correctness, for 
such an expression of approval were indeed wholly inade- 
quate to convey our opinion of a piece of acting, which 
^wed with all ihe fervour of dramatic conception. To no- 
tice the several parts of the Play, in >» hicb his genius shone 
with unborrowed lustre, would be to quote its inott promi- 
nent passages, and therefore we liniit ourselves to a concise 
view. In that terrific scene, when Macbeth rushes forth 
from the Chamber of the King, with both the reeking dag- 
gers in his gmsp, Mr. Power's coimtenance assumed such a 
wild expression of accusing horror, as seemed to reach the 
¥ery soiu of sensibility ; his attitude was itrikiii^y just ; that 



irresolution in his sanguinary purpose, that hectic of m 
momentarv contrition which will sometimes pidr^ the arm 
of the boldest villain, were pourtrayed with irresistible effect. 
In the Banouet scene too, when the distracted consdence 
of dke ruthless Tj^rant conjures up unearthly terrors, and 
pictures to hu agitated fancy, the ghostljjr form of the mur- 
dered Banqmo, Mr. Power was j»e-eminendy successful % 
no declamatoiy excess debased his acting, nor did he con- 
sign whole passages to insignificance in order to give con- 
trasted empnasb to some l^diiw effusion of the PoeL We 
are fully aware, that this is a mvourite object wkh some 
of our greatest Tragedians ; but it is surdva spot, that dhna 
the full splendour of Theatric genius. Mr. Power beitowa 
a suitable attention on those parts of the dialogue, which 
may not improperly be termed expletive, while he deli^ 
vers with corresponding energy, those passages of hia 
Author, that flash from the spirit of eloquence. 

Miss Walstein's Lady Macbeth teea^d with dramatic 
excellence. In the sleeping scene she displaced considerable 
ability. Her listless, inexpressive gaze, no longer spole the 
waking enci^ of the mind. Her drowsy eye revealed not 
the secret movement of the passions. The unoonsdoui 
tonpe alone betrayed the sleepless agony of her soul. Her 
entire acting deserved and acquired universal approbation* 
Mr. Crampton, as Hecate, merited unqnafified approvaL 
Mr. Rothe's Macduff was fervid and impressive. The 
** Weired Sisters** were well personated by Lord Monck» 
Mr. Cummin, and Mr. M'Cabky. The Music of ^be 
Singing Witches produced a charming effect; and all 
the subordinate characters of the scene were judiciously 
disposed of, and successfully filled. 

[Kilkenny Chronicle, Saturday, November 140, 181 S.]— 
The excellence of Mr. Rothe in the part of Othelia 
is now so well known, and has been witnessed by so many^ 
that it will not be necessary to do more than remind them 
of the more prominent b^uities of this iirstprate piece of 
Acting. His delineation of this character throughout, 
appears to be the result of spontaneous feeling at the mo- 
ment. It is, if we may be allowed the phrase, extemporary 
playing ; his look, air, voice and every movement, seemed 
the instantaneous dSetX of his rituation in every scene, 
and fascinated the attention with all the charms of noveltv, 
and the unlaboured richness of nature. Our readers will 
not suppose, that we therefore think Mr. Rothe's OtkeUo 
not stuiued, we rather suspect that it is the mott stucfied 
part he plays, but artis est celare artewu He soon makes 
us forget tlie labours of Mr. Rotue, in our admiration of 
the unvarnished simplicity of Othello, If there is one part 
where we fancied that the studv betrayed itself, it is in Mn 
Rothe's uniform effort to make his Othello scrupulously 
plain, and almost elaborately unaffected. All the ordinary 
arts of Stage declamation, he utterly disclaiass ; he will not 
stoop to " snatch a grace,'* but goes on with fearleM sim- 
plicity in the highway of nature. N* one who ever saw 
Y0UN6E, or Kemrlb play OtheOo, or even Erustoh'i at- 
tempt to phiy it, but must remember with what pompoua 
di^mty the first, with what earnestness the second, and 
with what vehemence the thuxl, endeavours to give a ma* 
jiestic force to ^e following rebuke r^-

Amoi^ 
other pleasant circumstances which attended thisDioiier, 
we see it has been the means of collecting, at an eariier day 
than usual, the whole of the Corps Draptatique, which will 
secure to them the advantages of a due preparation for 
their approaching labours.

Al&r a 
lafMe of five yean, we witnessed this evening the exhilaratinff 
nght of the opening of our Private Theatre. The intemiu 
part of it has just undergone an entire repair. Mr. Botlan 
of Dublin furnished most of the ornaments, and liberally 
made them a present ta the Charity. Never, on an v first 
Night heretofore, was there so numerous an asserobiaffe. 
The neatness of the house, and the brilliancy of the 
Audience, struck the beholder with the most cheerful 
sensations ; and the number, the rank, the bcautj, and the 
talent, from all parts of Ireland, here collected, give a com- 
ment upon the merits of former exertions, to which the 
|iraises of the critic cannot add. It was, altogether, a 
tfeene of joyous elegance and classic festivity, as creditable 
at it was grati^-ing. 

An appropriate Address, from the pen, we believe, of 
Sir RoBEBT Lanobishb, adapted to the feelings of the 
Audience, and the circumstances of the place, was admi- 
rably delivered by Mr. Rothe, who, as well as all the 
faiown performers, was received with a warmth of applause 
ibat testified the public approbation of them, not only in 
their public, but their private characters. 

The Play wai Jvltu% Cab a a. The part of Camus was 
fMrfbrmed'b^ Mr. Bbcheb. His port, his countenance, his 
powerful voice, gave full effect to his thorough conception 
of the author. He also exhibited a great knowledge of 
Stage effect, particularly in the scene with Brutus, by the 
dtexterity and variety of his by-play. 

Mr. Rorms was Brutus. He manifestly laboured under 
the effblcts of a cold ; but, his genius and knowledge 
ibfl^ triumphant, particularly in the celebrated Tent 
Scene, where he had an opportunity of exhibiting that 
pathos and feeling, in which, we venture to say, he it not 
exceeded by any Actor. 

Mr. Po#£m acted Antony. We rejoiced to find that 
thtf powers of our beloved Manager were not the least 
Impaired by his illnett abroad. He was long and loudly 
Aeered on hit entrance, and never was applause more 
dordial, or sincere. The very difficult speech from the 
tribune was delivo^ with a just and excellent taste, and 
the natural manner in which he occasionally checked 
ttimself with ** Brutus is an honorable man,'* shewed hit 
toiowledge of the author, and proved how well be under- 
Aandt ** the cunning of the Scane." Hit delivery of the 
sfieecii over the bcray of the fidlen Casar was another 
exhibition of great talent. 

ikr. Coaar astonished us br his personation of Casca ; 
Ifis excellence in Comedy has been long known to us, but 
^ch is the variety of his talents, that we think he would 

San acquisition to any Stage, in any department of the 
rama. 

Vfe wish that whoever regulated the dress of Mr. Shee 
had added a little more drapery to his Toga. Mr. Skinner 
ikajred OctaviuSf and a Mr. ^ax the Colder of the mob; 
they proroi»e to be desirable acquisitions to the Corps 
Dramatique, Mr. Thomas Bushe, as Servius, delivered 
the Message from Antony in a manner which gives a lair 
promise of future excellence. 



Mr. Fbazer, of the 16th Reg^nent, is a Recruit, we 
believe, from North Britain. Those who investigate mi- 
nutelv the affairs of the Theatre, should prevent the 
Gentlemen of that Country from coming on the Stage in 
purely Highland costume. 

There was a good humour and a desire to be happy 
before the Scenes, which, like an electric spark, communis 
cated itself to those behind them, and gave a spirit and 
gaiety which " marked security to please." The Curtain 
rose upon us, with those impressions on our minds, to ex- 
hibit our favourite Farce of High Lite below Staibs. 

With all the partialities that we acknowledge to feel for 
our own little Theatre, we really believe we might chal- 
lenge any Stage in England or Ireland, to produce this 
Farce in such an excellent st\'le as our own. The Lord 
Duke of Mr. Corry, the 5j> Harry of Mr. Crampton, 
and the Mrs. Kitty of Miss Walstein, are not to be 
eaualleil by any thing we e^r saw in the profession.— 
These Gentlemen dress and look their respective parts in- 
imitably. The vulgar finery of their manners, each the 
very opposite of the other, the one with his slow, conceited, 
jaunty air, and the lifi^ht and lively swagger of the other, gave 
us all the various follies of the Servants' Hall, in the establish- 
ments of high-life. Was ever Supper-table so gay as 
theirs ? their happiness communicated itself to the House, 
and every laugh was chorused by the Audience. Mrs* 
Kitty did the honors of the merry crew with a low-bred af; 
fabilitj', that was truly comical. In the Song and the Dance^ 
that followed, their lively spirit made the Stage so merry, 
that we wished to be among them. The Yorkshire Boy of 
Lord MoNCK was truly given, and made him quite unfit for 
such genteel company. The quarrel of those two important 
Personages, My Lord Duke and Sir Harry, excited a most 
unfeeling share of merriment in the Audience, particularly 
where Mrs, Kitty exclaims, ^ there will be some noble blood 
spilt here," and swoons, amidst the cries of the company 
for ** Sally Volatile;** but when the Masta*'8 knock is 
heard at the door, and otir poor Ixtrd Duke is desired to 
hide in the coal4kole, we beheld in the laughable humilii^ 
tions that followed, a piGture of the usual fate of vanity, in 
the higher concerns or the world. We protest, upon the 
whole, that we never saw a Farce so well got up, nor one 
which drew forth such tumultuous applause.

[Tuetdaff^ October 14M, 1817.]— There was a Grand 
Promenade Ball, and Supper, at the Hibernian Hotel, 
this evening, which brought together all the Fashionablet 
now in Town. Dancing began about ten^ and the Party 
did not separate till a hue hour. 



[Second Night. — Wednesday ^ October 15M, 1817., 
Susrioan's Comedy of The Rivals came before a House 
this Evening, full and brilliant, as usual. 

Of^ have we witnessed the representation of this 
chaste and elegant Drama, but never did we see before 
a combination of talent so rare and so uni<]ue, as that bv 
which it was supported on this present occasion : no lins 
was wanted to the chain— scene after scene, character after 
character, followed each other in easy and natural con- 
nexion. 

When we first understood that the Rivals was to be got 
up this Season, everv mind was on the stretch to ascertain 
the Sir Antkonu of the Company. The finished and superior 
personation of that character, b^ Mr. Lyster, could 
not be forgotten : it rose before us like the rich memory of 
rapture once enjoyed ; and when even the name of Mr. 
Curry himself became identified with the representation 
of that fine and difficult part, something like a doubt of hb 
success irresistibly occurred to our imagination. When 
we say success, we mean to be understood as keeping our 
minds* eye attentively fixed upon the Sir Antkony AUoiuie 
of the lamented Gentleman already hinted at ; and then. 
fully possessed with the excellence of its conception, and 
the truth, the force, and life of its ddineatlon, no man will 
wonder, if, previous to this evening, we questioned even the 
possibility of beholding its counterpart ; but we rejoice to 
say, that we have been most surprisingly disappointed, and 
sincerely ddighted. 

It were a delicate and probably a hazardous thing to say* 
that Mr. Lyster has in this, his most finished piece of actmg^ 
been rivalled by Mr. Corry. Enough to declare, that we 
could not wibh to see Sir Anikony Absolute better support* 
ed ; and if " departed Ghosts are e*er permitted to paiw 
tidpate in the tnings or drcumstances of this world,'^the 

3>int of Lyster himself must have looked down vrith 
ciight upon this represenaition. 

In the " cool*' scene, (according to his own account) 
the Sir Antkony of Mr. Corry was nature itsdf. The 
strong, though, at the same time, impotent passion of 
that eccentric old character, was given with the most 
irresistible effect ; but when, in the climax of his ex- 
travagance, the choleric Father tells his Son, that he 
*' win unget him,'* we protest most solemnly, that the 
menace was accompanied by such a look, tone, and action, 
that, for an instant, we forgot its absurdity, in the seriont 
violence with which he uttered it. But O, for language 
adequate to convey the overpowering risibility produced by 
the acting between 5tr Anthony^ Jack Absolute, and Mrs, 
Malaprop, while the former enjoyed hb own suspicion of 
the cause of quarrel between the lovers ! bursting with the 
bigness of his delight to be undeceived in his untavourahle 
opinion of Jack*s prowess and gallantry. ^ The delivery of 
the following sentence occupied eight minutes at least :— 
^ Tell her 'tb kis way Madam— tdl her 'tis mv way — tell 
her 'tb the way of tke family, yon dog 1 i" Ilirov^ thb 
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Kttle sentence the old fellow almost got into hysterics with 
delight, and fell ver}' little short of producing the same efiect 
upon his Audience. 

Always chaste, easy, and impressive — Mr. Rotre's Faulk* 
land was a luxurious piece of acting. On this occasion, we 
thought him far beyond ail his previous conceptions of that 
amiable but eccentric enthusiast. It must be difficult for a 
man of first-rate practice in Tragedy parts, and who never 
unbends to any thing light, to separate himself so much 
from the solemnity of manner, naturally acquired in that 
line, as to retain, in such a character as Faulkland, sufficient 
ease to move within its limits. That ease was observable 
in Mr. Rothe, and there was a dignity combined with it, 
that we never saw before in any otiicr Faulkland, 

We doubt very much if a better Jack Absolute ever ap- 
peared upon the public Staee, than Mr. Richard Powkr. 
Jack b an only Son, the darling of a fond and passionate 
Father, effecting every object near to his own heart, in the 
midst of an affected submission to the whims of the old 
Gentleman, whom he dearly loves, but, with the absurdity 
of whose character, he is always amusing himself. In our 
experience of the Drama, we never saw one before who 
gave us thit idea of Jack Absolute, not one that banters so 
well the fond and choleric Father ; not one, in short, that 
we ever saw, can exhibit, like him, the meaning of Sheri- 
dan, in this Character. There is a natural seilateness of 
manner about Mr. Power that contrasts finely M-ith the 
boisterous violence of Sir Anthont/, and a roguish shifting 
of the ei^e^ which eloquently tells the Audience how intent 
he is upon playing a game of humbug with the Father. 
I^ acting exhibited, through the whole of the Play, the 
conceptions of an cxlucated and discriminating mini^ for 
every part of it was perfect, 

Mr. Crampton cave us a Sir Lucius that we have long 
been anxious to behold. Sickened with the sross concep- 
tions of professional Actors, who swagger, with great con- 
fidence, through this line of character, we hailed with 
delight the blunt matter-of-fact Irish Gentleman of the Old 
School. There was no caricaturing here, no over-done 
brogue, or bull}-ing of manner; he gave us just enough of 
the native dialect to denote the Country from whence he 
came, and that firm, but simple ease of manner, that be- 
longs to a Gentleman. 

Mr. G. Helsham astonished us in Acres — ^a very youth, 
quite inexperienced in theatrical business, and yet he 
seemed perfectly at home in the scatterbrained Squire. 
His first scene was the best. We thought he bestowed too 
much attention on the replacing of his shoe^buckle, and this 
may have diverted his attention from his business : still, we 
repeat, he astonished us. We have but one more word for 
him — he should have had more respect for the veteran 
excellence of Messrs. Rotue and Power, than to break in 
upon their dialo^gue, as Faulklandf and Jack Absolute, by the 
continued cracking of his whip behind them. We own 
that Acres should be ridiculous; but this, indeed, was 
** overstepping the modesty of nature." 

Lord MoNCK, as David, was yery good, and did not fiul 
to draw down several rounds of applause. Messrs. Skinner 
and Straker were very respectable. Miss Walstein 
never excelled the beuitinil piece of actiog she went throtigh 



this night. Her parting from Faulkland was quite affecting. 
Miss Kelly was a good Lydia Languish ; but there is a 
Lady in the Company whom, on a former occasion, we 
have admired more in the same character. 

The Burletta of Tom Thumb went off* well ; but we re- 
member it to have been better supported here. Grixzle 
was wholly misconceived. Bven in extravagance there is 
character to be sustained, and it requires some sense to 
sustain it with efiect. We must not forget Mr. J. Bushe. 
who was most excellent in Doodle. He knew what be had 
to do, and he did it well.

Another Account of the Rivals. — Having ofken g^ven 
our views of the Tragic performances at this Theatre, it is 
our present task to make eome observations on our Company 
of Comedians. The Rivals, the production of our 
Countryman, has met here with a congenial soil and 
climate. 

There is not, in our opinion, a character in the whole 
Drama, that seems to be so much mistaken as that of Sir 
Lucius O* Trigger. As played in general, it might be taken 
for Jiilli^ O'Rourke, or The Irishman in London; yet 
nothing can be more manifest than the intention c^ the 
author, that he should be ** if not as keen, yet certainly as 
polished as his sword." 

In the exhibition of it this night, there was a perfeo> 
tion of gentleman-like ease, a military deportment, a sig- 
nificant gravity of countenance, and a characteristic com* 
posure, that were quite delightful. Nor did the Performer 
differ from his predecessors in these points more than in 
several of his readings ; for instance, he said, " Mr. Acres, 
I believe you are litrle better than a coward^* not with the 
usual kind of vulgar bravado, but rather with a surprise, 
at having found out in another, very slowly, afler repeated 
proofs, a quality for which he had no corresponding feeling, 
either from nature, or habit. When we add to this, the 
advantage of a form, which Mrs. Malaprop would cfdl 
Atlantic, and which, if dressed in Mr. Nowlan's cloth, 
Ireland would not be ashamed to export, as a sample of her 
manufactures; we assert, that Mr. Crampton is, we will 
not say the best, but the only Sir Lucius we have ever 
seen. 

Considering the filial affection which the House enter- 
tained for the Gentleman who formerly filled the part of 
Sir Anthony Absolute, and that his performance of it was con- 
sidered a model of acting, a standard to which others were 
referred, and by which they were judged ; and aware that the 
vivacitv o^ first impression, becomes a test in future juclg- 
ment, high as we rate the talents of Mr. Corry, we cannot 
but confess, that we considered the present as an awful 
opportunit}' for their exertion. But there is a courage in 
conscious alnlity that rises with the cfiiTiculties of the oc- 
casion, and is victorious over the sneers of the enemy, and 
the a|)prehension of the friend. How Mr. Corry did per- 
form It, is not for our words to convey ; it was manifested 
by one common feeling among the Audience, expressed 
sometimes in the loudness of their applause, and sometimes 
by the more flattering approbation of their silence; we can 
well understand their feelings^ for they never saw, upoo

Mr. Bechee evinced that thorough knowledge of the ;

There «as a cunning in hb whole 
behaviour that would have disarmed a less credulons mind 
than Antonio's of anv su^idon. In the scene with Tnbai, 
where he b tortureo by the news of hb daughter's flight, 
but exults at the dbtresses of Antonio ; and, subsequently, 
in the trial scene, when he b foiled m his hatred to- 
wards the Merchant, and when he solidts that mercy 
which he himself had refused to crant, hb whole manner 
so completely corresponded with ms situation, as to fosci- 
nate the Aucuence. 

Of Mr. Rothe's Antonio, we scarcely know bow to 
express ourselves. He possesses the masic art of fixing 
attention, in every character he undertakes, beyond any 
performer we ever saw. Hb manner of addressing Hatannso^ 
when he supposes he b about to suffer the penalty of for- 
feiture of tne bond, could not be exceeded — 

^ I am armed and well prepared — 
Give me your hand, Bassanio ; fare you wdl I 
Grieve not that I am fallen to tbb for you !

Throughout die 
whole performance, a consistency of character was sup- 
ported, which heightened the ^ect of every scene in 
which he was concerned. The earnestness with which he 
entreats his servant to give the information he deares, to 
the supposed paramour of Lady Reetleu, the uneasinesa be 
expresses at ner imaginary deviation from the path of 
rectitude, and his upbraiding of his Lady, all exhibited 
those nice and delicate touches, which we can never ex- 
pect to see but in Performers of the highest eminence. 
We have no hesitation in stating it as our decided opinion, 
that the modem Sta^ cannot boast of a Performer superior 
to Mr. CoEEY in this character. 

The jealous, yet delicate, the angry, yet fond lover, 
found in Mr. Powee's Beverley, an admirable representa- 
tive. To those who know this highly esteemed and dis- 
tinguished individual, it might be s^cient to say, that in 
characters which reouire a suavity of disposition and gentle- 
manly deportment, Mr. Powee appears to equal advantage 
on the stage, as in private life. He has an earnestness of 
manner, an intelligent eye and countenance, which give 
great effect to his acting ; and we think Mr. Beverley, in 
this Play, one of his happiest efforts. His scene with 
Lady Rettless, where she acquaints him with the supposed 
falsenood of his mistress, was a ehtf fPctuvre. His mind 
must have been worked into the idea, that he was the very 
Beverley himself — he saw no auditory — he was wrapt up in 
the contemplation of his own heart-rending disappointment ;

We congratulate Mr. Skinnee on a manifest improve- 
ment in his style of acting, since he first appeared on our 
boards.

The Heemit of Mr. CaAHprow wat in hb ntual esceOnt 
*tyle; and Mr. H'CAtxT, whose vocal powert arw of a 
very superior description, wat in fine voice, at tbe firtt 
ShtpKg WUch. The three Sprakkig Witekn were well 
sustained by Lord Mohcx, Captain Bctleb, and Mr. Fox t 
there was none of that mummery in their p ' 
with which we have been ot— " 
inferior Judgment. 

Hiss Wautiih, as Lttfy Umehttk, appeared to much 
advantage. Eveiy time we sea her in those strikiif din>

the more lurprised [hat her Ulenti have latterly been tuflirrei] 
(o lie dormant in Dublin, a city noted for rcfineil ta&lc and 
diKcmiuent of talent. 

The splendour of the banquet was rather suited, wc must 
say, to a country ol' a cloudiest tky, than to that of Scotia 
in the olden time. Instead of melons, peaches, jellies, 
and ive«, " a ^udc cog of kale broite," would have been 
more charaetenttic of the manners of the age end coun- 
try in which the scene is ItuiL With the exception of this 
error, one that universally prevails, the appointments were 
of the niost elegant and appropriate nature ; and thegra- 
lificabnn of the Audience thruudiout, wtu manifcitcd by 
loud and reiterated bursts of upplause. 

After the Play, the Divertisiemcnt noticed in ourlastwai 
repeated, and the UifTcrent Performers acquitted themselves 
in a way highly amusing to the Audience. The dandng, 
particularlj' the iintilang,was ofa very Buperior description. 

The Afu'rpiece was The Hotel. In the humorous cha- 
racter of Lmarillo, Mr. Coaav acquitted himbeif in his 
U9iiat excellent motnner. The ludicrous perplexities and 
difficulties of the servant with two masters, were highly 
amusing. Mrs. Clakie, in tile attire of the Spaniih Cava- 
lier, was gmceful, easy, and spiritetl. Where numour and 
archness are required, she is always admirable. The other 
chnracien of this Farce, give but little scone to talent; 
hut the whole was well siip]xined, and tne piece was 
curried through with great spirit and cctai, 

Amothek Account of Macbeth — To attempt such a 
Play, before such an Audience, as Macbeth, on a private 
Stage, required no little daring. There was to be encoun- 
lereiJ not only the appalling difficulty of the chief narts, 
but the eitniordinnry and unusual busines* behind the 
scenes, and the numerous underparts where fame could not 
be hoped. Besides, a chorus of Singing Witches was to be 
regulated, and if any hitch took place, the interest of the 
whole was sure to be destroyed. All was achieved — all was 

Sot up not only with propriety, but with imposing splen- 
our ; and the voluntary discipline which was observed, 
■nd the gratuitous exertions of all, gave the most unequi- 
vucal proof of their esteem for the Manager. 

Macilth is one of the master-{ucces of our great Poet. 
Our limits do not admit of expatiating upon the grend con- 
C^ition, the perfect knowledge, the critical research, which 
were manifested b}' Mr. K. Poweb in this arduous character. 
The ^nerol effect throughout, from the contention of feel- 
ings in the bCK^nning, to the bustle at the end of the Play, 
was manifested by an enlightened Audience in every man- 
ner tliBt rapturous admiration could adopt for its expression. 
His scene after the murder of the King, when every lioib 
ami every feature, exhibited a paralyzed suspension of his 
faculties, cannot be conceived by tliosc who have not wit- 
itesscd it. " Wdse Duncan with th_v knocking ! Aye, 
would thou couldst," was dehvered in a manner so un- 

tr^nated with feeling, and with such a unkine of the 
eurt, that all our horror at the murder was soltened, at 
the moment, into a sense of pity at the inward tufferiiiEs 
of the murderer ; his subsequent exclamation of " Oh full 
of scorpions is my mind" appeared the more real, and hbs 
the more fdt by the Audieuce. 



On the whole, we qieak here of Mr. Ricbakd Powii, 
not at an Amateur, but as an Actor, who has sue* 
ceeded in acliieving what is the ambition of the greatest 
pro/cuionid talent to arnve at ; and we heartily congmiu- 
latc him on having completely justiGed, on this night, the 
expectation of ilie fullest House evrr known at our 
Theatre. 



Hiis distinguished character, as announced in our Imt, 
arrived at the Hibernian Hotel this evening, and proceeded 
to the Theatre, which he reached shortly after the begin- 
ning of tlie Play. Efforts were made by the populace to 
Chair him to the House, which he succeeded in defeating ; 
but he was not able to prevent an immense concuurte of peo- 

Blc from foUowmg iiim there, who cheered him all the way. 
'poll entering the Theatre, he was saluted from the Galle- 
ries with a general plaudit, which he respectfully acknow- 
ledged ; but the progress of the performance suffered no 
further interruption for die rcDioinder of the nighL He 
remains here the whole of to-morrow, and will aUend ike 
Theatre again to-morrow night. 



— Salurdav, October SSli, 
IHlT.l— This Evening, the KiLKE.vNTTHEATHicALSocitTv 
dosed the Season, with the Tragedy of Othello, and the 
Musical aflerpece of the Castle of Anualcsia. 

The Othello of Mr. Rothb has been long known, and 
his success in that chnracteri! 
Nobility and Gentry who v 
Kilkenny Theatricals, that we feel diffident in attempting 
a review of bis pertbrmnnce this evening, which he cer- 
tiunly never surpassed. From the moment of his ajipear- 
ing on the Stage to the full of the Curtain, his power 
over the Audience was as indescribable as their emotion. 
His Adikess to the Senate was given in a chaste and 
happy manner. There was none of that ranting or vio- 
lence of expression, that so often disBgure the character. 
It was the smple utterance of the heart— a plain, unvar- 
nished tale ; but delivered with such feeling as to electrifj 
the Audience for some minutes, who evinced their admH 
ration by rapturous plaudits. The subsequent scenes, la 
which iago pinys upon the affections and credulity of 
Othello, until he draws him into a suspicion of bis wife*! 
fidelity, were admirably performed ; and the final trans- 
port and passion of the mvor,at the imagined incontinence 
of bis wife, were iionrajed witli the most happy effect. 
Hu delivery of the following passage exdted the most U»e(y 
and poignant sensations throughout tlie House — 

O now, for ever, 
Farewel the tranquil mind ! farewel content ! 
Forcwel the plumed troop, and the big wars. 
That make ambition virtue ! O, farewel ! 
Farewel the neighing steed, and the shrill trump. 
The tpirit'«tirnng drum, the ear-piercing fife. 
The royal banner ; and all quality. 
Pride, pomp, and circumstance of glorious war! 
And O you mortal engines, whose rude throats 
The immortal Jove's dread clamours coiinterlei:, 
Farewel ! Vlhelti't occupation's gone ! 
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Look here^ /flfo; 
AB niy fond love thus do I blow to Httven i 
Tiigoiied— 

Arise bleck Tengeence, from thy hollow cell ! 
Yield up, O love, thy crown, and hearted throne, 
To tvrannous hate ! swell, bosom, with thy fraught. 
For 'tb for aspicks* tongues ! 

During the whole of the performance, Mr. Rothi was 
entirely the OiAeilo of the immortal Bard; of the truth 
of which opinion the Audience gave continued testimony, 

&the most rapturous appbmses. If he appeared exhausted 
a moment, it was precisely what might be eipected 
firon the whirlwind of his pasmn. 

Mr. BicHsm performed die part of logo. It was his 
first appearance m this ardnous and difficult character, and 
h was a most successfol one. We have seen another logo 
upon our Boards, and seen him with that admiration tint 
would have made us fearfol of Bfr. Bbchbb's success, had 
we not seen his Skylock; but the consummate art and 
malignant disposition of die hypocritical logo were por- 
trayed by htm in a most masterly manner. AU the difficult 
points in this character were illustrated with a justness and 
aiscrimination which evinced a complete possession of the 
author, and the peculiar genius or the performer. He 
has a command of face and frame, in such characters, 
beyond that of most Actors. We do not except Kean, whose 
best touches are too often beyond nature. Mr. Bbchsr 
always conceives strongly, but strictly according to truth. 

Mr. Crampton was an admirable representative o£ Cai» 
do, thoi^ in the scene when he becomes inebriated, he 
<lid not supfXMt the assertion, that he had ** but poor and 
imhappy brains for drinking,** as he certainly quaffed, (we 
believe good claret,) with as much spirit as he played ; and 
perhaps the pericranium of any one but that of a ban 
mvani would nave been wSededby his copious libations. 
Mr. SxiNNXA supported the character of Roderigo very 
respectably ; and Mr. Coxat g»ve unusual importance to 
that of Brabaniio, 

Bliss Wautbin performed the part of Desdtwuma in 
her usual superior style. In the trying and painful scenes 
towards the close of the Piece, the languMe of her looks 
was strikingly unprewive. Miss Kbixy's Emi^ was 
above mediocrity, but would have been still better if she 
had been a litde more grave in her anger. 

After the Play, Mr. Richaed Powbe, the l^ly esteemed 
founder and manager of the Theatrical £)ciety, came 
forward, and delivcared, with exquisite taste, feehuf;, and 
effect, an apnropriate Address, from the same dassic pen, 
we believe, that supplied the opening one. 

The Afterpiece was the Castle op Ahoalusia, in which, 
Mr. M'Caskt performed the character of JDoa Ciejar, and 
was much and deservedly applauded in the songs of ** Flow 
thou regal ourple stream,'' and, ** The Wolf.*' Mr. 
Coaav was the representative of the whimsical Pedriilo, 
which he performed with his usual vivacity. Mr. Georob 
Hbuham appeared in the amusing and difficult part of 
Spado. For so young a Performer, he was veiy succeas- 
lui in it, but we mined the <SJpaio of former tiroes^ and 
we suspect that PcdriUo must have missed him too. 



At the dose of the Farce, all the Members of the 
Theatrical Society, then in town, ana the different female 
Performers, came forward, and sang, ** Godmoeikejtmg;'* 
in the ckorut of which, the Audience heartily joined. 
When the Curtain fell, there was a venr genersl call for 
** another week's poformance,*' on whidb, Mr. R. Powbb 
came forward, ana, in a brief Address, which was loudly 
cheered, he assured the Audience, that a compliance with 
the general wish then expressed, would have afibrded the 
highest gratificatioo to the Members of the Society, but 
that, from their private arranoements previously made, he 
found it would be impracticalNe; that, as they parted how- 
ever with reluctance, he hoped they should meet w^ plea- 
sure nest vear ; but that, ior thepreaeni, he must relied- 
fully bid them /arewd. 

Thus has terminated a Season of unexampled success, after 
a lapse of years which made us fear these elq^t entertaiiw 
ments were abandoned for ever. The advantage to the 
Town and to the Charities has been mat, and much an^ 
titude M due by the Citizens, to the high and distii^nimd 
chamcten who compose the Tbeatriou Society. 

[Monday, October 97M, I8I7.}— The streets of KiL-

First Night. — Monday ^ September 8U/, 1818.]— Our 
Attic Theatre opened tms Evening. The Entertainment! 
attracted a brilliant and fashionable attendance; and 
we have no reason to doubt, that the season iust com- 
menced will afford to the lovers of Dramatic exnibition aa 
ample a variety of exalted pleasures, as they have hereto- 
fore derived from the splendid and benevolent labours of 
our Theatrical Society. 

We have formerly noticed the very great akerationi and 
improvements made in the interior or the House rinco last 
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The tmnte pmiigM to the Pit, alons the Box- 
lobbiety mint aibrd, on crowded nightly oonndcnbie ad- 
▼antaget in the management of plMt ; not to tay bow 
much the alteration hat added to the comfort and uni- 
formity of the House in other reipectt. The addition of 
• fpacioiit Greett'Room, in rere of the Stage, hat also con- 
tributed essentially to the ^enoral embellisnment ; and con- 
sidering the great mconrenience to which the want of such • 
thing had previously subjected the Ferformers, it must be 
with them a luxuiy indeed. Tbe scenery ia almost all 
entirely new — the Proicemum completely so ; and both 
together reflect great credit, as well on the judgment of 
the artist, Mr. Ch almsbs, as on the taste of the gentlemen 
who employed him.

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We should not ne^ect to notice the ornamental paint- 
ing on the Boxes, which is also new ; those little devices 
evidently exhibit the conceptions of a classical mind, fblly 
capable of entering into its subject with that fitness and 
propriety which characterize talent even in details. 



The top of the Curtain b peculiariv handsome ; a 
scarlet drapery half conceals the pillars on either i 
and two chubby bovs, emerging from it, support a shield 
immediately over the middle « the stage, containing tbo 
City Arms ! ! ! 

Conjecture is afloat to account for this eccentric dKHca 
of a central ornament. In the first place, says one, it waa 
put up in compliment to the Mayor; the CiivArwu belong- 
ing officially to him for the time being. The Mayor is 
cluuritable, and the Piayt are charitable; therefore, the 
Mavor*s seal is charitable ; and, therefore, than the Blayor's 
sttf, what could associate better with so charitable an oc- 
casion ? We will not believe that our ToLL-«nd-CuBToii* 
CoaroEATiON is in favour with any of those dlstincuished 
characters who compose the Thsateical Socixtt ; but anr 
further inquirv into the subject, whatever local interest it 
may have witn us, would only detain us too long ftom ad- 
verting to the perfbrmancet of this evening. 

They opened with a Prologue, written for the occaaoo, 
and delivered by Mr. Powsa, of which, we hope to be able 
to procure a copy. All its patriotic allusions to hom^ and 
country, were instantly caught, and applauded, and we have 
seldom, if ever, heard an^ Prologue delivered firom our 
Sti^ that was received with more general enthusiasm. 

The Play was The Way to Keep Him, the Faroe waa

The Way to Keep Him is a Comedy of the old school; 
it was written by our countryman AaTHua MuapBT, and 
po s s e ss es all those distinguishing traits of excellence reoui- 
site to place it amongst the b«t of our Dramatic promic- 
tions. The characters require abilities of the first order to 
sustain them with any dc;^ree of success. 

That of Sir Boikful Constant is so peculiariy drawn, that 
very few Actors of the present day have been found adequate 
to Its performance ; and we believe this character, since the 
retirement of Mr. BAKNisTEa, with the exception of Mr. 
W. Faerck, has not found an efficient representative oo 
the London boards. It is, therefore, a circumstance that 
gives peculiar credit to the efibrts of Mr. Coaar, in this

merit. We cannot, noweyer, avoid nodcing tufo scenes of 
the Play, in which the stupid, and incongruous vanitv of 
Sir Baikful is veiy ludicrously drawn out, and in wnich 
ilr. CoaaT appeared in deaded excellence. The/r#^ 
scene was that, where, in the presence of his servants, 
he reproaches his Lady fof her extravagant propensi- 
ties, with a boisterous violence which he mistakes for 
tiie effusion of independent spirit, but which, on the de- 
parture of Aiutim and AraiM, rapidly subudes into uoex- 
pec^ tenderness, and, as quickly, in his silly dread of 
exposure, re-assumes iu control over bis affeaions. The 
ageomd scene which derived a striking interest from the 
feting ol' Mr. CoaaY, was, as we conceive, when the arti- 
fice (M Lovemore substitutes a Letter of his own for that in 
which ;Kr BatkM had addressed a huwSlkiJ&ng declaration of 
bis love to haiy Conttani. The ludicrous dubtress to which 
the supposed rejection of his proffered love reduces Sir 
Suiifmii ^*^s* convqred in a manner irresistibly comic. 

We do not hentate ^pronounce the exertion of comic 
Mwers^presented by Mr. CoaaY's performance, throughout 
9ie difficult alternations of feeling which it involves, a 
Jbmiked piece of acting; and this we venture to dedare, 
frith the excellency ot Mr. Bannistex's performance in 
^ same character, full in our recollection. 

The Lovewiore of Mr. Powsm was most excellent. Hb 
fhole icene with bis Lad^ in the >g^ Act was a masterly 
piece of Actii^ We beheve his idiea of loosening different 
parta of his mts, previous to retiring to bed, was new ; 
yihttbei or not, it had a most natural effect, and was odte 
of • piece with the cold indifference, almost approaoiing 
to ru d eness, with which the negligent husband, absorbed in 
pnother amour, might have been supposed to treat a domes- 
lie wife m an eveoing^s tHeiiHe , In Genteel Comedy. 
Jljir. Power has no ^uai on the Kilkenny sti^; his mind 
IS lichlv cultivated ; he studies his author dlThe embodies 
fnrj tnought of him into what he conceives a fit expression 
of ft on IM sd^ ; and his manner, au*, mearance^ and 
pcpbrtmeot^ carry so much oifuiimMe ^fe about them, 
thi|t the whole representation is perfect. 

The character of Sir BrilRtaU is not so wdl calculated 
tat the dispby of the excelltat talents of Mr. Cxaiiptom, 
as inany in which we have had the sratification of seeing 
mm } Sir BrilHatU is a man of fiuKion : but the author 
pMpat to infuse into the part a mixture of the petii maUre^ 
Aje dmni^ of the old school^ Mr. Ceampton's manly ^§pre 
pid general deportmenv are better adaoted to the forable 
f^cHiSation of JSr Ludut O'TVu^rr, than to the foppery 
aynd eff*eminacy of Sir BrUUani KsJUou, 



Bfr. T. Bushe both astonished and deliglbted the Audience 
IB the character of William; his improvement in air, and 
the manly appearance which his figure has assumed since 
tfte last meeting, were sutijects of general admiratioa. 



We congratulate Bliss Cuetu upon the rapid improve- 
aMDt die has made in her nrnlinssinnal walk. She was an 



exceOent r epres en tative of Laify CmutmU; her manner 
was perfectly agreeable and unaffected, and her general 
performance was marked with good sense and judgment. 

The Widow Bdimmr was performed by Misa WALaraur, 
with all that point, vivad^r, and elegance, with which she 
so ably perscmates the gay, and accomplished woman of 
fashion. 

Miss Kelly*! figure b admirably adapted for the cha- 
racter of Mrs, Lovewutre ; but she did not seem so per^ 
fectly acquainted with the firordr of the author as on other 
occasions ; this was, perhaps, a defect arising from a first 
performance, and the hurry of preparation. She ofVen 
makes a natural point, and this is the more surprising when 
we consider the systematic t^eHntiom of her stage manner. 
Her truly lovely figure often becomes disagreeable from 
coutortion, and she appears more anxious to preserve^ by 
the constant application of her toi^ue^ ** the natural ruby 
of her lips," than to follow up a just conception of cha* 
racter, with easy and natural action. 

Had we never seen Mrs. Claekx before this evening her 
excellent performance of MuiUn would have entitied btr 
to our warmest admiration. Mrs. Claekx has an archness 
of feature, a richness of humour, and a peculiar wAveti 
that admirably adapt her for characters of tnb description,' 

The Farce of the Weathercock followed, in which Mr. 
Ceampton gave to the pert of Triilram Fickle all the 
whim, bustle, and spirit of this ever resUess and changiiy 
character. His performance throughout occasioned uni* 
versal laughter and good humour in the Audience. Lord 
MoNCK represented the character of the tadtum Lawyer, 
Brief wit, with considerable effect. The part of Old Pic^ 
kle was performed by Mr. Ropee, who appeared with more 
success m it than his youth and figure wonld have allowed 
us to expect.

Bechbe, the Hero of the Piece, was greeted, oo hia 
ttipeafaif^ with an ardoor of welcome, as credittd)le to 
tte Audience^ as it most liave been gratifying to the Perw 
former. 

Mr. Becbxe's merits have long been known, and bi|;hly 
appreciated by the distingnislied visiters at our Theatrical 
carnival, and never, we telieve, was he seen to greater ad- 
vantage than on tius night In figure, and in manner, we 
do not thmk that the Siage of the present day can offer » 
better model for the representatioo of the n^gb-minded 
Roman, than was given in the person of Mr. Bechbe. Hit 
delivery was bold, and animated, and the Audience were 
loud in their applause.

ing, and the ipedade wai one of the moit enduntiag e*er 
witueiwJ in Kitkenny.

In the doting (cene of tite lecond Act, tlu performance 
of Mr. RoTHB alto strongly arretted our attentbo. The 
detente, but impotent nolence of hi* rage, verpng afaiM*t 
on madnrat, when the ingratitude of both hi* ^UmAtett i* 
finally devdoped to him, could not be more faithfully 
cspreNed than b bit delivety of Iheae linei : 

" No 1 yon unnatural bi^, 
I will have Midi revenge* on KM both.

When he itandion die heath expoted to tite" p

AjmcfixT wp por t ed the character of GUtUr very i 
I ii|iii«Mi i» l y This gentlcman'g under tooci remioded us 
fiarably of oertaia pecufiaritief of voice for which a cde- 
facatod performer it resaarkable. If the resemblance arise 
fi^as ffnfTffffr^ tsMta/foa, much djscriminatioii should be 
used in its adoptioa. Mr. Ammeslby will, we are sure, 
pardoo us this lOierty of remark, particularly as, in the 
course of our critical notice^ we haTe uniformly shown a 
cmdid difcp osi ti on to estimate his merits. Mr. U. Roths, 
in the character of Sdmumd, acquitted himself with much 
ability. Experience cannot fiul to improve the actii^ of 
this gentleman mto excellence. Mr. T. Bushx deserves 
our entire approbation in the character of Oswalds Mr. 
Smtlt well supported the character of the Old Man. In 
the part of Edward^ Mr. Maeshall was enabled to pre- 
aent us with a very creditable, though necessarily a limited, 
cfi>rt of his dramatic ability. 

Bliss Akni Walstxik, on this occanon, made her 
first appearance, in the character of CordeUa^ and was 
greeted on her entrance with an enthusiasm of approbation, 
whidi a form and figure unusually interesting, and a diffi- 
dence of deportment highly becoming, could not fail to 
insure for her. Her pathetic manner and pressing ar- 
dency of entreaty, attracted universal attention. We shall 
not multiply quotations, but we may be allowed to say, 
that in the scene where she follows Gloiter^ to conjure 
him to give her griefs a hearing, she could scarcely be 
excelled, particularly when she said, 

•* I entreat 
Thy succour for a father and a kins : 
An injur«l father, and an injured king.'* 

And when Glotter remmds her that ** the King had 
wroi^ed her,'* her reply, 

^ O name not that ; he did not, could not wrong roe" — 

was delivered with a sweet humility and powerful pathos. 
Again, when supposing the King was alreany dead, sne rose 
to the highest pitch of excellence, her soul bursting with 
energy of devotion to a much loved parent, as she con- 
dudes^ 

** And I have only one poor boon to beg: 

That you'd convey me to hb breathless trunk. 

With my torn rdba to wrap hb hoary head. 

With my torn hmr to bind his hands and feet. 

There with a shower of tears 

To wash hb day-smeared chedu^ and die beside him.** 

In a word. Miss Walsteiv's success in the character was 
as complete as her most ardent friends could wish ; we have 
never seen a DehmUnde whose performance augured more 
fiavonrably of future excellence, or one whose daims upon 
public approbatioQ were more eminently distinguished. 

The characters of Regan and Goneril were supported, 
with every possible effect, oy Mrs. Clarke and Miss Cuetib. 

A BallettVa which the exertions of Mr. Ceamptov, 
Lord MoNCK, Mr. Avmesley, Mr. T. Boshe, Mr. GvLEa, 
and M. Simom, were called into aeihe service, concluded the 
entertainment of the evening. Miss Rock danced with her 
liioal grace and agUilj» on thb occasion ; and thepiai of 



the Ballet unfolded itself in a variety of amiiwqg adven- 
tures.

[Eighth Night.— Jlfonifajr, October M^ 1818.] — The 
Play of King John was performed thb Evening. 

Thb Tragedy, though it does not excite the stronger sym- 
pathies of our nature, yet abounds in a striking variety of 
mddents, and unfolds some happy points of dramatic interest. 

Mr. PowEE pla3[ed King John, The blended imbedfity 
of spirit, and inquietude ot feding, which are predonunant 
features in the character of John, were ably marked. If we 
were to select that part of hb performance in which the 
force of naturd feeling was most powerfully concentrated, 
we should say it was hb acting throughout hb tost scene 
with Hubert, The whole of this scene was concdved in a 
true and touching manner ; and hb acting here must be 
deemed, in the h^est degree^ honourable to hb genius. 

We shdl extract some of those lines which Mr. Powsa 
gave with a peculiar Justness of deliverv. Hnbert had 
recounted those terri& appearances wnich seemed the 
prelude of general and ruinous disorder, when the troubled 
Monarch passionately asks^ 

Xing Johnf^** Why seek*st thou to possess me with 

these fean? 
Why urgest thou so oft young Arthur's death ? 
Thy haml hath murdered him ; I had a mkh^ eanse 
To wish him dead, but thou hadst none to kill hmL** 



in, intemipdng Hubert^ he 

King John^** Hadst thou but shook thy head, or ma^ 

apause. 
When I Hiake darkly what I purposed ; 
Or tum'd an eye of doubt upon my ftce. 
Or bid me tdl my tale in express words ;

And those thy fears might have wrought fears ii 
But thou didst understand me by my signs.

Mr. PowEE, throughout the whole of thb 
the wannest approbation. 
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Mr. BccHiii'i Fauieonbridge pomeutd all the leadiiv 
Ibattires of which the diaracter u compotecL— The bolct 
fiMsed gaiety, spuri^ '^^ aoimation of the gallant, new- 
dubbed Knight were well portrajed, and lome of his 
ipeechef were uncommonly effective. The aarcaftic humour 
of FmJcfmbridgef when addresciog the Kii^, on the latter 
aakuiff him whj hit younger brother Robert laid claim to 
his inheritance, was most happily expressed— 

* I know not why, except to get the land- 
But once he slandered me with bastardy : 
But whether I be as true b^got or no. 
That still I lay upon mv mother's head; 
But, that T am as well b^ot, my Liege, 

£dr fall the bones that took the pains for me,) 
mpare our faces, and be judge yourself. 

To the following dialogue between Queen Elinor and 
Fmnicanbruiget Mr. Bechbx im|iarted a portion of humour 
which was irresistibly felt by the Audience— 

Queen. — " Whether hadst thou rather be a Fautcon" 

bridge^ 
And like thy brother, to enjoy thy land ; 
Or the reputed son of Coeur-de-Lion, 
Lord of tny presence, and no land beside ? 

AnlewiM^e.— Madam, and if my brother had my 

shape. 
And I IukI his. Sir Robert his, like him ; 
And if my Iqp were two such riding-rods ; 
My arms such eel-skms stuff*d ; m v face so thin ; 
And, to his shape, were heir to all this land. 
Would I might never stir from off this place, 
Fd give it every foot to have this face ;

Mr. BacHxa through the whole of the character was 
most decidedly successful, and we consider his performance 
of Faulambridge one of his happiest efibrts. 

The character of Hubert received all the aid of which 
the part is capable from the superior talents of Mr. Rothb ; 
and Mr. Anniblst gave an importance to the indiftrent 
character of the French King PkUip, which was highly 
creditable to htm. Mr. R. Roths was very interesting in 
the character of the Daupkhu Mr. R. Langeishb deserves 
gpieat credit for the strict attention he paid to the character 
of the Cmrdmals and the other characters were ablv sut- 
taioed by the Gendemen to whom they were allotted. 

It would be injustice to close these observations without 
adverting to the exoellent manner in which Bfiss 
Walstbin performed the character of LaJ^ ComUmee / 
we never saw her talents more happtlv exerted than on 
tMs evening, and her efforts were most liberally applauded. 
Miss Rock was a very interescing r e p t w e a tathre of tiie 
young Prince Arthur. 



In the Afterpiece of Thesk Webks ArrEi Mauiaok, 
Mr. CoBBT entertained us highly in the character of Br 
Ckariee Rmcket^ and gave us another proof of the excel- 
lence and venatility of his talents. The scenes between 
him and Lady Baeket were kept vd with uncomnKXi 
spirit and anunation, tod occasioned much mirth and 
laughter in the Audience. Lord Monck was an excel* 
ient representative of Oid Drugget ; and the characters 
of Mn, Drugget and Dmu^ could not be better per- 
formed. 



It is known that the costume of our Theatrical Society 
is invariably as correct as it is splendid. — The scenery also 
is of a superior description ; but we have been partlcu- 
lariy struck with some views of gothic architecture, which 
are rich in taste and beauty, and produced a very fine efiect 
in this night's Play. The gate and walls of Anglers, and the 
prison of Prince Aaruva, are littie inferior to any repre- 
sentation of the kind we ever saw in London. The' mecha- 
nical business of our Stage is very well done in eveiy 
respect, but we must particnlartv notice the movements 
of the wings. They are invariably performed with perfect 
accuracy. When the strength of the Company appears on 
the Stage, as in those grand Historical Hays of Kino Lxab, 
Kino John, &c. in their magnificent costume, and the house 
illuminated, and filled with beauty and fashion in full dreai, 
the spectacle is grander than any one could expect in oup 
litUe Theatre.

obedient son, were amongst the happiest effinrts of his 
performance. 

The scene in the third Act, where Young Jack feigns 
a total accordance with the proposal of hb father to an 
intended marriage, was one to which as much dramatic 
effect was dren, as it was possible for an^ of the most 
eiperienced performers to produce ; the violent and un- 
govemed feehngs of the hasty father were most exquisitely 
contrasted with the calm composure of the supposed peni- 
tent son. 

In the scene with ilfr«. Malaprop^ when that lady 
wnn^^ to him the probable cause of* his son*s assumed 
indmerence to the charms of Lydia^ Mr. Corry evinced 
his usual discrimination. The expression of assent which 
marks his features, when the stratagem of the Captain 
is first hinted to him, and the glow of pleasure which 
animates hu countenance, when the real state of his son's 
heart is revealed to him, were spiritedly true to nature. 
In every one of those scenes we could not fail to discover 
points of comic excellence, and whether in anger or in 
pleasantry, Sir Anthom^t peculiarities were always depicted 
with huinour and fidelity. 

Mr. R. Powxa performed Captain Absolute. Who will 
ever venture to penbrm it here but himself? Nay, we would 

SI Airther, and say, that if Mr. Powsa were a profeuional 
ctor, and in possession of thb character on the pubHe 
Stage, none even there would venture to compete with him 
in it. We never saw Jack Ahtolute understooa by anv Actor 
but himself. In hb scenes with the choleric Sir Anthomf^ 
the gentle, bland, and roguuh humility of hb manners, 
were amuongly contrasted with the absurd and impetuous 
violence of the father. Thb excellent Performer played 
throughout with taste and spirit. 

Mr. RoTBB supported the character of FauU^amd in 
hb best style. We do not think it could be better acted. 
We have seen Youiro in this character, but not with tfie 
same pleasure ; the performance of thb distinguished Actor 
accompanied by the loudest applause. 



Mr. CaAMPTON, in the character .of 5tr Ludut O^Trig- 
ger, fjllv maintained hb reputation for the personation of 
the Iriik Gentleman, We have already observed on those 
peculiar qualifications, which render Mr. CaAMrrov's per- 
formance in thb line of character so chastelv humorous, 
and we need not here repeat them.

Lord MoNCK was an admirable representative of the 
downbh servant, Dopid, and we congratulate hb Lordship 
on the visible improvement he has made in the knowledge 
of the business of the Stage. 

In the character of JWia Miss Walstxin was interest- 
ing and impressive : and Miss Kxllt, as L^fdia Lmguuh^ 
b entitled to approbation. — ^In the part of Lucu^ Miss 
Curtis acquitted herself with credit. Afry. Audaprop 
was played by Mrs. M'Cctlloch, who imparted the most 
ludicrous effect to thb incongruous character. The per- 
formance of Mrs. M'CuLLocH in those parts which she 
has filled, since her arrival in Kilkenny, has been hi^ly 
creditable to her talents. 

In the Farce of Katharine and Petrvchio, Mr. 
Becher, for the first time, made hb appearance in the 
hero of the Piece, and dbplaved very excellent qualities for 
the *' Taming of a Shrew. The bustle and spirit of 
the part were roost admirably sustained throughout, and 
the whole of tha performance was very creditable to hb 
excellent talents. Mr. Anneslet gave another proof of 
hb industry and perseverance byhb performance of Graano; 
but we hardly heard the stammering Tmior of Lord

evincing a favourable slate of health and tpiritt, the verjr 
animated peri'ormance of Mr. Power affords us a distinct 
source of tatitfacdon. 

Mr. HoLUSt was introduced to a Kilkenny Audience in 
the character of CoUmel Sriton. This performer has 
aflbrded us a very favourable specimen of his drantstic 
capabilities. Thefirsttceneof his performance was, as might 
be expected, not wholly unembarrawed, but he quickly 
resumeU hit spirit, and went through the character with ap- 
propriate ease and vivacity. The Colonel acta a very distill 
guiished part in those perplexing tcenes of gallantry from 
which the most diverting incidents of the Comedy arise; 
and certainly Mr. Holmes finished hit allotted coune of 
busineas with becoming tjnrit. 

The character of Den Lopes wat sustained by Mr. R. 
Power, jun. in whose acting we are happy to notice a d^ 
cided improvement. Hii personalion oi' the absolute and 
nnercenary old Don was altogether a very creditable effort 
of Dramatic art, and bore many mariu M sound and studi- 
ous discrimination. We were pleased to ofaaerve with 
what little constraint this gentleman assumes the enfedileil 
walk which totters under the wdght of years. 

Mr. Gyles was excellent in the cbaracter of Don 
Pedro, This gentleman possesses many oF the happiest 
requisite* for the particular line of acting in which he 
successfully moved thii evening; but we have before now 
borne evidence to that versatility of taste and talent which

We never saw the cha- 
racter of FmnwoM better sustained than by Mr. Gyles ;

eient cockney, seekuig for respect, was in every way in cha- 
racter. Mr. R. PowEE, jun. gave another proof oif his in- 
(faistry and uiplication by his perforannce of Pimuwmg ; 
and Lord Monck, as Sam, was highly amusing, llie 
business of the Stage throughout the entire of both per- 
formances went .00 with a degree of regularity very 
creditable to the CEcellent airaBgeaunts ex the tuimg 
Manlier. 

The Address, delivered by Mr. Powaa, previous to the 
Play, coovjm a very apposite allusion to the Joss the The- 
atre has suffered by the abxence of Mr. CaAMrrotf . The

The keen and cutting tone of sarcasao, the ea» 
sunied humili^ of supplication, in which he invokes the 
clemency of tne vindicative Monarch, had the foil forae 
of poignant expression, and gave a stnking MMser of eoB» 
trast to the bum of BMnly feeling which fwows the ti^ja^ 
tion of hb mock appeal —

Hii scene with Jalia wai full of impas^oned 
Undemeu; and the pathetic eamettncts of tone, with 
which be combats the principle of filial duty ai it bids 
bit love detpair, was true to nelure. The subsequent 
•cene whh La Glmre, where he announces his inlenlion to 
join the patriotic bend " who die to save their fctluwf," 
was in the highest d^ree effective; but his acting in the 
concluding scene of the Play, which combines lo much dis- 
tressing incident, was not to be surpa^jied tor strength and 
boldnesf of r 



Mr. R. PowEB,juD. was very effective in the part of De 
Firnne, The character does not comprehend a wide or 
interesting range of action, but this excellent Actor gave it 
with fidelity. Mr. M'Casekv played O'CarroU, hit first 
effort, we believe, as a dramatic Irishman. This line of 
character baa be«n hitherto filled, on our bourds, by a 
Gentleman whose ubsence cuts off our very richest sources 
of dramatic pleasures; but we trust tbat Mr. M'Caekev 
will not think we have here lui^ted an unkind re- 
collection. The vocal powers of iKs Gentleman are cer< 
lainly of a high order, and will always render him a puwer- 
ful accession to the Musical dqiartment of the Tlieaire. 
Mr. Gylss gave us a very ilroll piece of acting in 
the ebaracter of the Fint IVoriman, It was abort, 
but irreaistibly ludicrous. This Gentleman's physit^nomy 
bM strong comic power of expression, and he poaxesso^ in 
no ordinary de'.-ree, the art of varying his countenance 
without exhibiting a single feature in unseasonable diitoi^ 
tion. He wan humorously seconded in this chamcler by 
Mr. A. BitsiiE, who was his younger partner in trade. 
The part of JCing Eitnard Ike Third was sustained by 
Mr. RoTHE, jun. in a very able style. That of Eart Har- 
court was rcaiiectably supported by Mr. Gervase Powta. 
The Julia ot Miss Walstein was a performance of 
strikin)> excellence; and MitsRorx sustained the character of 
Madrlon with a fively and intt'resting «pMt. On the con- 
clusion of Uie Play, which aSurded, in tbc splendor and 
variety of its scenes, a richness uf *pe(imrte cons|>icuou^y 
beautiful, the a|>prt^(inn of the Audience was marked \jj 
three distinct and enthusiastic cheers. 



The Afler;nece of BowiAaTRi Fdbioso finished tba 
entertainments of the erening. The performinee of Mr, 
Annerlkv, in this amusing piece of bombastic drollery, 
was inflnicelv diverting. He strutted with a becoming spirit 
of military dignity through his scenes, in which a lorcibte 
imitation of a very celebrated Performer was roost happily 
introduced. Mr. Gvleb was huniorou<i, in the highest 
degree, as the pompoua representative of the royal 
Artaiamenei.

[THian NiGBT.— JFViiiy, OettAer 15IA, 1819.]— The 
entertainments of this evening were, the Tragedy of 
DoocLAS, and the Farce of Thi Poor Soldier. 

As a Play which derives no interest from those 
gaudy accompaniments which have not unfireqnently sue* 
eeeded in keeping buoyant many a dull and weighty 
body of dramatic poetry, the Tragisdy of Dovolas ranks 
high. It possesses strength of character and force of artless 
passion above the agency of scenic pomp ; and the excellen- 
cies of its construction are of that general and enduring 
kind, which may stand successfully against the encroach- 
menta of a frivolous or inconstant taste. But we shall not 
obtrude a dull essay on merits, with which most of those 
Ibr whom we write are intimately fiuniiiar. 

The Phiy was brought forward to place Mr. Becker 
in a line of character very remote from that in which 
be has earned the lareest portion of his dramatic fame ; 
nod we retained too forcible an impression of what he 
had cione for parts dissimilar in all the more pro- 
lainent traits or spirit and of action to the present, 
not to regard a new, and, as we think, adventurous appli- 
cation of his powers, with some anxiety for the resalt. A 
reference to tne observations we have made on beveral of 
his most approved performances, will show, that we have 
given him credit for such qualities of acting as ill assort 
with the genius and feeling of the part to which we are 
«bout to advert; and it is obvious that the efficacy of bis 
labours in that particular and favourite line of character 
in which he has been heretofore accustomed to move, was 
calculated to discourage the expectation of equal success 
in so different a course of dramatic representation as that 
embraced in the character of Douglas. 

It wa9, therefore, under an impression arising from this 
view of Mr. Becher's capability, that we sat down to 
witness his performance on Friday evening ; but we soon 
discovered tnat his resources, both in feeung and execu- 
tion, were fully equal to this new occasion. The higher 
powers of his talent were reserved for the latter scenes of 
the Tragetly, and certainlv his effiuts there, were made 
with powerful effect. The first scene of the fourth 
Act developed manv of the most imposing excellen- 
des of Mr. Becher's tragic style. The spirit of impas- 
sioned feeling in which he repels the haughty insolence of 
Glenalvon, was strikingly cnaracteri$tic ; and the tone so 
full of sarcastic meaning, with which he puts the conclud- 
ing question of the annexed passage, was most significantly 
pomted — 

Xortvi/.-Hast thou no fears for thy prentrnptuous self? 
Oimal.'^UtL I dost thon threaten me? 
NorvaL-Liid thou not hear? 

The next scene was also one of admirable acting, be t ween 
Mr. BccHER and the impressive representative of Old 
Korvml, Nor was the parting interview of iMmgltu and 
Xaify Rmndotpk without its portion of affecting interest. 



Mr. R. Powsm gave ns in Gientdvtm a masterly deHnea- 
tion of the character described by the author; be 
seemed to have accurately studied the part, for be 
marked every prominent panage of it with a shrewd and 
successful attention to Thcatricm effect. In the ranae of 
Mr. PowEa's dramatic talents, wide as it is, we would not, 
before to night, have ventured to include the character of 
Oienmlvon as one within his reach, and therefore we have 
been not less surprised, than delighted with his performance. 



Mr. RoTHE made his first appearance here thb season, 
as OUL Norwd^ a charscter for which he is peculiarly 
adapted ; and he was received, on his entrance, with long 
and sincere greetings of applause. He always evinces a 
feeling of the most exquisatefy pathetic nature.— Throu^ 
out his scene with iMdy Randolph we were struck with 
the profound attention of the Audience, strongly evinc- 
ing the deep interest they took in the business of the 
drama ; and many a bright eye glistened with a tear, at 
the narrative of the 0& PeoiotU, who had ^'bred Sir 
Malcolm's heir as a Shepherd's son." There is, indeed* 
in Mr. Rothe's manner of acting, all that can awaken the 
tenderest sympathies of our nature ; and his performance 
of this night must rank high amongst the many successful 
efforts of this Gentleman. 

Mr. Annesley was Lord Randolph^ to which he gave 
considerable importance. This Gentleman is, indeed a 
serviceable Member of our Corps Dramatique, and ac- 
quits himself most creditably in many characters, whidi 
are totally of a distinct order. 

Of the female characters in this Drama, there is but one 
which can give any scope for a display of talent ; and this 
was supported by Miss Walstein, in her usual superior 
manner. 



The Musical Entertainment of The Poor Soldier 
brought forward with excellent effect. The vocal qualifi- 
cations of Mr. M^Caseey fit him for a distinguished part in 
English Opera, and we are always pleased to see mm in 
a department which he can render so veiy intoesting. 
The character of Patt devolved on thb Gentleman in wt 
Entertainment of Friday night, and he gave some of the 
deUgfatful Airs incidental to the Piece wiu much effect. 

Mr. DxxoN played Dermot^ and delighted ns by the 
sweetness and simplicity in the quality of his tones. 



Mr. Coaav executed an incomparable likeness of all 
that we can imagine of Father Luke, The power of 
natural humour was predominant in him ; he gave it with 
a shrewdncM and pleasantry of rich and original varic^, 
chastened with so much attention to the deHcaie task be 
had undertaken, that a generous applause was bestowed 
upon him even by ** the Gods themselves." He was admir- 
ably dressed, and his air and manner were exquisitely araoa- 
ing. Indeed we never saw before so good a Faiker Lwke 
as this. 

The Darhif of Lord Monce was a highly comical perfor- 
mance. One of his Lordship's songs excited such general 
merriment, that the Audience loudly called for a r epe ti tion. 
The request was instantly complied with ; but, on its con- 
clusion, the House once more resounded with iboots cf 
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«pplmfe, Mid ** encore;*^ and hit Lordship good hnmour- 
«dljr obeyed the call again. We perform a ver^ pleasing 
doty 10 notking the excellent seal and spifit with which 
Lord MoMCK has always entered into those amusements 
which have rendered this dty a splendid centre of attraction 
for to many yean. 

In the part of Cootmn FUzrat^, Mr. G. Powsa made a 
▼ery favourable stand. He look^ the character extremely 
well, and went through his scenes with ease and spirit. 
la the part of BagateUe^ Mr. Gyles was lively and 
amusing. Miss Rock supported the character of Kathleen 
with her wonted archness and vivacity of expression ; 
and some of Miss Kelly's Songs in Nora were very well 
•xecuted. 

[Fourth Night. — Monday^ October 18M, 1819.] The 
entertainments of this evening were the Comedy of The 
Honey Moon, and the Farce of The Apprentice. This 
Play b universally allowed to potisess an exquisite charm 
of language ; and although the principal incidents are with- 
out originality of interest, the many beautiful and descriptive 
varieties of poetic eloquence with which it abounds, stamp 
upon it a character of versatile and exalted genius. In 
the personation of the Duke o/Aranza, Mr. Power showed 
consummate skill and facility of execution. The scenes in 
which he and Jutiana are principally concerned, were finished 
specimens of chaste and elegant acting ; and the following 
speech of Aranza was not less effective in the delivery, than 
tne sentiments which it conveys are delicately beautiful : 

Thus modestly attir'd, 
An halP>lown rose stuck in thy braided hair, 
With no more diamonds than those eyes are made of. 
No deeper rubies than compose thy lips. 
Nor pearb more precious than inhabit them ; 
With the pure red and white, which that same hand 
That blends the rainbow mingles in thy cheeks, 
This well-proportioned form (think not I flatter) 
In graceful motion to harmonious sounds. 
And thy free tresses dancing in the wind ; — 
Thou' It fix as much observance, as chaste dames 
Can meet, without a blush. 

There was, in the recital of these lines, a tender and earnest 
manner of delivery, that rendered the scene one of extreme 
interest. In the opening of the second Act, which exhibits 
the Duke in his assumed character of humble fortune, Mr. 
Power gave full play to that sarcastic raillerjr with which 
be treats the yet unchanened violence of bis termagant 
and ambitious bride. There b an easy but impressive 
linnness in his look and action — a shrewd, provoking 
ealmness in his accents, which, set in poignant contrast 
with the turbulent impatience of the Lady, were forcibly 
appropriate. Mr. Power was not less successful in the 
inrst scene of the following Act, where his imprisoned 
Lady feigns contntion for h^ intemperate follies, and en- 
deavours, by the affectation oi unreserved obedience, to 
disarm the severity shf could not defy. His pretended confi- 
dence in her assumed conversion, and the well-feigned open- 
ness of spirit with which he receives her assurances of 
entire ftubroission to his will, were both admirably expres- 
sive. We don't know that we have witnessed^ even in the 
happiest of Mr. Power's former efforts, a portraiture which 
•x hibi t ed more truth and delicacy of colour, or whieb 



called into exercise more eoBprehensive powers of judg* 
uent and of feeling, than hb personation of the jbuke. 
In the concluding scene of this admirable Comedy, whea 
the Duke, after casting off his humble dress, appears in 
attire suitable to hb rank, Mr. Power's new costume 
was indeed beautifullv splendid, and added to the peculiar 
grace and dknity of hb acting. Hb entire porformance wai 
ardently applauded. 

Mr. Brchsr, as the Count Rolando^ appeared before ut 
in a different line of character from that m which we baxa 
been accustomed to see him. Hb performance of the ec- 
centric and pretended woman4iater was very humorous 
and entertainmg. We may justly rank him as a votary of 
Thalia, though we should rather witoeas hb offerings at tba 
shrine of Aielpomene* 

Mr. Annesley, as the Mock Dmke (Jacqnei,) was ea- 
trerncly diverting ; he performed the part throughout with 
an a!»8umption of consequence perfectly in character, and 
was much and deservedly applauded! Mr. G. Powxa, 
as Count MoHtalbaut justified the favourable opinion we 
had previously formed of his Theatrical talent. The 
Balthazar of Mr. R. Power, Jun. was highly credit- 
able to him ; and the little part of Lopez was humourously 
performed by Mr. Gyles. Lord Monck was an admirable 
representative of the starved Apothecary, Lampedo — and 
Sir J. C. CoGHiLi^ by his performance of the trifling cha* 
ractcr of Campillo, furnished another proof of that gene- 
rous feeling that prevails amongst our distinguished amateurs, 
with whom ambition vanishes at the shriae of charity* 

The Peasants' Dance, in the fourth Act, was performed 
in all its mazy revolutions with grace, spirit, and precision. 
There was one absent, from whom these pleasures woukl 
have derived an animating interest ; and we do confess, that 
we have missed him with a painful feeling, from those gaie- 
ties to which his presence ever gave so powerful a eharuk 
But he cannot be with us, and it b unavaihng to regret the 
exigency which 

. can bind 

A teg to nimUe, and a heart so kind. 

The female characters were admirably sustained. The 
three sisters, Juliana, Folante, and Zamora, could not be 
better represented than by Miss Walstein, Miss Kbllt, 
and Miss Rocx. 

The Farce of The Apprentice was successfully per- 
formed. The Prologue to this very amusing Piece was 
spoken by Mr. Houf es. It was loudly and most deservedlj 
applauded. His performance of the stage-struck IMck was 
full of comic truth ; and he flaunted through hb scenes 
without that boisterous force which is too ofVen mistaken 
for dramatic spirit. The Simon of Mr. Annesley was ex- 
tremely \«ell supported, and we certainly considered him a 
very emcient member of the Spouting Club. Lord Monck, 
in the part of the Irithman, and Mr. A. Boshe, in that of 
the Sntckman^ gave the broad peculiarities of their re- 

Siective characters with great humour and fidelity. Mr. T. 
U8HB looked and spoke the character of Gargle most 
effectively. Mr. Gylsi, as President of the Tbeatrical 
Clul^ was a prominent and very entertainiqg penooafe om 
Ihb 
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[Fifth Night.— TWiimr, Oeiober 19M, 1819.]— The 
Comedy of All in thb Wrong, and the Afleqiiece of 
RotiMA, were die performaiicet of this evening. 



TUf Comedjt written bv our countr>Tnan, Murphy, hat 
long been rmnked among tne first of our dramatic produo 
tiooi. The dialogue ii lively and familiar, and the action 
replere with vhimsical interest. Mr. Corby played his old 
Bud fevourice character, of Sir John Restless, a character 
long and deservedly a fisvourite with the Kilkenny Au- 
dieoee. The jealousy of Sir John is exhibited under many 
circumstances of. preposterous distress. Powers of comic 
genius, divernfied as the incidents to which they apply, are 
required to a finished penonation of it; and the success of 
]ir.CoaRY, in so wide and busy a course of acting, proves that 
while he draws upon thosie refined and pregnant sources of 
dramatic excellence which are within hit reach, he can never 
fiul of an easy, spirited, and certain execution. Mr. Corby 
is not indebted to any mechanical dexterities for comic effect; 
and he disdains those coarse and hacknied acts of drollery 
which, by encumbering the free course of original humour 
with the offensive impertinencies of grimace, convert the 
expression of native pleasantry into all the grossness of 
caricature. With powers of delineation, accurate as they 
are comprehensive, this Gentleman enters on his characters 
with the confidence and spirit of one who possesbcs the 
richest fund of comic humour within him, and who feels 
that he is able to direct it by the best principles of scenic art. 

His Sir John Restless must be classed amount the most 
striking examples of the merit we have ascribed to his 
acting. It was, all through, the unconstrained effusion of 
a refined talent, brought into various points of vigorous 
and skilful execution. In several scenes with Lady Rest- 
less, his performance was spiritedly characteristic : and it 
was not aJone in the hurried walk, and agitated gesture, that 
the leading; infirmity of his temper was so happily denoted ; 
his countenance, in the ever-changing variety ot its expres- 
sion — the sisnfiilicant earnestness of his look — the ludicrous 
play of his features — the abrupt remark — the voice broken 
into pawionate ejaculation — were all happily in unison with 
the cliiiordered air and rapid step which so significantly marked 
the %«orkings of his jealous spuit. In the first scene of the 
third Act, when he traces the resemblance between 
Beverletf and what he considers the portrait of his Lady's 
paraino«ir, Mr. Corry presented us with a faithful delinea- 
tion of that intjnietude which may be supposed to exist 
in such a character as Sir John Restless, He begins 
to examine tlie countenance of Beverley with ludicrous 
scrutiny; and at the likeness strikes him in every successive 
survey, his look depicts, with all the truth of nature, the 
anxious pro;;rci»% of convictiun ; and when at length the re- ' 
semblance is unfolded to him, in full niid final certainty, his i 
countenance conveyf> a mingled exi>reiu»ion of triumphnnt 
saffucity and passionate dihtrcHS, that bring the feelings 
of tlie Cocu imaffinairc before us in all the spirit find I 
energy of real life. The scene in which Ijodt/ Restless 
meets him, disgiiiftcd as Marmalet, presented also an ' 
admirable efl^ort of comic talent, and iilK>iindcd in the | 
finest strokes of humour. Without going through the 
whole of his i>erforinnnre on this evenmg, we feel that 
we could irive but an incomplete di-M-ription of its merits. 
No Mian rould have eiiterrd into tlic chiirncter with a 
more exact diHcrimination of its comic and ti'rious fircling«, 
and it was impoMible to have uiarkcd them out nitii 



greater boldness, force, and variety. Mr. CotaT reeeived 
strong testimonies of the pleasure derived from this exqui- 
site piece of acting, in the alternate laughter and applause 
of a numerous and fashionable Audience. Fqr ourwlves, we 
confess, that we never rose from a performance with more 
lively impressiotu of satisfaction. We do not hesitate to 
say, that we know of no Performer now on the British 
Stage who can contend the palm &[ superiority with this 
Gentleman in the character of &r John EestUum 

In the part of Beverley, Mr. Power was chaste^ 
spirited, and impressive. The influence of that same restless 
pasnon, which manifests itself in such ludicrous diversity 
of operation in the character of Sir John, u not less 
happily illustrated, as it affects the differently toned feelings 
of the sentimental Beverley, The jealousj^ of the latter 
is of a nature less strikingly absurd. It exhibits, in a variety 
of light, the same leading passion ; and produces, in the 
excited sensibilities of Beverley, a veiy striking interest 
in the representation. The acting oi Mr. Powca gave its 
fullest force to the expression of his character. 

The part of Briuh was excellently filled by Mr. Gl 
Powea. This Gentleman brought very eff*ective requisites 
of figure and address to the performance of this character, 
and acted up to Mr. Powkr with appropriate ease and 
spirit. His exertion on this evening aemands our unre* 
served approval. Mr. R. Poweb, jun. was very suc- 
cessful as the representative of Blandford; and Lord 
MoNCK, in the character of Sir Williani Belmont, deserves 
particular commendation. Mr. T. Bushe, as Belmoni, 
sustained the character with the perfect ease and manner of 
a young man of fashion, and was much applauded. The 
otlier male characters of the Drama were well supported by 
the Gentlemen to whom they were allotted. 

Miss Walstein's Lady Restless has lonff been known 
on our Stage as a performance of preat excellence, and we 
never saw her to more advantage m the character than on 
this evening. — The performance of Miss Kelly, Miss 
Curtis, and Miss Rock, as Beltnda, Clarissa, and Tattle, 
were highly respectable, and contributed much to the 
success of the piece, which was received throughout with 
the most general marks of approbation. 

In the Afterpiece of Rosiha, Mr. M'Caskit, as ^e/m^, 
sang the songs of the character with admirable effect, 
and was warmly applauded; and Mr. Gyles acquitted 
himself with much credit in the character of H'illiam, 
Mr. Dixon, in the part of Captain BelvUle, was an 
efficient assistant in the Musical department of the Piece. 
The two Irishmen had humorous representatives in Lord 
MoNCK and Mr. Annesley, whose performance was cha- 
racteristic of the whim and humour of tlie Sons of Erin. 
Miss Kelly evinced considerable vocal acquirements in the 
peHbrmance of the character of Rosina; and Miss Rock, 
as Phoebe, was much and deservedly appUuded. 



[Ball at the Theatre. — Wednesday, October iotk^ 
1819.] — The Ball to-nif:ht exhibited a most numerous and 
brilliant display of rank, beauty, and fashion. We be- 
lieve that in a former Pa|)er we noticed the dunensions 
and decorations of our Grand Theatrical Saloon. It is not 
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thertfor^ tkecwarf to enlar^ on tli«iii now, but the 
speciade of t«^tiight was rendered fttll mote enchimting bj 
the increoMd attendance, and the tasteful additions that 
appeared among the embdlishments. Over the box which 
Uces the magnificent chandelier at the opposite extreme, 
l^ipeamd a large and brilliant star of mriegiited lamps, with 
the Cypher R. P. in the centre. The floor of the Saloon 
was beaotifully chalked in fanciful devices, among which 
were conspicuous the same letters. It is unnecessai^ 
to say that thev are the initials of the name of that amiable 
and accomplished Gentleman, whose dassic genius first 
lbrmed,and whoee distinguished talenti still holds united, the 
emintnt Society, whose delichtful and benevolent labours 
have conferred impernhable honour on our City. The Bail 
Was opened by OsavAts Powsa, Esq. leading off Mim 
Kavanagh. Quadrilles followed the Country Dances. 
They were cidled, ai before, by Mr. Ooookan, who kindly 
volunteers b» services at these Assemblies. The Stewafds 
were, Lord Monck, Sir J. C. Coghill, Bart. William 
WaixoN BlBCB£a,£M). M. P. RlcfiAEO Powsa, Esq. George 
RotRB, Esq. Jambs CoaHy, E^. and TuoHas Connel 
DurPY, Esq. It were unnecessary Co say, that these 
Gkntlemen performed the arduous duties of their office 
with urbanity and attention. The Quadrilles were exe- 
cuted with tingnlar el^nce, and the merry dancers kept 
np the amiisettettt of the night, till after three o^Clock, 
The greater part of the fashionable Audience, with 
#hom time seemed to fly on the wings of the wind, 
occnpied the Botes, enjoying the pleasures of the scene 
Urith tmulixed delight. In the Country Dance, Miss 
0*Nbill was led down by Richabd Powrr, Esq. and 
this lovely and accomplished Lady, who shewed singular 
jodj^ment in the elegant simplicity of her costume, qua 
drUled with Richaad Rothb, Esq. As we could not 
make ont the names of all the pafties who en^ed in the 
ditferent dances, we shiill not attempt a task in which we 
eottfd not but fail, and in which the slightest error might 
appear invidious. 

[Sixth Night. — Thurtday, October 21#/, 1819.] — 
Romeo and Juliet, and the Musical Entertainment of 
Lock and Key, were played this evening. 

The Tragedy of to-nieht was selected for the pur- 
pose of introducing, for the first time this season, on our 
boards, that most eminently accomplished j>erformer. Miss 
O'Neill, a Lady whose private virtues in all the inte- 
resting duties of life, are no less a theme of panegyric, than 
her pre-eminent talents as an Actress are the subject of 
lUllversal and deserved admiration. On he^ entrance, the 
entire Audience, influenced by a simultaneous feeling of 
Ifttoecfful admiration, itood up, while the House rung 
Witn enthusiastic plaudits. Ttie»e rapturous acclamations 
ddntirtuc^l for some minutes, and the object of this distin- 
giusbed favour was visibly impressed with those feeling of 
grateful sensibility which the occasion was peculiarly fitted 
to awaken. It was indeed a homage due to that union of 
splendid genius with the richest moral woith, which cehtrcs 
irt the character of this excellent Lady ; and it was such a 
distinction as the most exalted individual mi^t Mrell and 
honourably gispire to. It is impossible to thmk, that ta- 
lents even splendid as those which have exalted her above 
all professional rivalry, would, if separated from the 
virtues which give a mild but steady lUstre to her cha- 



ract^, hate elicited, from Hu:h an (Mscmblace, so noble a 
tribute of ardent and pixtfound respect* We are proud 
to think, that Miss O'Nxill should have been so honoured 
here ; but our pride, we must confess it, is most gratified by 
the reflection, that our City has done ilseif imperishable 
credit by a jost and liberal homage to such desert. 

We rcigret much that a want of space renders it impos- 
sible to notice Miss O'Neill's incomparable performance 
with the minuteness of description it so emphatically 
claims. A cursory redtal of the beauties scattered id 
such rich profusion throughout this faultless specimen of 
hibtrionic art, would but disparage its excellencies. Ther6 
were certain passages of her acting, which thrilled the Au- 
dience, and presented, tn all the varieties of look, of tone^ 
and of gesture, such a combination of tragic jpowers, as 
occasionally reached the very soul of sensibility. The 
public are too well acquainted with those qualities of 
genius which have raised this Lady to undisputed eminence 
as the first Actress of the present day, to require a laboured 
analysis of her merits ; but we cannot deny ourselves the 
satisfaction of dwelling upon some of those eflbrts of genius 
which the best opinions concur in phicing in the very first 
rank of intellectual greatness. 

In the very first Act of the Play Miss O'Neill rose 
to one of those bursts of feeling which seem to rush from 
the impulse of nature. As the Masqueraders, in the Hall of 
old Capulvtf retire from the revelry of the night, Juiiet asks 
of her Nurse the names of the several guests as they suc- 
cessively depart ; but the uninquisitive coldness with which 
she puts her questions till Ronteo reached the door, was 
eflectively contra^sted with the passionate earnektneai of 
tone with which she then asks*— 

Juliet, What's A<r that follows 

Nurse, I know not. 

Juliet, Go ask his name. If he be married. 
My grave is like to be my wedding bed. 

The light of her youthful love breaks tX on6e into fuQ 
radiance, and there seems but the interval of a moment, 
between its dawn and the warmth of its meridian glow. 

The window scene, where Juiiet reveals her aflbctions 
t6 Romeo, was ekqiiisltely fine. The ardour of her pa^ 
sioti, chastened into momentary reserve as her modest 
nature shortly bat weakly struggles against its force; the 
delicately fine artd expressive touches of the gentlest 
affbction, as it unfolds itself in all the simplicity of truth ; 
the fervency of woman's earliest love *• too quickly won," 
as it impels the flow of youthful sensibilities; were ail 
brought before us in points oi the finest delineation. In 
the fif^h scene of the second Act, Miss O'Neill presents 
us with an admirable picture of natural feeling. Juliet, in 
all the impatience ot expectant lov^ chides the tedious 
absence of the Nurse, by whom she had despatched a 
message to her Romeo. On the return of the Uinly dame, 
Juliet runs to her with eager haste^ but can draw no satis- 
fieictOry reply from the garrulous old woman. She tries 
alternately the playful arts of juvenile affection, and the 
gentle upbraiding of her impatient wishes, to obtain the 
longed-for news of Romeo, When both these eflbrts of 
persuasion hftve been for some time ineflcctuullv applied, 
she throws herself into the arms of the a^^ed clauie, and 
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cndeavourf by the ardency of her caretiet to brins her to 
the fubject next her heart. The movement and ue look 
which accompanied it, ipoke the unconttoulableimpatienoe 
of her feelings in a Unguage eloquently true to nature* 
and struck on the warmest sympathies of the Audience. 
The look of deep affliction with which she recdves the 
supposed information of Borneo's death, was oathetically 
expresftive; but when «he learns that Tibaii has fallen bv her 
husband's hand, and that thb offence has incurred the 
penalty of exile, she stands for a moment the very ima^ 
of deq)-despairinff woe» and with a burst of almost frantic 
grief, which ren& her gentler nature, she yields to the 
rush of passion — 

Some word there was worser than TibaWs death. 

That niurder*d me ; I would forget it fain, 

But, oh, it presses to my memory. 

Like damned guilty deeds to sinners* minds ; 

TiMi is dead, and Romeo banished. 

That banished, that one word banished^ 

Hath slain ten thousand THbaUt. In that word 

Is father^ mother, Tibait, Romeo, Juiiet, 

All slain, ail dead I 

No language can do justice to the overpowering energy 
of spirit which impelled thb tide of desperate sorrows ; and 
to describe the effect produced on tne Audience, when 
Miss O'Neill uttered these lines, would be impossible. 
The power of genius gave a character of sublimity to the 
distracted wildoess of her look, and all her gestures were 
passionately accordant to this excess of feeling. 

In the third scene of the fourth Act, the performance 
of Miss 0*Nkill was, all through, distinctly impressed with 
the force of nature.— The boding fear, which presses on 
Ju&eCs sphrit, when she bids farewell to the Lady Capulct, 
in her chamber, on the eve of her promised marriage, was 
marked with inimitable justness of look and attitude^ 
Falling on her knee, she gazes after her with strained and 
eager eye, bending forward as she retires, as if thb longing, 
Ui^ering look was to be her last on earth. The movement 
was oriffinaliv striking, and happily illustrated the silent 
terror of sucn a moment. But when her feelings, wrought 
almost to madness by ** the horrible conceit of^death and 
night,'* speak out in agony of fear, the acting of Miss 
O NaiLL electrified the Audience. It was an effort of 
mind which nature alone inspired. We have not space 
for a full quotation of this striking passa^ but we annex 
what more forcibly called forth mt energies of this iucom- 
parable Actress : — 

Or, if I ihe, b it not venr like 

The horrible conceit of death and night. 

Together with the terror of the place. 

As in a vault, an ancient receptacle. 

Where for these many hundred years, the bones 

Of all mv buried ancestors are pack'd : 

Where bloodjr Tibait^ yet but green in earth. 

Lies fest'ring in hb shroud ; where, as they say. 

At some hours in the night spirits resort — 

Oh 1 if I wake, shall I not be dbtraiight. 

Environed with all these hideous fears? 

And madly play with my forefathers* joints? 

And pluck the mingled J^baii from his shroad ? 

And IB thb rage, with some ffreat kinaman's bone, 



At with m club, dash out my deap'rate brains? 
Oh, look, methinks I see my cousin's gbott» 
Seddqg out Aoaieo— Stay, Tibaii^ tUj i 
jfimneo I conifr— 4hb do { drink to thee. 



Afber she had taken the contents of the phial given her by 
the Friar, her tottering frame, as she rests upon her knee 
and endeavours to rise, well denoted the quick and subtle 
working of the liquor. Her dying scene could not be sui^ 
passed for Dramatic effect. Miss O'Nxill b too raucli 
exalted above our praise or censure to set a value on such 
a tribute of approbation as these weak and hasty ob* 
servations can convey, but to the more suitable applauie 
of an Audience which comprises at all times so large a 
portion of refined taste and experienced judgment as that 
which is occasionally attracted to our Theatre, even thb 
inimitable Actress will not feel indifferent. Her exertions 
on thb evening raised admiradon to its highest pitch. 

Mr. Richard Powee established new dums to public 
admiration in the character of Romeo, Hb dramatic 
capabilities were on this occasion brought into a course of 
action prominently different from that in which they had 
so oflen before been successfully exercised ; but it was an 
exalted and unerring testimony of hb excellence, that 
the admiration of that transcendent genius which spread 
the light and power of nature over the representation of 
Juliet, did not so wholly absorb the feelings of the Ais- 
dience as to close h%$ aocess to their sympa&ies. As the 
Play advances, and all that is of energy in the character 
becomes excited to extremes of sorrow or of indignation, 
he spoke out the ((lowing language of hb passion with a 
striking power of voice, and an appropriate force of action. 
In the tnird scene of the first Act he was eminently sue* 
cessful. When he learos that sentence of banishment has 
been pronounced egainst him, and that he is doomed to 
separation from hb Jaliet, the tide of boundless afflictioo 
seems roshing in upon hb soul, and in the agony of over- 
powering pasbion be gives way to the torrent of i^ifftractgd 
reelings. 

Ha 1 Banishment? be merciful, say death; 
For exile had more terror in hb look. 
Much more than death ; do not say banishment ; 
*Tb death mis-termed 

In the following scenes he gave innumerable proofs of 
mature judgment and of the truest feelinj^. Every snade and 
change of passion, wero drawn distmctlv to the ete, 
and hb acting rose in partiailar junctures to tne very pemc- 
tion of Dramatic art. In the concludinc scene hb perform* 
anoe also did honour to hb powers of conception. The 
incidents of the scene were wroi^t up to an extreme of 
woe, in the united acting of Mr. Powxa and Miss O'Neixx. 
As the poison ditfiises its fatal efficacy, and Romeo sinks fnuk 
madness into death, Mr. Powxa dispbys the most correct 
knowledge of scenic effect. It was, indeed, a performanee 
in all respects calcuUted to improve the Dramatic reputa- 
tion of Blr. PowEE, and we place b amoi^ hb best cflbrts 
in a tragic sphere. 

Mr. CoKXY was very snccesrful in the lively character of 
Mercutio; he told the very difficult story of theprogrcM 
of Queen Mab, with great spirit and dSccX, and bartered 
the love-begone Romeo through the whole of that 
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icene in a gaj and UtcIt tprit of pUyfnl raillenr. 
Mr.'AtDfftUT filled the duncterof CapiUet-wtil. la 
the part oT Parii, Mr. R. Rothe «m verj nicceufui. 
TUi ray young Ofintlemu) infiuM into erery clwracUr 
mmtomI him, ia dut partjculv line to which hit tute 
ia^DCi, • full portion of imprenive feeling. Benvolio 
WM creilitalilj nuttined by Mr. R. LANoanHB, The 
TfWr of Mr. Fttwik, jun. wu very correctly nmported. 
The pMt at PeUr wm well acted by Lord Monck; 
and ue BaUtuaar of Mr. G. Poke* entitlei him to 
tnueh nprohotion, Mr, Otlii acted the JpvtAecary u it 
■faoold De, but he certainly did not loot the man whom 
** ihaip Biiierv bad worn to the bonw." The A'urw 
wai euellaiuy well filled by Mn. Eraxir; and Mr. 
BtCRBa pcffnrmad F^riar Lattrenet, and displayed in it 
Ui mtiat ena^ and diicrimiiia^n. The other characten 
of die Drama were all well nipported, and it wai highly 
<radiUble to Um taste and feeung of the Audience, that 
wbilN tfaey bestowed the moit rapturou* iq>plBUie on the 
eienioni of the highly fined Lady whose pertbrmance on 
thii night w'U a peculiar tource of attraction, they did not, 
in their entbiuiaun, differ the meritoriuus efforts of other 
puformen in the Draina to pass without those encoura^ng 
tokens of approbaOOQ, which seemed to give the most 
animating confidence and energy to alt of the dutinguished 
corps whose exertions were called into action. 

Between the Play and Farce Mr. Bechih came forward 
to announce that Miu O'Neill would perform Deidcmona 
9n Friday night, BHvidera on Saturday night, and Mr>. 
Bevtrli/ on .Monday nighL We con^tulate the Nobility 
and Gently now at this City on the nch enjoyments still in 
More far them through the aindnCM of that lovely daughter 
of Ireland, who has fotdaated mankind by the powers of 
her mind, and who, to ber glory and to her country's 
honour be it said, has retomed at she formerly left us, 
ptre " a* the ttan that twinkle in the ndlky way." 

Enraptured bv tlie intellectual feast of the evening, we 
eould pay but little attention to the Musical Afterpiece 
of.Loci AND Kev. The several characters appeared to be 
wtdl sustained, and Mr. M'CASKir, whoM vocal powen 
are of a very hi^ order, introduced a new «ai^ allusive 
to the Kilkenny Theatricals, which was univertally encored, 
and repeated by that Gentleman with hit oswl good 
kiuoour. The following is ttie concluding vene >— 

If ever you wish to nirvey 
Old Ireland set out in ber glory. 

In October step into the Flay, 
And Kilkenny' will set it before you : 

There it wit, and good humour, and fiin, 
And there too are sj'mpathj's si^ht. 

While amtution strives hard with renown.

emotions of human nature. 

In the character of Olhetle, Mr. Rotbk stood pronunent 
in Dramatic rank, for the fint time this teaaon. The long 
established fame of this Gentleman, ai the sueccMfnl nfn- 
tentative of the jealous Moor, had taught ns to expect 
whatever was most interesting and imrareiHve in the perw 
sonation of this noble character. We bad long tmcs 
known in what aoimaling vigour tie posietse* thote impo^ 
ing capabilities which can bring into li^t the most 
precious charms of Dramatic eloquence; but not havii^ 
before tbit evening seeif him in ■ character which so 
intimately combined the mde and rugged strength of manlj 
nature, with the tenderett and most generoti* symjathiet 
of re&ned paction, at that under our immediate notice, we 
relied on the promise which hit recorded micceta in tin 
part held out to general expectatioi^ rather than on anj 
general estimate of his inteliectual resourcei that we 
could have deduced, even from the highest eflbrti of bit fa- 
vourite art. Uninfinenced tbenbyaui^prepos(esrioa,Ne 
attended the Theatre on Friday evening ; and we should 
do little honour either to our judgment or oar feelii^ b; 
any afiectation of critical coldnets on the exposition of 
those splendid merits which eitabhth the OlMlo of Mr. 
Rothe as a finished model of natural acting. Favowed 
vrith useful and powerful rctjuisitei in form and counte- 
nance, this GentleiDan is no lest liberally gifted with that 
salient force of feeling, which can always preterve hti 
peribrmances from langour ; and in the application of that 
essential resource, he leaves hut few pittas of his acting 
unimpressed with the spirit of tentibiftty. In bis exeulps.

TheJaffier of Mr. Richard Power was highly creditable to 
thb aecomplished Actor. His ddivery of many of the leading 
passages ot this arduous character, evinced his accustomed 
stren^h and accuracy of jud^ent. The scene in which 
he it mtroduced to the oonspu'ators, where he labours to 
convince them of the sincerity of hb vows, and confides 
his BelviderOf with the duger which was to avenge his 
falsehood, to the care of SenauU^ as the best pledge of 
his fideliQT to their cause, drew forth such acting from 
him, as brought down several rounds of applause. The 
conflict of love and duty which arises from the fond 
entreades of Beiwidero to betray those engagements, which 
were consecrated to truth and friendship, was also admir- 
ably depicted. The following passage was given with a tone 
of feebng that carried to our hearts a keen sense of the 
leading and opposite traits of passion that characterise this 
moment of distracting irresolution : — 

Rather, remember Aim, who, after all 
The sacred bonds of oaths, and holier friendship, 
In fond compassion to a woman's tears, 
Forgot his manhood, virtue, truth, and honour. 
To sacrifice the bosom that relieved him. — 
Why wilt thou damn me ? 

In that scene wherein Jaffier, afler having betrayed his 
associates, and brought upon himself the infiemiy of violated 
friandship, deplores the weakness which too implicitly 
yielded to the persuasion of her he loved, Mr. Power 
delivered the following lines with unsurpassed effect :— 

Wbere*s my friend ? my friend 1 thou smiling mischief; 
Nay, shrink not, now *tis too late ; for dire revenge 
Is up, and raging for my friend. He groans ! 
HariK, how he groans 1 his screams are in my ears ! 
See, see, they*ve fix*d him on the wheel. 
And BOW they tear him — Murder ! perjur*d senate ! 
Murder ! — On ! hark thee, traitress, thou hast done this I 
Thanks to thy tears, and false persuading love. 



As the endearments of Beividera turn him from his 
tated vengeance^ and the power of affection triumphs 
over tnrtrj violent resolution, Mr. Power gave great effect 
to these hues : 

I am, I am a coward — witness Heaven, 
Witness it Earth, and every Being witness, 
*Tb but one blow ! yet, by immortal love, 
I cannot longer bear a diought to harm thee. 

Indeed, his entire performance produced a powerful sen- 
sation on the Audience ; and, associated with tne fine aeting 
of Miss O'Neill, combined to give us a dramatic rq)resen- 
tatbn of the hi^tst mterast 



Of the performance of Mr. Rothe, as Pierre, it ie 

sufficient to say, that it may be reckoned amonnt the 
best efforts of this highly gifted gentleman. Mr. Bbcbsr 
gave us a powerful proof of the effect that great talents 
can give to a psirt or inferior interest, by his judicious and 
excellent performance of the part of PriuU; nor can we 
dismiss this article without bestowing upon Mr, R. Power, 
iun. our tribute of humble praise, for the excellent manner 
m which he represented the character of Renault* 

Miss 0*Neill appeared to-night before a Kilkenny 
Audience for the third time this season, and with unabated 
claims to pubKc admiration. ' Her ^Ebrts in Belviderm 
have long been recognised as engag^ the noblest qualities 
of her genius ; and it was in this character, we believe, that 
her powerful talents were first expanded to the admiring 
view of a London Audience. .Whatever is most excellent 
in the delineation of conjugal affection— of despairing 
wretchedness — of passion carried through affecting varieties 
of woe, to madness — madnes# horribly terminating in death, 
were combined in the personation of the distracted Belv^ 
(Ura, It were, indeed, to our perception, *"*pffffihli* with 
more fidelity and pathos, to have pourtrayed the successive 
sorrows which bear down her gentle spirit, and at leMth 
subdue the power of reason to their dominion. Tnis 
incomparable Actress conveys^ too, with the most tonch- 
ing force, those bursts of impassioned love which seem 
to rush from the heart, and speak in Nature's best and 
strongest language. In ttie scene where Jaffier upbraids 
her with the mischief her " false persuading love*' has 
done, in consigning him to eternal disgrace, and the 
friend of his heart to ignominy and death, her acting 
presented many finely-drawn examples of this expressive 
power ; and the conquering force of affection could not 
nave been more faithfully depicted, than at the decisive 
moment when she throws herself on his bosom, and at once 
disarms him of his purposed violence — 

Now, then, kill me, {Leapt upon hit nedk and kisses him,) 
While thus I cliim about thy cruel neck. 
Kiss thy revengeful lips, and die in Joys 
Greater than any I can guess hereafter. 

Her parting interview with Jaffier was irresistibly pathetic. 
It seems impossible to have combined the varieties of deep 
distreM with more'complete effect than in this well-wrought 
scene of woe. We should vainly endeavour to describe the 
sensations of the Audience, when she separates for ever from 
the devoted Jaffier^ and when, almost mstracted with excess 
of grief, she again rushes into his arms, giving vent to the 
i^ny c^ troubles which presses on her breaking heart, in a 
burst of wild, convulstve laughter, but when incipient mad* 
nets strikes upon her senses, the tone and saae of despe- 
ration with which she broke out into the followinginld, 
and passionate exclamation, were terrifically strildng :-* 

Oh ! give me dagsers, fire or water : 
How I could bleed, now bum, how drown^ the waves 
Hixiing and foammg round my sinking haid. 
Till I descended to the peacerul bottom 1 
Oh ! there's all quiet, here all rage and fury : 
The air*s too thin, and pierces my weak bram ; 
I long for thick substantial sleep r Hell! belli 
Burst from the centre, rage and roar aloud. 
If thou art half so hot, so mad as I am. 
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Tbe lendk^tiet of the Audience were wrought up to the 
ferj bi^efl pitch of feeling, by her delivery of these 
lioety wd ^ the tributtry tear" flowed from every eye* 
The eoncfaMfinc scene was dreadfully iust Her madness 
bad tiMt terriDle likeness to reality wnieh gave a finishing 
iUoiion to this unrivalled representation. The exertions 
of Bfiss 0*NnLL throughout the whole of the night, were 
rewarded with constant and rapturous applauses. 

The Musical Entertainment of Rosina followed, and 
was in all rei^ects, both as to its vocal and dramatic 
departments, very sucoessfiiUy repr es en ted. The Night's 
entertainments were so admirably arranged, as to be con- 
cluded soon after the hour of eleven.

[Nnf TR NiOHT.— Jlfoad^, October S5M.]— The Tragedy 
of Thb Gambstee was pmyed this evening, with the 
Afterpiece of Katheeine and PsTaucHio. 

An admirable effort of the dramatie art was displajred in 
tbe Beverly of Bfr. Rotbb. There is not, in our opinion, 
in the whole range of the Drama, a character niore ex- 
actly, or more forcibly suited to his taste and feeling, than 
that which he so successfully represented on this evening. 
The circumstances of the Play form a tissue of the deepest 
domestic misfortunes, and Beverly is placed throughout it 
in scenes which keep the sympathies of the Aucuence in 
constant and painful endurance. We need not observe on 
those peculiar qualifications which Mr. Rothe can always 
bring to tbe delineation of such a charaeter; nor is it, 
indeed, necessary to enumerate the particular passages on 
which he bestowed the greatest share of interest. We 
have seen him before in this character, and have dwelt with 
unqualified admiration on the striking union of genius and 
sensibilitv which is visibly stamped on his performance. This 
evening bis acting displayed undiminished excellence, and 
kept race with the truly interesting representation of 
Miss O'Neill. His scene with SivMy, m the gaming- 
house, when he reproaches him with Having brought him 
to those habits of guilty indiscretion which had wrecked 
his fiune and fortune, was particularly aftcting. But in the 
prison scene, his ef&rt at prayer, as he kneels for a moment, 
and starts op in hopeless agony, was as fine a piece of acting 
as we have ever beheld on any Stage. 

The Stukeljf of Mr. Rich a an Powee was an excdleat 
performance in every part, and particularly in the scene 
where he discloses his gnil^ passion for the hapless ilfrj. 
Beverley, but when ^t turn from the illusion of the Stage 



to him who personated this revolting diaracter, well mif 
we repeat, what our Poet said, upon a former occasion^ 

** And our Stage*villain every virltie graces.** 

Mr. RicHAan Rothe supported the character of Lewtam 
with considerable abiliQr. n« full^ entered into the narit 
of the part, and fave It a judicious expression. It is 
the praMe of this vary interesting Performer, that he 
never fails to bring bis character into distinct and favour- 
able notice, however brief may be the duties connected 
with it. Mr. Coeet filled the character of Jarvit, though 
not within this gentlesoan's line of character, with feeling 
and effect. The part of Dmwiom was very respectably sup- 
ported by Mr. R. Powbe» jun.

JIfrs. Beverly bad a powerful and pathetic representative 
in Miss 0*Neill ; but we cannot at present enter into a 
particular view of her noble effinrts on this occasion. 

This was the concluding performance of Miss O'Neill 
in this Citv ; and on the following rooming this excellent 
Lady left Town for Dublin. The receipu of the House, 
on this night, amounted to One Hun deed and Eightt- 
EiGHT Pounds. We believe, that since the (irsi season of 
its establishment, the Theatre never prefsented so numerous 
an Audience. All parts of the House were filled, and 
considerable numbers were necessarily excluded from a 
view o( the performance. For so important an accession 
to the treasury of our Theatre it will always be cratefully 
remembered, we are indebted to the genius and benevo- 
lence of Miss O'Neill. 

In the Afterpiece of T7k taming of the Shrew, 
we have to congratulate Mr. Bechee on his complete 
success in the character of Petruchio, It is to be classed 
amonp his best efforts. Mr. Gyles acted extremely 
wdl in the part of Baptitta ; and Mr. Anneslet pre- 
sented us with a very humorous representation of Grumio, 
Lord Monck's performance in the character of The Tailor 
was highly hujghable. We should do much injustice to the 
merits of a very young Member of our dramatic corps, if we 
omitted to notice, with perfect approbation, the spirited 
acting of Mr. A. Bushe, u the part of BumdeUo, 

Miss Walsteik played with much spirit in the character 
of Kathertne. The entertainment passed off* excellently.

On this night our Theatre was opened as a Ball-Koom, for 
the fourth time since the commencement of the present 
Season. 

A very fashionable assemblage graced the Room, in every 
part of which, the Gentlemen who act as Stewards at these 
delightful assemblies, were, seen actively attentive to the 
arraugements of the night. The company exceeded one 
hundred and seventy, and included many persons of the 
first distinction. Dancing Has kept up to an early hour in 
the morning. 
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[TiMTH Night. — Wednetday, October Qlth^ 1819.} — 
The Tragedy of Henry the Fourth, and the Farce of 
X. Y. Z. were performed this evening. 

The emme hero of the Play fell to the lot of Mr. Corrt, 
in which he proved himself fully equal to the arduous task 
of a performance, considered, we believe, as difficult in its 
representation as any in the whole range of the drama. It 
was, we understand, hbi first appearance in Sir John FaU 
fittff^ and we congratulate hiro upon his complete success 
in an effort whicn would have added to the reputation 
of the most established Comedians of the present day. 
Mr.CoRRY's appearance and costume were admirably appro- 
priate, and he imparted to the fat Knight all the humour 
and whim that belongs to the part, but with so chastened 
a softening, as to render it a performance of the most 
finished nature. 

Mr. R. Power was peculiarly successful in the Prince of 
WaUi, The ingenuous and gallant Harry Monmouih could 
not have had a more accomplished representative than this 
highly valued Gentleman ; and whetner we consider him 
in the lighter scenes with his ** mad-cap companions/' or 
as the chivalric Prince, bowing to the reproof of his Father, 
and resolving upon *' deeds of arms,*' he never departed 
from the spirit and meaning of the author. 

Mr. RoTHB was ** the gallant Hotspur'* and sustained 
the character with his usual excellence. His performance 
was marked throughout with characteristic spirit and 
energy, and merited the frequent bursts of approbation which 
it drew from the Audience. 

Mr. R. Lanorishb, as King Henry the Fourth, gave 
great importance to a character which, from his youth, he 
was but ill calculated to personate ; but his declamation was 
distinct and impressive, and the whole was an effort highly 
creditable to his taste and genius. Mr. Rothe, jun. dis- 
played an animated and nervous warmth in the personation 
of Sir Richard Femom, 

The characters in this Play are so numerous, that it 
would exceed our limits to enter minutely into the merits 
of each performer ; but the entire range of it was sustained 
with all that attention which has heen so constantly the 
theme of panegyric among those who have visited our 
Theatre. 

The Farce of X. Y. Z. which is new to our Stage, was 
received with general approbation. Mr. Annxsley per- 
formed Neddy Bray with great humour. We never saw 
Lord MoNCK to greater advantage than in the character of 
Ralfik Hempie^ ; his delineation of the ** crafty York- 
stiireman,*' was happily conceived, through which the 
dialect of the part was uniformly preserved. We may 
justly rank this performance as one of Lord Mom ex's 
most successful efibrts in the dramatic range. Mr. 
Gyles, as the American Theatrical Manager, was much 
in character; and Mr. R. Power, iun. as Old Grubbleton^ 
by the judicious management of his figure, banished all 
nppcarance of youth from his face and person, and gave 
us an admirable representation of the old and mer- 



cenary Guardian. The equivoque^ with which the Piece 
abounds, was kept up with uncommon humour. 

[Eleventh, and Last Night. — Thursday, October 
2Sth, 1819.] — ^This Evening, the Season closed with 
Shakespear*s TnqG;edy of Richard the Third, and the 
Musical Entertainment of The Agreeable Surprize. 

It was gratifying to observe, that, fatiguing to excess as 
the labours of our Dramatic Corps must have been during 
the Season, there was not, on this, their last, night of 
performance, anv relaxation of exertion visible amongst 
the distinguished body of individuals who have so long 
formed our Theatrical Establishment. The whole of 
the night's performance was sustained with undiminished 
spirit and ardour; and was as successful in effect as any of 
the preceding nights of the Season. Mr. Becher sus- 
tained the character of " the crook'il-back'd Tyrant;'* 
and proved himself fully adctiuate to the execution of the 
difficult task he had undertaken. This performance was 
worthy of a rank amongst his most successful efforts. 

Mr. R. Power's performance of Richmond was in his best 
style. On the appearance of this beloved and accomplished 
gentleman, there was a simultaneous burst of applause that 
lasted for some minutes, which was highly creditable to 
the grateful feelings of the Audience. Mr. Power seemed 
deeply affected by the circumstance ; it was an honoura- 
ble testimony of regard to worth, and integrity, the most 
pure and exalted. He will retire from his long theatrical 
reign, with the prayers and blessings of the poor of Kil- 
kenny. — The poor, do wc say ?— aye, and of the affluent too. 
The appearance of Richmojui, in the fiflh Act of Richard, 
imparted new life and interest to the Play, the bustle and 
spirit of which was kept up with vigour and effect to the 
dropping of the curtain. 

We cannot enter more particularly into the performance 
of tliis Tragedy ; but it would be unjust to pass over in 
silence the exertions of a lovely child (Master Dalton) 
as the Duke of York, This Young Rotdus was not 
only perfectly master of his various speeches, but delivered 
them admirably, and suited the voice and action to the 
words with so much propriety of manner^ that he astonished 
the whole Audience, who testified their pleasure by the 
most hearty plaudits. 

The character of King Henry was filled by Mr. Rothr 
This Gentleman never fails to excite the deepest interest 
among tlie Audience in characters. Where acuteness of 
feeling and paternal solicitude are the prominent features ; 
he stands second in rank to no one, now upon the British 
Stage. 

At the raising of the curtain for the Farce, our old 
and universal favourite, Mr. Corry, was welcomed on 
his entrance in the character of Lingo, with long, loud, 
and enthusiastic applause; hb reception evinced the 
high estimation in which be in held as a performer and 
a member of society, by every class of persons retorting to 
our Theatre. He was inimitably comic in the part, parti- 
cularly in the Scene with the arch little Cowslip, (Mist 
Rocx}) and he cheerfully complied with the general 
wi^ of tlie Audience in an encore of two of the soi^. 
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Hit peribmunce wu calculated to dwipate. Tor awhile, 
the gloiim which the peculiar occaiioQ of a tait night's 
perfoni)anc« wai calculated U> iprMd through the Hoiue. 

Soon afler the conclunon of the Farce, the curtain 
ai^ain rote, and preicntcd all the Uemben of the Tlualrieai 
Societj/, furnifd in a eemi-drcle on the Stage, with their 
Leader and Manaj-er, Mr. Po«ei, in the centre. The 
Audience instantly rose and hailed them with acclamationi. 
Their leau beini raumed, that gentleman stepped forwanl, 
amidst rather the sichi than tlie boisterous cheering with 
which he had been hailed in the earlier part of the nifiht, 
and dcliTcrcd, in his usual impreuive manner, to an Au- 
dience, who liitencd in solemn silence, • FarruicU Addreu. 
Their feelings were sen^blf touched as be spoke it, and, on 
it* conclunon, the Curtain of the Pbivate Tueatie op 
KtLKiKNT dropped lor ever.
